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Editor’s Introduction 


There are times in our lives when we are alerted to previously unseen 
things that, once seen clearly, are extraordinarily significant and 
meaningful for us. When we have the recognition, “Wow, life looks 
very different now,” there is often an accompanying feeling that some- 
thing has shifted in our lives and in the way we see the world. While 
we should not overestimate or exaggerate events and experiences and 
give them significance they do not have, at the same time we are 
greatly benefitted if we are attentive to the times when something has 
truly changed in our lives. 


During a twelve-day period in July 2010, a group of 140 people 
gathered together at the Balanced View Center in Skane, Sweden to 
take part in the Human Identity Summit. For the people who were pre- 
sent at that gathering and for many others who participated online, 
there was definitely a feeling that something very momentous had oc- 
curred and that their vision of the world had indeed shifted. If the in- 
tention in the retreat was to explore the true nature of the human 
identity and to empower people in its most potent expression, then 
one could surely say that this intention was realized. 


The guidance for that exploration came from the talks and texts lov- 
ingly provided by the founder of the Balanced View Training, Candice 
O’Denver. There was a wonderfully reciprocal relationship in the set- 
ting where Candice would give of herself completely, and the partici- 
pants would enthusiastically receive and then give back in equal 
measure. One could say that it was a form of “call and response,” in 
the sense that Candice would speak skillfully and with great insight for 
the benefit of the people present, and the participants would respond 
with their own insight in the form of their powerful value letters at the 
conclusion of each day’s training. 


It was clear from the outset that many, many people would benefit 
if the talks and texts from this powerful retreat were collected into 
book form. The resulting book that you have before you—Open Intelli- 
gence: Changing the Definition of Human Identity—is organized and 
presented in such a way as to awaken the same sense of insight and 
discovery that was present in the retreat. 


Each of the twelve days of the retreat began with a written text. 
Candice did not write the texts long in advance; each night she would 
sit down, consider what the participants needed, and on that basis she 
would write out the text for the following day. That spontaneous re- 
sponsiveness and sensitivity is clearly evident in the texts and talks. 


On certain days Candice would give a commentary on the written 
text, and for those days the commentary is included right along with 
the written text. Each day Candice would give a talk, which might be 
based on the text, or it might be based on the needs of the moment. 
Then in the afternoons the participants would share their value letters, 
which are their heartfelt reply to the training that day. For the first 
time in a Balanced View book, some of the value letters have been in- 
cluded, and most happily so, as they provide an extremely powerful 
response to the “call” that Candice gave in each day’s text and talk. 


Especially for a reader who is new to the Balanced View Training, it 
would be important to define the most significant words that are used 
in the text. The most important terms are clarity and open intelligence, 
which are both used interchangeably throughout the book. Awareness 
was another term that was used frequently in previous books, and now 
this very direct and explicit term, open intelligence, is being employed. 
The meaning of this term is essentially the same as clarity or aware- 
ness, but it even more clearly points to our expansive but yet readily 
accessible natural wisdom. Other terms in the book that refer to the 
same essence pointed to by open intelligence include the basic state, 
natural perfection, our own nature, the great luminosity, super- 
intelligence, natural intelligence and the view. 


The fundamental practice that is discussed throughout the book is 
that of relying on open intelligence. Relying on open intelligence is the 
core principle of basing one’s experience there rather than on the 
passing phenomena. 


The phrase short moments, many times until it becomes obvious is 
used to convey the fact that one can rely on open intelligence in each 
and every moment, and one can continue returning to it for short mo- 
ments over and over again until the practice becomes naturally spon- 
taneous and continuous. 


The terms data and points of view refer to all thoughts, emotions, 
sensations and experiences that appear in open intelligence. Data and 
points of view might also at times be referred to as viewpoints. The 
key to understanding data/points of view is to see that they have no 
independent nature and are nothing other than the dynamic reflective 
energy of open intelligence. The two are inseparable like the color blue 
and the sky.

The Beneficial Qualities and Activities of Open 
Intelligence: The Core of Real Relationship 


The Written Text 


Your very own open intelligence is naturally endowed with powerful 
qualities and activities. Open intelligence is the basis and foundation 
for a totally fulfilling life. It is the very potent, extremely skilled identi- 
ty that contains all knowledge with nothing left out. 


In the first moment of open intelligence, we recognize its tremen- 
dous stability, its tremendous potential. We realize we have found our 
true identity. This realization becomes increasingly vivid. 


Open intelligence is necessary, as it provides a completely stable 
foundation for each moment of everyday life and the capacity to pro- 
ceed with tremendous power and force. Open intelligence requires 
100% commitment and being willing to go to any lengths. 


Open intelligence does not deal with superficial aspects of identity 
but with its innate potency, its actual ability to create radical change. 


Short moments of open intelligence are necessary so that we can 
begin to understand what it is all about. In brief moments of uncon- 
trived open intelligence, we begin to see that open intelligence is the 
basis of all of our thoughts, seamlessly blended with data. We instinc- 
tively recognize the impossibility of separating open intelligence from 
data in order to achieve some kind of special state. 


Identity and relationship based on data always work through name 
tags in a process of judging this against that. Relying on data literally 
divides everything up and depletes our energy instead of unifying it in 
the mutual force of open intelligence. 


We really need to see very clearly the disadvantages of maintaining 
our data streams about identity and relationship. Then we need to ex- 
tract the power from all data by relying on their open intelligence. 


By relying on short moments of open intelligence, we see its real 
power. With the very real power of each moment of open intelligence, 


we empower ourselves like an ocean gathers all of its force from single 
drops of water. 


Short moments also allow us to train into a mass of human power, 
the likes of which are unimaginable. Short moments are very powerful, 
very radical and very direct. Precise open intelligence, moment to 
moment, changes human society forever. 


In short moments we begin to relate its actual power and purpose to 
our ordinary everyday life. We recognize that it has always been the 
infrastructure of our entire life. Even though we did not learn about 
open intelligence in the past, it has been present and totally powerful 
all along. 


Within our very own open intelligence, we discover that we already 
have certain qualities: it is self-affirming, and it provides the qualities 
of relief and power immediately in our own direct experience. This is 
very convincing and very authoritative. We begin to see that the relief 
and power of open intelligence are reliable and consistent. We can 
count on them without fail. 


This process is very natural. In open intelligence all of our ups and 
downs become a single power. The qualities and activities of open in- 
telligence are obvious from the first moment—total relief and total un- 
ending power. We cannot reject our real empowered identity and try 
to be something else. 


Open intelligence is the only potential we have, and when we in- 
stinctively recognize this, we see that we can use open intelligence 
powerfully and beneficially in each aspect of living daily life. Open in- 
telligence is extraordinarily special and extremely real and personal. It 
seals the powerful bond of human society in mutuality and potency. 
This is real relationship, and we see it clearly and directly. 


Open intelligence instantaneously shows how to relate to our own 
ordinary existence or daily situation as well as to our societal goals. In 
open intelligence we relate with the details of our everyday life accord- 
ing to our own particular makeup. It is a real and personal experience. 
And in order to relate to our lives in a clear fashion, there are certain 
fruits of open intelligence we have to understand. These qualities and 
activities have a working vocabulary of potency and prosperity. We be- 
come fluent in this potent, prosperous vocabulary of body, speech and 
mind. We are introduced to our basic identity and begin to be able to 
completely rely on ourselves, perhaps for the first time. 


Open intelligence extends in the same way that space extends our 
sense of ourselves. Its openness expands our definition of identity into 
a powerful expanse. Open intelligence is everyone’s fundamental style, 


the intrinsic perspective or stance and the way of perceiving the world 
and working with it. Open intelligence is our most potent and prosper- 
ous intelligence. 


“Open intelligence” means conciseness and indestructibility are built 
in. Open intelligence thoroughly cuts the root of reactive mental and 
emotional tendencies and represents the open awareness of many 
possible perspectives. Open intelligence corrects or remedies any dis- 
tortion in a precise and sharp way. Open intelligence is the view per- 
vading all points of view and sees them clearly. 


Open intelligence is penetrating and very personal and very rela- 
tional. It is very vivid and lucid. Open intelligence knows how to evalu- 
ate logically the arguments that are used to explain experience. It can 
tell whether logic is true or false. It has a sense of constant openness 
and perspective. For instance, open intelligence is like a flawless crys- 
tal ball viewing all of its reflections from hundreds of perspectives, ac- 
cording to where it was placed, the way it was perceived, the distance 
from which it was looking at it, and so forth. 


Open intelligence is not just encyclopedic; it is concise, direct and 
aware of perspectives from within the perspective itself. Open intelli- 
gence takes all perspectives and clearly sees all their aspects. Such in- 
destructibility, conciseness and intimacy with everything is very per- 
sonal and very real. This is true relationship. 


Through the power of open intelligence, human society has an inde- 
structible relationship, potency and skillfulness that have never existed 
before. We are able to enjoy this power and skill right now, together. 


Day One Talk 


I want to begin the Human Identity Summit by speaking about rela- 
tionship and about the Four Mainstays as the basis of open intelligence 
practice. To practice clarity—or you could also call it “open intelli- 
gence”—without the Four Mainstays won't be very effective; the Four 
Mainstays are really required. For open intelligence to become fully 
juiced up and powerful—just like it always already is—it requires being 
in intensive relationship with others who are committed to open intelli- 
gence as well. This is very simple, very radical and very effective. 
Once the introduction to open intelligence takes place, then it is a mat- 
ter of practicing short moments of open intelligence in everyday life 
and of having a relationship with community—other people who are 
committed to the same thing. 


It is also about having a full-on relationship with a trainer, another 
person just like you who has made the 100% commitment to open in- 
telligence and is willing to go to any lengths. Why is that relationship 
important? Because they’ve been there, so to speak. There are many 
pitfalls that will be avoided through that relationship. 


Additionally, the relationship with the trainer pulls your covers! Let’s 
say you’re in bed asleep, all cozied up in your data streams. The train- 
er pulls your covers. This can only happen in community; without 
community it might be easy to go off in all kinds of ways, believing 
that you are really enjoying open intelligence but not ever really totally 
clear about whether you are or not. 


This incredible relationship that people allow themselves to have by 
coming into community with others in a direct open way is the most 
empowering relationship they can ever have in life. This is really the 
most fulfilling, satisfying, pleasureful relationship that can ever be had 
in life, because it allows for direct, naked encounter—naked in the real 
sense of being willing to be completely real and not getting detoured 
into any tunnel of data like thoughts, emotions, sensations or other 
experiences. 


In the practice of open intelligence it’s easy to see how these de- 
tours have been made: being overly intellectualized, overly emotional- 
ized or overly driven by the senses. This is the core, this is the heart 
essence of open intelligence. This is why it is absolutely essential to 
practice open intelligence in relation with community. The power of 
open intelligence naturally reveals itself in a way that is so much more 
profound than anything we could have conceptualized in advance. 


The Introduction to Open Intelligence 


The moment of the introduction of open intelligence is so powerful; it’s 
SO engaging, it’s so turned on, it’s so real, it’s so authentic, it’s so con- 
vincing, and that introduction is unending. Open intelligence is already 
present; however, we just didn’t know it before. Once we know it, 
there’s a process of familiarization and of getting acquainted with its 
real power. We are getting acquainted with our own power and what 
we're really capable of in the world. We are able to see clearly without 
confusion and without any foolish errors one way or another. This is 
just what we are made of. 


Even if human society has existed up till this point without a mas- 
sive infusion of open intelligence, with a massive infusion the whole 
way of being human changes. It changes, because everyone is clear, 
direct and present. Everyone is able to engage directly and powerfully, 
rather than from one of the tunnels of data: too much intellect, too 
much emotion, being too much driven by the senses. 


We each have our own particular thing; I know that in my own life I 
tended to be very intellectually-oriented and I saw emotions as kind of 
an unnecessary detour. I thought that to go too far emotionally one 
way or another never really led anywhere, so it was better to stay in- 
tellectually on track. But that didn’t give anything either; I saw very 
quickly that there wasn’t anything there. 


What was really required was core power, core energy, core facility 
and functionality and to let everything come to play within myself. 
Otherwise, I could spend the rest of my life sitting around and talking 
with intellectual friends or whatever it might be, but none of this was 
real relationship. It fell flat for me; it really had no authenticity. It 
didn’t really have what was required for society to function in the way 
that it was capable of. 


By the power of open intelligence I became able to take a leap—to 
really make a 100% commitment, no matter what anyone else was 
doing or where anyone else was going—completely willing to go to any 
lengths to commit one’s entire life to open intelligence, beyond mis- 
take. That is a 100% priority without any other priority anywhere in 
sight. 


The Greatest Natural Resource 


By the power of open intelligence we become willing, for the first time 
really, to see ourselves totally clearly. Through the relationship with 


the trainer and community we become really open to ourselves and 
others for the first time. We become open to ourselves the way we ac- 
tually are—not our pretend fantasies and notions about what we are or 
what we might be. We become open to our real self, moment to mo- 
ment, exactly as we are. Up and down, in one emotion or another, 
with one thought or another, having one sensation or another, with 
this, that the other thing—extracting the power from all of it. Just let- 
ting it be real, letting it flow on by, and all the while extracting the 
power from it. 


Our greatest natural resource is sitting right here in our own chair. 
All the ideas we have about what a human being is or what we’re sup- 
posed to be completely fall apart. We’re confronted with the reality of 
who we are moment to moment, and there will be a lot in that which 
we have probably tried to avoid, or maybe we’ve indulged these things 
impulsively without being able to control ourselves. There may be oth- 
er areas of ourselves that we’ve tried to replace with better parts, like 
going to the auto mechanic and getting new brakes. 


When all of this comes to a complete stop, we just stop trying to fix 
the flow of ordinary experience. We get totally real for the first time, 
letting everything be as it is. One day we think we’re the best thing on 
earth, the next minute we think we are awful, and then we have all 
kinds of other feelings in between. We extract the power—the natural 
resources from within ourselves—mining the gold from within every 
single datum—not getting lost in the labels, not getting lost in made- 
up notions about what a human being is or what a relationship is, but 
finding the core of ourselves that will take us through thick and thin. 
We find what we can really rely on no matter what. 


The Power of Open Intelligence 


Open intelligence enables you, me and everyone to be able to face 
everything squarely, without any pretend notions or fantasies about 
the way things are. It means really calling the shots. If you get com- 
fortable with your own self, then you can be comfortable in any situa- 
tion; that’s just the way it is. It’s impossible to have any kind of rela- 
tionship without having a relationship with yourself. 


By the power of moment to moment open intelligence, everything 
just is as it is. Seeing that within yourself, wow, it’s clear that every- 
one else is in exactly the same boat, and there isn’t anyone in a differ- 
ent boat. It doesn’t matter how many piles of money they have or if 
they have none at all, how old they are, how young they are, what 


kind of an education they have, what kind of education they don’t 
have—everyone is in the same boat. 


Open intelligence is greatly equalizing in a real way. It doesn’t mat- 
ter what anyone looks like; they can look great or they can look horri- 
ble, it really doesn’t matter—open intelligence is the core. Open intelli- 
gence is the real beauty; it’s the beauty of the individual, and it’s the 
beauty and power of society. Make no mistake about that: there is no 
other way to cook up any kind of power or special plan or anything 
else; it’s absolutely impossible. Either we all do it together, or we don’t 
do it at all. It’s as simple as that. 


Open intelligence is exceedingly powerful. From the moment of in- 
troduction to open intelligence, it’s absolutely clear that it is exceed- 
ingly powerful. From that moment on, even if there might be all kinds 
of data that come up, there’s never any delusion about that again. It’s 
clear from the moment of introduction that open intelligence is where 
it’s at. There isn’t anything that is anywhere else other than in open 
intelligence. 


Extract the Power 


It takes this kind of real, decisive, direct experience of open intelli- 
gence in the moment—instinctive clarity—where every single cell of 
your body is drenched with aliveness. It is not some kind of spaced out 
or disempowered state; there is total raw, vital open intelligence that 
gets things done in a real way. There is no need to sit around and talk 
for hours about everything; you are too busy getting it done! We could 
all sit around and make criticisms of this, that and the other thing, but 
getting in there and actually changing things is much different. 


Open intelligence gives us this power. We get out of the whole trip 
of looking to a future that is going to be so great. We also give up try- 
ing to forget about that bad past, and we get into the liveliness and 
vitality of what’s here right now. Each one of us is totally, fully alive, 
vital, turned on, juiced up, ready to go, in the moment. This is what 
life is all about; it’s about getting down and getting real. 


Whatever is going on with you, it’s never any more real than what is 
happening in this very moment. Whatever is going on with you— 
whether you're high, low or in between—extract the power of open in- 
telligence. It isn’t found anywhere else. Power does not require a lot of 
different variables in order to put it into swing. It’s in whatever you’re 


thinking—whether you’re anxious, afraid, happy, ecstatic, feeling em- 
powered or disempowered. This keeps it very simple and real. 


If there are certain ways in which you seem to get blindsided, then 
your friends in the community will shore you up. There’s no competi- 
tion; everyone is in together. This is real relationship: allowing every- 
one to completely thrive without any hideouts, with no opportunities to 
dodge this way or that way or hide out in some kind of pretentious no- 
tion about who one is. It is about getting very real in the guts of eve- 
ryday life, moment-to-moment, interacting with each other, living to- 
gether, working together smoothly and effortlessly flowing along. 


How do we find out how to do that? We do it! We show ourselves 
that it’s real. There isn’t some future to get to, some great plan to en- 
act. It’s right now, right here, very vital, very real—extracting the 
power from every single moment, just as it is. It really doesn’t matter 
what you think or what you feel; just stay put in open intelligence, and 
you'll Know everything you need to know. 


If there’s any kind of support you need, it’s always available from 
clear people. Now, if you get into some kind of pickle where you find 
yourself confused and lost, who are you going to rely on—someone 
else who is confused and lost or someone who’s clear? Well, that’s a 
pretty simple set of logical principles, isn’t it? It’s good to know where 
to go for advice. If you don’t know where to go for advice, then you 
can’t get good advice. 


The Core Power 


There are a lot of times I meet people and they really feel limited by 
their circumstances, whether it is their intellectual, emotional, or outer 
circumstances. On the other hand they may feel totally expanded and 
out of control, as though they were the coolest thing on earth. But 
open intelligence brings everything into perspective. It allows every- 
one to rest in the core power and facility of everything exactly as it is 
without any mistake whatsoever. 


By relying on that, you find out that all the labels you've applied to 
yourself are mistaken, including the current labels. Whatever the label 
spells out, its real definition is open intelligence, and that can never be 
gotten away from. It’s impossible to get away from open intelligence. 
We learn a lot of things about ourselves, and most of those things are 
mistaken. Even if you might feel that you’ve gotten away from open 


intelligence, it will never happen. I know for sure I’ve never gotten 
away from open intelligence, and thus I know you won’t either. 


By the power of open intelligence we get to see who we really are, 
and it’s always opening up more and more. It doesn’t go in reverse; 
we’re always learning more about who we are. We're always feeling 
more empowered, no matter what our situation, even if we’re really 
sick or dying. When we get sick and die, the thoughts come, “Oh dear, 
this is so miserable and horrible. Dying is going to be a bummer and 
no one will want to be around me,” or other thoughts like this. Or it 
could be crazy notions like, “I'll be able to avoid death.” 


By the power of open intelligence we’re able to flow along with eve- 
rything. It doesn’t matter what it is, we know that we’re going to be 
okay, whether it’s life or death or any other datum that comes along. 
Some of us are old, some are young and some are in between, but it 
doesn’t matter. Whatever the age, it is all completely fueled by open 
intelligence. Everything rests unavoidably in open intelligence. It’s in- 
extricably bound, which means that nothing can ever be removed from 
open intelligence. It’s absolutely impossible. There’s no delusive con- 
cept or principle you can come up with that’s ever going to destroy 
open intelligence or take you out of the indestructible family of open 
intelligence. 


We have all kinds of relationships in our lives, and maybe we're al- 
ways looking for that special relationship; however, the truly special 
relationship is in the indestructible family of open intelligence. Open 
intelligence is indestructible. It provides an indestructible relationality 
that can never be destroyed, no matter what comes along—life, death 
or anything else. We’re human beings, so we think things are a certain 
way, but guess what? There are many kinds of beings, not just human 
beings. By the power of open intelligence we’re prepared for anything 
that happens. It doesn’t have to look a certain way, and we get tuned 
to that through our own experience, whatever that is—one moment 
up, one minute down, another moment in between, all over the place. 
Pretty soon we start to feel consistent power all the time. We can go 
into any situation and we feel just fine. 


No One is a Stranger 


I travel all over the world, and wherever I go I never see a stranger 
anywhere. I feel just as comfortable in the train station or on the air- 
plane as I do with any of you. If I see someone crying, I want to give 
them a little pat or a hug. It doesn’t matter whether I’ve ever seen 


them before or not—no one is a stranger. There’s a total openness and 
connectivity. How is this provided? It’s provided by open intelligence— 
the basic state of everything. It’s natural; it’s the way things are. 
We’re naturally meant to feel connected and relational, but that 
doesn’t mean that we always respond in one way. It could be that one 
time we might look very nice and be present in a loving, tender way, 
and in another moment it might require us to be totally fierce, fero- 
cious and wrathful, pushing everything aside for the way of open intel- 
ligence. 


By the power of open intelligence we’re able to do what we've never 
been able to do before. It provides us a clarity-intelligence to which we 
would have no access without open intelligence. We have no access to 
real, prosperous, generous open intelligence as long as we’re fumbling 
around in intellectualized or emotionalized definitions of what it means 
to be a human being. 


We all have equal access to that education of open intelligence. Eve- 
ry single person has equal access to this beneficial open intelligence. 
There isn’t anyone left out. It doesn’t matter what kind of circum- 
stances you have; everyone has equal access to the power of open in- 
telligence and its very powerful benefits. The only way to extract that 
power is in this moment, in what you’re thinking right now, in whatev- 
er emotion you’re wracked with right now. Whatever it is, that’s where 
the power of open intelligence is. 


We're really getting to know ourselves in a new way. We don’t have 
to pretend anymore; we can just relax—no more pretending. That’s 
when life gets fun and reliable. When we know we can rely on our own 
open intelligence, life becomes reliable. We know that no matter what 
we're faced with, we’re going to be able to handle it. We know too that 
there'll be a lot of other people right there with us. This is very im- 
portant; it’s very key. 


A Quantum Leap 


It’s a big, big step for humankind, and you’re part of taking that quan- 
tum leap out of an intelligence that is belabored by dictionary defini- 
tions into an expansive connectivity and relationship with the entire 
universe. Whatever it is you’re thinking or feeling right now, that is 
your relationship with the entire universe, right there. It’s all occurring 
within you. 
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By relying on open intelligence, you really start to see how things fit 
together. You don’t need any kind of prefabricated education to tell 
you about the way things are, because you’re able to see it clearly and 
distinctly for yourself for the first time. This equal access is very im- 
portant. Everyone has equal access; no one is left out. Young or old, 
rich or poor, beautiful or ugly, crazy or sane, it doesn’t matter. All of 
us have equal access. When we draw on the power of this moment, it 
lets us see how to move in a fluid way. We don’t have to have a fixed 
plan. We can sketch out a basic plan and then grow powerfully into it. 
That’s the good way, that’s the powerful way, that’s the unerring way. 


The notion of planning your life is changing. The whole way that we 
interpret identity, interact with identity and interact with other identi- 
ties is changing right now, in this moment. In the past we were limited 
to one identity. Today we can have as many identities as we want to. 
We can go online and we can have a different identity for every single 
datum. We can spend hours online, a lifetime even, burrowing into the 
data and finding other people who will listen to it. We can have all 
kinds of relationships based on our data streams. By the power of 
open intelligence we could have dozens of beneficial, powerful identi- 
ties online. 


In that case the whole scheme of the Internet would be a great ex- 
pression of the generosity of human beings. We want to get out there, 
we want to be totally open, and the Internet is evidence of that. The 
Internet gives us the freedom to speak out about all the things we’ve 
been holding onto. Maybe we don’t want to say this or that because 
we might lose some friends, but on the Internet we can be ourselves 
and we can let it all hang out. Now, that could be negative, but it’s just 
as likely to be positive. In fact it’s more likely to be positive, because 
it’s about people being real, talking about what’s really going on as a 
great clarification of what it’s like to be a human being. It is a great 
clarification of what it’s like to be human, but not an end in itself. It’s 
an eruption of generosity, an eruption of tremendous power. 


As we go on with this, what we'll see is all these spews of data all 
over the Internet—one saying this, one saying that, one saying the 
other thing—are all going to settle into a pervasive quality, a pervasive 
power, a pervasive connectivity, a pervasive excellence, and it’s all 
coming right out of everything being spewed out right now. Whatever 
the datum is, it is a display of power and generosity, of juice, of real 
fire, of real commitment to be who we are, with nothing holding us 
back. 
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Every Single Moment is Powerful 


We are all built of excellence and open intelligence; no one can give 
that to us or take it away from us. All we have to do is show up for the 
relationship with open intelligence exactly as we are—high or low, up 
or down, this way or that. Acknowledging the basis, that’s it. With that 
acknowledgement, every single moment is more and more powerful, 
and there is never an end to the stream of prosperity and generosity. 
Every single moment is more enlivened, more filled with the liveliness 
and power of open intelligence. There is no going backward; every 
moment there is the feeling that it can’t get any better than this—but 
then it always does get better! That is the life that open intelligence 
presents to us. 


Open intelligence is penetrating; it is very personal and very rela- 
tional. Open intelligence is very vivid and lucid. It knows how to evalu- 
ate logically the arguments that are used to explain experience. For 
instance, “I can’t be too committed to open intelligence. I might run 
out of money,” or “I was committed to open intelligence, but now I am 
committed to money.” By just sticking with open intelligence we find 
the thorough cut from all data, including the ideas that money has 
some kind of power and force of its own. Open intelligence rules over 
all data, including the data about money. 


Open intelligence empowers generosity within the datum of money 
and allows for more money for more people all of the time. The strate- 
gies to save money, to hoard it and to put it somewhere have been 
going on our entire lives—the great plans to keep the money and to 
get some more of it. Open intelligence is sovereign over all data, no 
matter what it is. By relying on our own open intelligence we allow an 
expanse of generosity to naturally open up. 


If we collapse into any datum, then everything starts to look like it. 
If we collapse into the money datum, then everything looks like the 
money datum. If we collapse into our fixed political frameworks— 
whether they are progressive or conservative or whatever they are— 
everything kind of looks like that. We are looking at everything from 
that vantage, but that’s a very narrow tunnel, which just keeps going 
on and on always with more data related to that initial datum—money, 
progressive politics, conservative politics or whatever it is. 
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Super-Intelligence 


By relying on open intelligence, a vivid and lucid intelligence opens up. 
It becomes possible to see that we really are fueled by a very connect- 
ing intelligence, one that takes care of everything, one where we know 
we really are capable and can get things done. It is an intelligence 
through which we can be prosperous and generous with each other, 
sharing openly an abundance of all kinds of resources we never even 
dreamt of until we started extracting the power of open intelligence. 


I see this as absolutely true in my own experience, and I know it to 
be the case. If any datum seems to jump up and grab you in one way 
or another, rely on open intelligence. Open intelligence will prevail with 
its vivid understanding and lucid intellect in the midst of all experi- 
ence. We have within us a power and capability that is really unparal- 
leled, and we show that to ourselves in open intelligence. It won't 
come from anywhere else. 


The real core importance is open intelligence—shining forth from 
within all experience, the spontaneous release of all experience, the 
un-capturability of the here-and-now. There isn’t any way to really 
make anything out of the here-and-now, to capture it or define it or fix 
it in any way. Even the idea that we can have any fixed attitudes or 
data sets about ourselves—it’s really totally impossible. The moment 
we think that we have a fixed idea of ourselves, where is it? It’s im- 
possible to capture it anywhere. 


So, the commitment to open intelligence is really key. The more we 
hear about data, the more it seems to be the way things are. With all 
those definitions in the dictionary, it seems exactly like that: each def- 
inition seems to have an independent nature. We convince ourselves, 
we really do. However, we’re completely at choice in every single mo- 
ment as to how we see the world, how we see our perceptions. We’re 
completely at choice, 100% at choice. 


The here-and-now is a revelation of our own choice; it isn’t anything 
other than that. The need to be okay with ourselves is as simple as 
just relaxing and letting everything be as it is, whether we’re being 
hard on ourselves or exalting ourselves. I know in my own experience 
that what is required is the total commitment to the authenticity of 
open intelligence. 


The introduction to open intelligence is so rich, so authentic and so 
real that it’s impossible to escape it or to create any other kind of real- 
ity or any other kind of definition of the way things are. There really 
isn’t any need to come to any conclusion about any definition about 
anything, because the moment there’s a definition about a particular 
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relationship or love or anything like that, in the next moment it’s un- 
done, whatever was thought about the moment before. Again and 
again there’s the self-release of what is here and now and an impossi- 
bility of holding on to that. Just by the power of hearing that message 
repeatedly, it becomes obvious, in the same way that data had be- 
come obvious as a reality. 


Complete Freedom 


A baby has no idea about the independent nature of anything. There is 
no connection to the datum “me,” no ideas about any of that. The 
Supposed independent nature of everything is all learned, and every- 
one is always completely able to choose their perception about that. 
No one is ever a victim of what they’ve learned, not ever. No one is 
held to any perception that occurred before this moment; it’s impossi- 
ble. 


The identity is really an accumulation of definitions and past data. 
It’s an accumulation of all our thoughts, all our emotions, all our sen- 
sations, all our other experiences up to that point. We just assume this 
is our identity, because that’s what we've learned. However, upon the 
introduction to open intelligence, that identity doesn’t seem so fixed 
and real any longer, because open intelligence is totally convincing, 
right here. There isn’t a need to haul in an entire vocabulary of past 
experience in order to identify oneself. “Oh, who am I? Well, some- 
body stepped on my toe when I was two and I hit him in the face, and 
I’ve been a bully ever since.” I think you get where I’m going with 
that! 


This process becomes very ingrained: accumulating all the data and 
saying “yes” to it. “All this data that I’ve had all these years, that’s 
who I am. Here I am, all this data, and I have a lot of paperwork to 
back it up: my résumé, CV, diplomas, birth certificate. Here’s my 
proof; this is who I am.” That’s one way of looking at it; however, it 
doesn’t provide any sustenance. That’s a mere appraisal of events, but 
no accumulation of data is any kind of conclusive evidence of who we 
are. 


The very moment of open intelligence is the only conclusive evi- 
dence ever of who we are. In that there is complete freedom from all 
fixed frameworks whatsoever. Not just freedom, but also absolute 
courage—total absolute courage, simple and complete in itself with no 
point of reference as to accumulated identity and no points of refer- 
ence into the future about any destination where one is heading. To 
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enter into a relationship with oneself on that basis is to be like an in- 
fant—to be that open and that vulnerable to whatever is presenting it- 
self in the moment. 


It can seem a little jarring or disconcerting if we have had a lot of 
fixed ideas about ourselves, and then all of a sudden open intelligence 
is alive and real. Here we had all these ideas; we knew exactly who we 
were, and now all of a sudden it doesn’t look that way at all, and so it 
can feel like the bottom has fallen out. Whatever seemed to be sup- 
porting that identity isn’t there anymore. At the same time, everything 
we've accomplished up to that point starts to make a lot of sense. 


There’s no need whatsoever to have any kind of notion about what 
open intelligence is, and the same is true in regard to relationship. 
When I was young I had all kinds of ideas about marriage and having 
children, along with ideas about religion, psychiatry, psychology, phi- 
losophy, mathematics, science, computers and so on, but they have 
absolutely no relevance whatsoever—other than as totally open intelli- 
gence. Open intelligence subsumes all these built-up accumulations of 
data that we have about ourselves and the accumulation of identity. 
It’s completely undone in the super-factual reality of the here-and- 
now. It’s like pressing a reset button in every single moment. Every- 
thing is reset to the core in every single moment. In that is true pierc- 
ing intelligence that knows what to do and how to act. 


Pressing the Reset Button 


There are countless people who are totally interested and committed 
to open intelligence, so there’s instantaneous community and relation- 
ship everywhere. If you want to make it your priority to partner up 
with people who are committed to open intelligence, you have a per- 
fect right to do so, or if you don’t want to do that, you have a perfect 
right to do that as well. It’s all entirely up to you. 


Many times we learn a lot of things from our cultures that limit our 
choices, and some of those things might be very ingrained in us. For 
instance, if we grow up in a culture where there is royalty, then in that 
culture there are the royal persons and the lesser royal persons and 
the absolutely un-royal persons. Maybe we thought, “Oh well, I’m 
doomed. By an accident of birth I’m not a royal,” or, “I have the wrong 
karma,” or, “I wasn’t born in the Garden of Eden,” or whatever it 
might be. We may not even recognize these data unless we boil every- 
thing down to its essence and clearly see them. 
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All data shine within the view of open intelligence; the view shines 
from within all its points of view. This creates a great equalness within 
us, and we can see how we’ve adopted all this data in a way that may 
have been damaging in some way and which may have lessened our 
assurance and our security within ourselves. These ideas that I’m talk- 
ing about can be great sources of oppression. By relying on open intel- 
ligence, all of the ideas that we’ve used to oppress ourselves, to 
dampen our assurance and innate confidence are all set free. It 
doesn’t mean we need to change them; it means we get to really see 
them. 


By relying on open intelligence all the data are illuminated so that 
we see that data have no hold and that they have no way to keep any- 
thing in place. Data do not have an independent nature and have no 
force or reality of their own. Just the simplicity of that is the very 
greatest strength anyone will ever have. There’s no need to expect 
anything other than that out of life, because that is where everything 
comes from. That is the source of the power of enactment and the 
power of liveliness in every moment. 


Many times when we hear about open intelligence we think, “At last, 
an escape from all data streams. I want to get out of data and get into 
open intelligence. I don’t want to be a self, I don’t want to be an “I,” I 
don’t want to be a mind, so now I’m going to be this other thing.” 
Well, light your finger on fire and tell me that you have no self! There 
is no separate intelligence outside of you and me. That’s where the 
rubber hits the road. There’s nothing to be done with data, and there’s 
no escape from “you.” That’s real freedom. 


The process of the Empowerments really helps us see how every- 
thing that we’ve gone through in our life is illuminated by open intelli- 
gence. It doesn’t matter what we’ve thought about our past or what 
we've done in our past; it is of no consequence whatsoever in this 
moment. Everything is completely resolved and released right here. 
That’s all we can rely on. 


All the expectations for the future—the right relationship, the right 
job, the right amount of money—will never be anything other than the 
ever clear here-and-now. It is ever clear, so there isn’t any destination 
to get to or any accumulated identity to get rid of or change. It’s right 
here and right now. By the consequence of your own direct experience 
of open intelligence, you are convinced—no other way. 


Listening to a lot of talks on open intelligence is like pressing the re- 
set button again and again. After a lifetime of hearing, reading and 
writing every other thing about yourself and who you are, now it’s the 
reset button, hearing it again and again—reset, reset, reset: “Oh yeah, 
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that’s right; oh yeah, that’s right.” The resonance grows strong, rever- 
berating throughout everything without doubt, without confusion. Con- 
fusion disappears forever. In confusion itself there is freedom from 
confusion, and that is the end of confusion. In the datum of confusion 
there is the spontaneous illumination of open intelligence—the end of 
confusion. 


With doubt it is the same way: in doubt itself there is the self-arising 
bliss of no doubt, which is not a separate state from doubt itself. Free- 
dom from confusion in confusion, not separate from confusion; the in- 
separability of everything from your own shining clarity. This makes 
talks on identity very simple!

First Share 


My first experiences of Great Freedom three years ago resulted in 
the single biggest shift that has ever occurred in my life. The first few 
open meetings and teachings showed me that the potential of humans 
that I had dreamt of was not only possible but already a reality, as 
demonstrated by the founder and the committed community of this re- 
cently-born Great Freedom/Balanced View organization. 


Many very simple interactions with people who were relying on clari- 
ty brought about significant shifts within me. For example, before I 
had been to a Great Freedom meeting I was walking past a person on 
the street who looked at me with such openness and greeted me in a 
most profound, deeply caring way that I was shocked. I had hardly felt 
such love from another human being before, let alone from a complete 
stranger. Upon attending my first Great Freedom open meeting, I saw 
that this person was present and was one of the Great Freedom teach- 
ers. 


What I had dreamt possible as the potential of human society was 
being demonstrated by normal people in an everyday life in an uncon- 
trived way. To be able to suddenly experience this in my own life was 
like winning the lottery, but of incomparably greater value. 


The first time I saw Candice in a public setting, she walked into a 
room of roughly 80 people who were waiting to hear her talk, some of 
whom were only there to criticize and debate with her, and I was 
simply amazed by what I saw. Candice entered the room completely 
worry-free—to the extent that you could actually feel her peace. There 
was no rush, no anxiety, no defending, nothing. She simply stood in 
front of the audience smiling for a while, like someone who was seeing 
a dear and close friend for the first time in many years. Before taking 
her seat and without any vocal communication she had already pre- 
empted all debate and responded to all doubts. 


I could recognize that the full power of all human beings had blos- 
somed in this person who sat in front of me and who was demonstrat- 
ing countless fruits of benefit, including the ability to answer questions 
in a way that left me filled with clarity and insight. What I would even- 
tually find over time was a capacity in her to facilitate, guide and nur- 
ture a community of human beings towards their own blossoming and 
the full-on willingness and readiness to deal with unwavering orienta- 
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tion towards the benefit of all with all of the dynamic and unpredicta- 
ble situations that will inevitably arise in such a role. 


Here was a teaching and a teacher that didn’t hold back in any way, 
which communicated frankly and directly, and which was available to 
anyone who had an open mind. This accord of open and willing people 
with an immensely clear and powerful teaching brought about trans- 
formation all around me—and within me as well. The results were so 
powerful. I honored and loved not only the teaching but also the 
openness and courage of my fellow participants. The very same words 
apply now to this retreat.

There are many forms of service to people; however, to identify the 
most essential of all forms of service—which is to lead people to total 
reliance on clarity and then to commit to providing this in the most 
deeply considered and effective way—is incomparable in its value.

I found some of my old journals the other day, and I had been writ- 
ing for years about how I longed for clarity and a balanced view and 
about how my negative states were hindering my desire for perfection. 
What a relief to find this training! I had thought that I needed to not 
have negative thoughts, emotions or sensations in order to have clari- 
ty. I thought perfection would be achieved through a lot of effort and 
through purification of negativity, but my hopes were always dashed. 


Open, fierce connectivity with my trainers in my everyday activities 
propelled me into a loving, respectful, honest, caring relationship with 
myself, my trainer and everyone else. Clarity and perfection was the 
only training I’ve received. I realized the value in being completely 
open to my trainer, hiding nothing and going to any lengths to correct 
inappropriate activities.

I realized there was nowhere to run and 
hide. 


My trainer’s totally loving, direct and wrathful guidance has infused 
in me such confidence, gratitude and respect that I feel forever grate- 
ful for what I’ve received. I’m continually learning and refining my 
body, speech, mind, qualities and activities. I do so with the constant 
reminder to be gentle on myself. Making it into a project is just falling 
back into the victim viewpoint. The results are deepening insights into 
everything, more energy, more flexibility and deeper caring and com- 
passion. Attitudes of gratitude and respect replace negative behavior, 
and generosity and compassion shine forth. 


It just feels so good to hear and read the trainings; it’s like the roar 
of a lion and the loving care of a mother’s warm embrace at the same 
time. It’s the coolest thing I could hear and never sounds corny. The 
daily results are just endless, so much so that I have to look for dis- 
turbances and painful points of view and I think, “Do they even exist?” 


The fears of losing out, of being held hostage or of being rejected 
are just lousy memories, fading away like a burnt out light bulb. Grey, 
tight faces are warmed till exploding with natural radiance. People feel 
totally empowered in an authentic way—not some kind of blissed-out, 
weird, culty, disempowered, numb kind of way. It’s awesome to wit- 
ness people awaken to their true power to be of utmost benefit to eve- 
ryone. Wow! Thank you so much Candice for this precious time to- 
gether.

Empowering Human Society 


The Written Text and Commentary 
(The written text is in bold. The commentary is in normal script.) 


The process of indestructible open intelligence identity is 
summed up in education and empowerment of society, individ- 
ually and collectively. Education refers to the process of edu- 
cating oneself and all of society in open intelligence—the very 
powerful balanced view. This takes place through the Four 
Mainstays of Balanced View. The first Mainstay is the simple 
practice of short moments of open intelligence. This is the key 
button to press for everyone—the reset button for human society. 


The second is the written instructions, which radically increase 
the momentum and power of open intelligence. Have you noticed 
that? Open intelligence—it’s on and you feel fantastic, and then you 
hear a certain instruction and, wow, open intelligence is even more 
expansive and spacious and powerful than you already were convinced 
that it was. There’s nowhere to go. There’s no destination, nothing to 
get to. These instructions are very pivotal, very key. 


Again, everyone receives exactly the instructions needed to 
empower the beneficial, prosperous, generous qualities and ac- 
tivities of open intelligence. Every single person in this room has 
taken part in the written instruction by participating in the Empower- 
ments. So, there’s a standardized training that everyone can partici- 
pate in and for the whole world to come to understand ourselves as we 
really are. 


Then in addition to that there is the support of the trainers and the 
community. Every single one of us needs not only the standardized in- 
struction, we need the personal connection. There will be times that 
come up where someone with more experience in open intelligence, so

to speak, will be able to support us greatly. They'll be able to share a 
key point that completely unravels our whole way of being with a cer- 
tain set of data. Not only the standardized instruction is important, but 
this personal connection as well. 


It doesn’t matter if we’re here in this organization or in another or- 
ganization. If we want to lead in a powerful way, we need to obtain 
the consent of everyone on that team to commit to open intelligence; 
otherwise, that team cannot be empowered. If one person on the team 
is relying on open intelligence, it’ll be empowered a little bit, but it’s 
nothing like having everyone buy in. When the team buys into open 
intelligence, it creates a Momentum way beyond that of the individual. 
The standardized instructions are important, but also this custom con- 
nection is really important too. 


There'll always be certain data streams in everyone to which that 
one is completely blind. This custom connection with an empowered 
trainer and community allows clear seeing to open up in a safe, com- 
fortable environment where one can encounter all one’s data and ex- 
tract the power from them. 


It doesn’t matter where we are or what we’re up to. Say, we're an 
environmentalist. That’s an area of work that is just totally beautiful 
and powerful and one in which many wonderful changes have been 
created. We need even greater power in the area of environmentalism 
or in any area of human knowledge. The way to really ramp up that 
power is to have a clarity team working on that problem or issue, 
whatever it is, with the whole team committed to open intelligence. 


We work with teams all over the world like this who are committed 
to open intelligence. And how do we do that? We have the power of 
our own example. We've done it here. We’ve created a worldwide or- 
ganization through open intelligence-teaming. That’s why that map 
looks the way it does. (Note: The participants had been shown a map 
of all the places in the world where people had logged in to the Great 
Freedom/Balanced View web site.) It’s due to the clarity team. It’s due 
to everyone making the commitment to open intelligence. 


The trainers are people who support each individual in optimizing 
the instructions for powerful, everyday open intelligence. Maybe when 
you’re introduced to open intelligence the afflictive states are just too 
much, and you just don’t know how open intelligence is going to pos- 
sibly be continuous in afflictive states. Maybe you’ve been like that—I 
know I have been in the past—but what I found is that open intelli- 
gence is the only solution. Open intelligence is extracted from the af- 
flictive states. 
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I found that personally to be a lot of fun. Wow. I can just let it all 
flow on by. Powerful at the core. There’s nothing to do about all the 
labels. Brilliantly shining from within those labels is an incredible pow- 
er that I had never learned about and an intelligence I never knew I 
had. Open intelligence is self-affirming. It says “No, you don’t need to 
go that way. You don’t need to go with all the data which supposedly 
describe everything about who you are. You don’t need to relate to 
people that way. You can live a life completely different from anyone 
else on earth if you want to and be perfectly fine.” 


By the power of open intelligence we really unite ourselves, and 
compassion naturally rises up, but not as some kind of thing we have 
to practice or cultivate. It’s the wrathful compassion of seeing our- 
selves as we actually are. So the trainer can help us with that. They 
might point out things that we had no idea about. With all of us we 
have certain ways of operating that can be cleared up instantaneously. 
I’m thinking of an example of a woman who was very competitive with 
other women—competing for the attention of men or financial securi- 
ty—but she had no idea that she had this data set. A trainer with ex- 
perience in human living and in confronting afflictive states can be 
greatly helpful by pointing things out that we never knew had taken 
control of us. This was just an example. 


It doesn’t mean it applies to everyone here, but it does apply to 
many people, even though we may not even realize that we may have 
been subtly competing with others for financial security or for atten- 
tion. A relationship based on open intelligence really opens your eyes. 
We get to see ourselves as we really are, and we get to take responsi- 
bility for ourselves as we are. 


Using the example I mentioned before, if we’re competing with oth- 
ers for money or some kind of attention, where we need attention, un- 
derstanding or security from others, then we’re always going to be 
limited by data. If we get really jealous and we can’t stand it if our 
partner looks at somebody else or if they spend time with someone 
else, what is the solution? To control our partner’s behavior? To control 
our own behavior? 


Rather than trying to control anything, we let everything be as it is. 
We can see just how jealous we all are, and through that recognition 
the jealousy is normalized. We come to terms with it within ourselves 
and we mine the power from it. We find that in jealousy there’s actual- 
ly a powerful force. It’s a powerful force of being able to accomplish 
whatever we set out to do. That’s the power that is naturally extracted 
from out of control jealousy. All these thoughts and feelings that may 
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be withheld from oneself can be normalized by letting them be as they 
are. 


Relying on open intelligence doesn’t mean sitting in all the data, 
getting into them or acting them out in some kind of berserk way. It 
means relying on open intelligence, relying on the Four Mainstays for 
everything to be as it is, supporting each other when difficult patches 
come up. “I’m right here. I'll sit here with you, and we'll just be to- 
gether.” All those red dots on the worldwide map—they represent the 
togetherness, the whole field of understanding of exactly what it is 
you're going through. 


These afflictive states are very powerful. Many people say, “Oh, I’m 
not jealous,” but pretty soon they find out they’re jealous to the core— 
it had just been hidden. All of these thoughts, emotions, sensations 
and ways of labeling things are within the normal range of human ex- 
perience, and we get to normalize them for the first time, and we get 
to see how data have controlled our relationship to ourself and our re- 
lationship with others. This isn’t rocket science; at the same time it’s 
very bold and courageous. 


Because open intelligence isn’t a special state, there is no way it can 
be faked. It is present equally in everything, pervading everything 
evenly and equally, and everything opens up in a natural way. Every- 
thing is spacious, vast, powerful, lively and filled with a lot of power 
and juice. There is no time frame whatsoever; open intelligence didn’t 
begin anytime and it won’t end anytime. That’s what “no time frame” 
means. 


Open intelligence is indestructible. No matter what happens to you, 
it is impossible to get out of open intelligence. If you were destroyed, 
nothing would happen to open intelligence. If a meteor hit the planet 
Earth and—boom—the whole thing was blown up, nothing would hap- 
pen to open intelligence. This is the indestructible basis, the inde- 
structible basis of all data, the powerful view of open intelligence. If 
the whole planet Earth could explode but nothing would happen to 
open intelligence, what does that say about our afflictive states? 


It’s impossible to package data in a way that will bring comfort and 
power. There would always be more wanting and more unmanageabil- 
ity. The very nature of trying to package identity into a data set /s un- 
manageability, powerlessness and helplessness. That is the very na- 
ture of trying to package human identity into data. We’re much more 
powerful than the limiting identifications we have taken on in our lives. 
When we get to know ourselves as we are, we relax. We relax com- 
pletely, and at the same time we have way more power. We're able to 
do things we never dreamt of or imagined before. 
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The trainers are an amazing support in these afflictive states, be- 
Cause we might suffer for the rest of our life if we never let someone 
know us well enough to point something out. The safety of a clarity- 
relationship with a trainer is a tremendous refuge. It is a totally tre- 
mendous refuge, of complete and total safety, and in that relationship 
there’s enough relaxation to let everything be as it is. We know we're 
okay no matter what comes up. 


The trainer is someone who has the presence of continuous open in- 
telligence. They’ve been willing to enter into all their own afflictive 
states. That’s the only reason any trainer can support anyone else. It 
hasn't been through getting into some kind of high special state that’s 
different from everybody else and then protecting that and pointing 
out to them how they’re wrong. It’s by the deep dive into the afflictive 
states—all the ones that we’ve wanted to avoid: greed, anger, pride, 
lust, envy, gluttony, sloth—and letting them be as they are. 


This isn’t really what we’ve learned at all. We’ve learned that we’re 
going to be okay if we package all our data into a certain identity 
package, but we find that our power and success really isn’t in that at 
all. It’s in the deep dive: extracting the power from the afflictive 
states. 


The fourth Mainstay is the worldwide Balanced View communi- 
ty on all continents, in all local communities and online, Bal- 
anced View cultivates powerful community. Within clarity 
community we see how it works for everyone to rely on the 
Four Mainstays to create potent solutions for change, individual 
and collective—this is the actual empowerment of society from 
the grassroots. Everything that you see right here at the Great Free- 
dom Center and that is represented by those dots all over the world is 
due to the potency of connecting with others in that way that brings it 
all about. It comes from the grassroots, and the best education we can 
possibly get is right here within ourselves. If we don’t have this educa- 
tion in open intelligence, we’ll be unable to truly take advantage of any 
other education we have. 


Rather than focusing on data, we suggest solutions that we 
ourselves can implement. That’s how this whole movement came 
about. People don’t sit around and criticize and complain. Everyone 
contributes whatever solution they can to making the whole team 
work. Everything flows together seamlessly, and it all works in a very 
powerful way. It’s not wimpy. 
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We suggest solutions and then we implement them. There is no 
need to suggest a solution without being able to implement it. If you 
have a solution, then think through what’s needed to implement it, 
and then talk to someone else. That’s the time to present a solution 
and get it into action. 


For example, if we want a center in our local area like this 
beautiful Center here, we build it ourselves with the support of 
other people who will help us. That’s how this Center in Sweden 
came about: people connecting together to make this place happen, 
and this is the same way with open intelligence community. Beauty 
and harmony arise out of a way of being together that is completely 
comfortable and at the same time totally powerful—totally enacting 
change that really works within ourselves and collectively. 


We take complete responsibly for development of a strong 
healthy local community by emphasizing the importance of the 
Four Mainstays. The strength of our local community depends 
on the Four Mainstays. This is a simple structure that really 
works to unite people all over the world. At the local communi- 
ty level each individual has complete responsibility for main- 
taining the vitality of the community by relying on the Four 
Mainstays. If everyone’s relying on the Four Mainstays, there’s no da- 
ta stream that can take over. There is no one who can arise to bully 
everybody else in the group, no extra loud voices that get to talk 
about everything while no one else gets to say anything. Unified, har- 
monious, flowing community arises by the power of the Four Main- 
stays, where everyone can contribute their strengths, gifts and talents. 


This is very important. It is an absolute key. The Four Main- 
stays create an indestructible culture of gratitude and respect 
which is quite distinct from the way society usually operates. 
We had a lot of notions about how society could be, and we were right! 
We actually see it in action: we are living harmoniously, peacefully and 
powerfully together, and that is really convincing. It all comes from 
right here within ourselves. 


First we allow the community of our data to be in harmony. It flows 
along effortlessly in a culture of gratitude and respect. That is the cul- 
ture of open intelligence: one of gratitude and respect within our- 
selves. We’re not trying to turn anything on or off. Everything is al- 
lowed to be as it is. From this community of data at rest within our- 
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selves, we’re able to really extend ourselves to others in a beautiful 
way and to contribute our strengths, gifts and talents in a very power- 
ful way. 


Thus, when we enter into the indestructible clarity-community, 
the commitment to the power of community is found in these 
Four Mainstays. We utilize the Four Mainstays to get into action 
exhibiting the power of open intelligence to create revolution- 
ary change in human society. Each community throughout the 
world elects a group delegate who represents their activities at 
our annual world conference. Every year we have a world confer- 
ence and people come together representing the concerns of their 
community. In this way everyone is allowed a voice. We have an actu- 
al process for allowing the voice of every single person to be heard 
and to have that enter into the way that the whole organization actual- 
ly unfolds. This is the meaning of a grassroots organization. It comes 
up from community—from the heart of human society itself into reali- 


ty. 


It is built from the grassroots of human society by individuals 
like you and me who together show the world the powerful, 
new human identity—indestructible open intelligence. These 
are the Four Mainstays: open intelligence, training, the trainer 
and the community, and together they form the indestructible 
vehicle of open intelligence. In open intelligence is the perfect fami- 
ly—the indestructible open intelligence-family. No bad events are go- 
ing to happen in the open intelligence-family. Open intelligence main- 
tains and sustains everything, no matter its label. 


The Four Mainstays are like four legs of a chair. The chair must 
have all four legs; otherwise, it is of no use. If a chair has less 
than four legs, it will take a great deal of energy to sit in it, and 
it will be of no real support. It will be more effort than it is 
worth to try to sit in the chair. However, when the chair has all 
four legs, we can rely on it without any effort, without anything 
needing to be done. The chair is available and we can count on 
it. 


Likewise, in the practice of open intelligence, all Four Main- 
stays are required for radical empowerment of the individual 
and for radical empowerment of all of society. When all Four

Mainstays are present, everyone is mutually strong and em- 
powered by open intelligence. 


Even though it has taken human society millions of years to get 
to the point of recognition of open intelligence, this momentum 
will quickly take over all of society, and many of us sitting here 
today will live to see happy, healthy human society. It’s really 
true. 


Like each drop of rainfall produces the power of mighty rivers, 
lakes and oceans, each person who practices open intelligence 
creates a powerful, sane human culture. It is up to you and it is 
up to me. Together we are a powerful society. We empower so- 
ciety through open intelligence. We create a great, indivisible 
force of open intelligence. 
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Day Two Talk 


Where people are committed to open intelligence, teamwork becomes 
effortless and easy. There is no interruption by any datum, and people 
don’t get completely derailed in a lot of opinionated conversations 
about what’s going on. The spread of Balanced View worldwide is due 
to open intelligence. People are able to cooperate and work together in 
a unified powerful fashion for change. 


Wherever we are, whoever we are, we are individually responsible 
for adopting the Four Mainstays. The Mainstays are like the legs of a 
four legged chair. If a chair has one leg missing, you have to balance 
so that you don’t fall over. With the support of the key instructions in 
the training, with the support of a trainer and with the support of the 
community, then there are four legs to the chair. There isn’t all the 
energy that is required to balance a chair with fewer than four legs. 
Some people might say, “Oh well, I don’t need anything. I can just 
practice open intelligence on my own,” then they have a chair with on- 
ly one leg. Just imagine trying to sit on a chair with one leg! 


When people come here to the Great Freedom Center, one of the 
things they usually mention is that it’s just so comfortable to be here. 
This is because everyone is committed to open intelligence. We know 
where it’s at with ourselves and with others, so we’re not confused at 
all anymore about who we are or what our responsibility is in terms of 
interactions with others. It’s very simple and straightforward, and this 
all comes about through open intelligence. When people come togeth- 
er, it’s fun instead of being a drag. 


Open Intelligence as the Core Definition 


In a lot of relationships we learn that it’s normal to be up and down all 
the time and that relationships and our inner life are supposed to be 
up and down. Most of us accept that fate. “Well, I guess this is just the 
way it is.” However, upon introduction to open intelligence we find we 
have a solid core. In ballet a body core is developed, and in order for a 
ballerina to be fantastic there must be a solid core. Every single 
movement depends on the solid core, and the more solid the core the 
more powerful the performance. 


The same is true with open intelligence. It is absolutely the core, 
and open intelligence comes about through the interaction with others 
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in daily life. We’re pack animals and we like to hang out together. 
Even if we go live in a cave, we will still be thinking about everybody. 
We’re not going to be in there just thinking about ourselves; we’re go- 
ing to bring everybody else in there with us. Most of all we bring our- 
selves, because wherever we go, there we are, and we can’t get away 
from that. We can never get away from our circumstantial data, what- 
ever it is. Our circumstances have generated certain data, and we've 
labeled it in certain ways. 


At some point we’re introduced to open intelligence, and we find 
that it is the core definition—it’s the core definition in all labels. Then 
we don’t have to be confused anymore. It’s just open intelligence and 
data—completely inseparable, just like space is inseparable from air. 
There is no confusion any longer and nothing to worry about. In rela- 
tionships, sex and all these other issues, there is nothing to worry 
about. In open intelligence the answer will be revealed. 


Normalize All of Your Experience 


Let’s say that you’re practicing open intelligence, but you completely 
forget about it and jump into bed with somebody. Then all the adventi- 
tious data will just play out with no open intelligence. The only way to 
continue on is to practice open intelligence in that circumstance. Who- 
ever we are, we have our own sexual data streams. One person has 
this data set and another person another set, and it’s just as varied as 
the drops of water in the ocean. Whatever the data are, the practice is 
the same. 


A fantastic sexual experience has nothing to do with the way you’re 
moving or what you’re thinking or feeling. Really. The key is to nor- 
malize all of your experience in ever great open intelligence, to extract 
the power of what you think, what you feel and what you sense by 
practicing open intelligence. In this way open intelligence is continu- 
ous. The sexual domain is a very powerful domain for the practice of 
open intelligence. You get into all kinds of thoughts and emotions that 
you never really knew you had. “Oh, I better be doing this or I better 
be doing that or maybe this is right and that’s wrong, and better not 
be thinking this.” 


We are sexual beings, and being sexual is normal, and when we 
practice open intelligence we get to see just how sexual we are. We 
don’t hide out from it anymore. Pretty soon everybody looks attrac- 
tive! We find that we’ve been kind of damping things down. “Oh, it 
might be wrong to feel sexually attracted to everyone and everything. 
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That would just be too overwhelming.” Moment-to-moment open intel- 
ligence is the perspective, just like the perspective of a flawless crystal 
ball pervades all of its reflections. The same is true with your own spa- 
cious open intelligence. Whatever’s going on for you, it’s just the way 
it is. 

If the sexual domain is of interest to you, no partner is required. A 
partner is an option, but a partner is not required for sexual experi- 
ence. Many of these things you can explore on your own; you have 
permission to do so! If it doesn’t feel safe or if you don’t feel you can 
quite practice open intelligence or if it isn’t continuous during sexual 
experience, just have some fun with yourself. Fool around a little bit, 
see what gets going and normalize your thinking. 


The dynamics of sexuality are totally simple, but there’s no way to 
have any kind of great sexual experience with another human being 
without being able to have a great sexual experience with yourself. 
The basis is to normalize everything you think and feel, to just gradu- 
ally become accustomed to that in an easygoing way. Many times we 
learn certain taboos about sexual behavior. We all have things we 
think are right, other things we think are wrong, things that are scary, 
things that we would never want to do, things we want to do but we 
never have. By the power of relying on the core competence of clarity, 
we get to normalize all this data. 


In the sexual domain, data can be very frenetic, just like in the 
dream state, where it can go out of control. It’s a very powerful do- 
main of open intelligence, because we get to really see just how data 
flow along inseparably from open intelligence. There isn’t any datum 
that has a special hold or which can disempower you in any way. By 
really understanding ourselves in this way we become responsible 
sexually. It isn’t that everything goes pell-mell and we just run around 
acting on our urges. Responsibility emerges—responsibility in open in- 
telligence. 


We find that all the impulses we had that we thought meant we 
were in love are just impulses. We find that when sexual feelings come 
up, it does not mean we have to act on them, shut them down, avoid 
them or replace them with something else. In the sexual domain the 
core competence of clarity applies, and it is very, very powerful in that 
it provides complete freedom of choice. If we do not have responsibil- 
ity and complete freedom of choice in our sexual experience, we can- 
not have it anywhere else in our life. 


To not be led around any longer by sexual impulses is extremely po- 
tent. This is a great teacher and a great domain of clarity-activity. In 
open intelligence, for the first time we truly know what real love is. We 
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can see clearly; so, if sexual feelings come up, we can see exactly how 
acting on those feelings would play out. We’re no longer led around by 
the sexual feelings. We can see the effect they’d have on us and the 
effect they’d have on other people, and we become much less likely to 
act irresponsibility. At the same time we empower ourselves for opti- 
mal sexual relating that really is fun and free—the kind of sex we al- 
ways wanted but never have had. 


Sexual Responsibility 


Usually there are ideas: “Oh yeah, I want to eventually have the per- 
fect sexual experience.” Maybe we have a great sexual experience and 
we think, “Oh boy, now I know how to do it. Now I’m going to do this 
thing again and again and ensure my sexual experience.” In open in- 
telligence we find the vitality and power of sexual experience, and this 
frees us up a lot. Otherwise, sexual desire is a datum that is always 
kind of lurking around in the background. 


If we confront all of our data about sexuality and get real with 
them—the way we really feel rather than the way we’d like to pre- 
tend—that’s very opening and very spacious. If you’re driving down 
the street and you see all the highway workers out there and they all 
look good, just let that be as it is. If you’re having experiences like 
that, it’s a good sign; you’re opening up to the full range of experience 
and connection. 


Sexuality is not a datum that has a special power. It’s the domain of 
open intelligence, just like any other datum. By allowing everything to 
be as it is, we’re really greatly empowered in this area, and it isn’t so 
scary anymore. You may not feel that you are afraid of sex, but be- 
lieve me, by practicing open intelligence you'll learn a lot about your- 
self and the sexual domain, no matter how old you get. We all are 
products of culture; we all learn different things. We all have our fan- 
tasies, our special thoughts, our special feelings and our special sensa- 
tions. We each are whoever we are in that way and it’s really im- 
portant to normalize that. 


Sometimes people have sexual longings that they think are com- 
pletely inappropriate, and sometimes these data come up and com- 
pletely take control. When these data arise, the key is open intelli- 
gence. This is the sovereign guide that will show us a way to responsi- 
ble behavior. The only way we can have complete sovereignty over the 
data is to let them be within ourselves. There we'll learn how to act re- 
sponsibly. 
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There are many sexual activities carried out that are irresponsible, 
and as a human society we've struggled with population growth. Why 
do we struggle with population growth, even though we have pills, 
condoms, special foams and fairy dust and who knows what else to try 
to control the population growth? Has it worked? No, because the 
problem isn’t in the birth control methods; the problem is in us. We 
have to understand ourselves more, and we have to bring ourselves 
into the place of open intelligence. Let that open up within our sexual 
experience—that’s the only way we will ever have population control. 


If we’re unable to decide what to do when a sexual impulse comes 
up, then we might end up in a situation we didn’t want to have, but by 
the power of open intelligence we never have to end up in a situation 
we don’t want to be in. Why? Because we’re no longer led around by 
primitive impulses. Sexual feelings are perfectly normal, but if we 
don’t know what to do with them, they become primitive impulses and 
drives that can lead us around in the way that a puppeteer leads a 
puppet around. We really don’t want to live that way, individually or as 
a society. 


By the power of open intelligence we have real solidity within our- 
selves, and so we don’t require a relationship any longer to make us 
whole. We don’t get into a state of needy anxiety like, “Oh man, living 
by myself is too much. I’ve got to find someone else to be with.” A 
world of single people would be just fine! If your choice is to be on 
your own and not couple up, it’s all fine. Whatever you decide, the key 
is responsibility. Open intelligence allows optimal sexual experience— 
coupled with responsibility—so that’s really powerful. Everyone who 
loves sex, and that’s just about everyone, really wants to be able to be 
responsible and clear. It’s a lot of fun to increase open intelligence in 
this domain. 


Open Intelligence in Dreams and Sleep 


Just like with dreaming or sleep where we might feel we lose control of 
open intelligence—sexual feelings are very powerful domains in which 
to practice open intelligence. If we practice open intelligence in our 
sexual experience and also when we’re asleep and dreaming, and we 
get a strong sense of open intelligence—real continuous open intelli- 
gence coming alive in those domains—then we don’t feel threatened 
by things any longer. We have thought either subtly or overtly that 
there were things beyond our control, like our sexual impulses or 
dreaming and sleeping. “Oh, when I go to sleep I have no control 
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whatsoever,” or, “When I have those dreams, they’re so scary. I’m 
there but I don’t have any control.” 


While falling asleep, maintain open intelligence; it’s as simple as 
that. You get to a place where everything sort of blanks out; it’s im- 
possible to have a thought even if you want to. That’s called a 
thought-free state, and even though it doesn’t have any thoughts, it 
has a name—“thought-free state”—but that’s just another datum. By 
the power of extracting open intelligence in that thought-free state 
while going to sleep, open intelligence is seen as the basis of all the 
data associated with dreaming and sleeping, just as it is the basis for 
all data occurring during the daytime. 


If you just check this out, you will get a sense of it, but don’t try too 
hard, because that’s not the point. Just by the practice of open intelli- 
gence, it will come alive in your dreams and sleep. Any of these real 
life issues such as sexuality, dreaming and sleeping are fostered so 
very powerfully and potently in community with other people who are 
practicing open intelligence. Just that connection alone is totally pow- 
erful, totally powerful in an inexpressible way. 


Taking Advantage of the Four Mainstays 


In building your local community of Balanced View and Great Freedom, 
the Four Mainstays are the core. With the Four Mainstays everyone 
contributes solutions; people aren’t sitting around all the time talking 
about data. There’s alive and vital contribution to the health of the 
community. Each person is responsible for practicing open intelligence 
in a simple way and for maintaining that core comfortable environment 
for everyone else who comes into community. In this incredible world- 
wide movement no one can ever be kicked out, and no one can be 
kept from coming in. 


It’s entirely up to each of us. I know what I see and what other 
trainers report to me, and that is that the participants who take ad- 
vantage of the Four Mainstays are the ones who grow strong. This is 
just the way it is. Otherwise, it’s kind of easy to get derailed. 


Now, many of us have never been in any kind of environment where 
there is a culture of complete gratitude and respect that is totally 
spontaneous. However, by the power of open intelligence, a culture of 
gratitude and respect naturally develops, just like right here at the 
Great Freedom Centre in Sweden. A culture of gratitude and respect is 
totally natural and spontaneous. Due to open intelligence we under- 
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stand each other deeply and we understand ourselves deeply. It’s due 
to the laser-like piercing discernment of open intelligence. 


How Relationship is Meant to Be 


We're able to really see that no datum works as a basis for relationship 
and that it’s open intelligence that makes everything effortlessly flow 
along. It’s amazing that you can get up in the morning, and the day 
before you had been working all day long side by side with everyone 
else, and in the morning you can’t wait to get up and do it again! This 
is really what relationship is supposed to be like. This is our natural 
state, our natural way of relating. 


In open intelligence things really come alive. We can just relax; all 
the trying to have the right data is over. Have you ever felt in a rela- 
tionship, “Oh, if I just have the right data the other person will like 
me”? Oh dear. But then we can never quite find the right data sets. 
Let’s say we’re a conservative politico or a progressive one, and even 
if we have our conservative or progressive data sets, when we get to- 
gether with other people who say they have conservative or progres- 
sive data sets, their data may not be like ours at all, because they’re a 
different kind of conservative or progressive. There’s never any real 
coming together, no real continuity of relationship and care between 
people when it’s all based on data. 


In open intelligence we just automatically feel connected. The more 
we understand ourselves, the more we understand exactly how every- 
one else ticks. The view and points of view being inseparable, there’s 
no puzzle any longer. 


We don’t need thick manuals or facts filling up our hard drive to try 
to figure out who we are. Have you ever seen any of those manuals 
that have all the different ways to diagnose psychological or psychiat- 
ric disorders? Oh, they’re very big, and if you read one of those, oh 
wow, you’d start to see yourself in a lot of the different diagnoses! 
“Oh, dear! I didn’t know I was bulimic; I didn’t know that’s what it was 
called. And look at these other things it says about that; I must be 
those too. Oh, manic-depressive, yeah; schizophrenic, that’s me!” In 
each of these we'll find something about ourselves, so that’s very 
scary and not empowering at all. 


Maybe we felt so out of control that when we hear about a label that 
describes how out of control we are, for a minute we feel better! “Oh! 
That explains it; I’m a manic-depressive,” or “That explains it, I’m bu- 
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limic.” We seem to get a handle on the data, because we have our la- 
bel and somebody else acknowledges the label, and they've agreed to 
tell us we’re that, too. We have our little conspiracy where we all agree 
on the labels. Not only that, we have a person who will hold us to ac- 
count for being that label and they'll maybe try to get us to lessen the 
power of that label on our life. 


In order to really understand any of these domains of knowledge, 
first we need to empower ourselves with open intelligence; otherwise, 
there is no way to conclusively understand any area of human 
knowledge; it’s absolutely impossible. Whether its psychiatry or genet- 
ics or computer science or whatever it is, we cannot take it to the limit 
unless we take it to the limit from clarity-intelligence, which has no 
limit. 


How We Truly Connect 


In all the areas of our life, the special feelings we look for, such as 
sexual or pleasureful feelings or love feelings or whatever they are, in 
open intelligence they’re always on. Those great feelings are always 
on, and we start to see that love is something much different than the 
data we may have accumulated about love. We find love in the depth 
of our own afflictive states. All the things about ourselves that we’ve 
tried to avoid or replace, that’s where we find real love. It’s very hum- 
bling to rely on open intelligence while all these data streams flow on 
by. Open intelligence is very humbling in a very powerful way. It puts 
us completely in touch with the reality of who we are and who every- 
one is. 


This is how we connect; this is how all those red dots sprouted up 
on the map we looked at, with everyone really interested and commit- 
ted, wanting a change, not wanting to be subjected to all these defini- 
tions any longer, wanting to get down to basics and down to the real 
core of who we are as human beings. A lot of these ideas about who 
we are as human beings and what human identity is are very old tech- 
nologies that have nothing to do with us or the way we live today. 
They’re so ingrained in each other and interwoven that it’s impossible 
to really establish their history, but they really have nothing to do with 
us. 


All we can do in terms of seeing ourselves clearly is to rely on open 
intelligence. We can’t progress in our own life or as a society without 
open intelligence. We really see how powerful it is. We see how every- 
one is together here in the Great Freedom Center, and we have big, 
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big meetings all over the world. We don’t have to be sitting here; we 
could be in Goa, Rishikesh, Dharamsala, in the US, elsewhere in Eu- 
rope, down in Australia or anywhere in the world. Wherever it might 
be, there is open intelligence community. 


We have a very strong online presence, and we have support avail- 
able 24/7, so there’s never any question about that. People say, “Well, 
aren't you barraged by all kind of calls and questions?” No, not at all! 
When we know that support is available, then we’re not having to look 
for it anymore. Just having it available is a huge relief. We empower 
ourselves as a society in very simple ways, and those ways don’t have 
the same kind of logic that we’ve previously been using. 


When we're talking about ourselves in terms of our labels, then 
we're boxed into those labels. Say we open up the dictionary and we 
find 500 labels that apply to us and describe us and they give us a 
sense of identity. By the power of open intelligence all those labels 
loosen up, and each label becomes totally spacious. We feel the actual 
expansion out of ourselves, but including ourselves as well. We don’t 
feel so locked within a skin line. We don’t feel, “This is who I am. What 
makes me who I am is only in here; it isn’t anywhere else.” 


Sometimes that can be kind of scary, but by the power of open in- 
telligence we feel connectivity and power. We feel like we really be- 
long. We are in an open connection—an always on, open connection, a 
very, very powerful sense of connectivity. Very real, very strong. Any- 
thing we want to do in our lives, the power to do it is there. This is 
very reassuring and is real strength. Real strength is in open intelli- 
gence. 


Very Simple, Very Radical 


One of the areas of relating that is at least of passing interest to most 
of us is sexuality and sex. To normalize that area of human experience 
is greatly empowering within human society, because we see how 
much power we really have. When we are no longer led around by our 
desires, we see we really do have the power within each one of us in- 
dividually to control the population naturally and spontaneously—in 
other words, no pill required. The medicine is open intelligence: the 
medicine that places all of our actions in the realm of responsibility. 
We’re suddenly able to solve problems that were unsolvable. That’s 
very, very convincing. 
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Early on in my own life there were many things that I just didn’t 
know what I was going to do about: my feelings of anxiety, or being 
up and down, or always wanting to accomplish more than I already 
had. I thought, “I can’t live life this way. If this is what life is supposed 
to be, I’m out of here!” But within me I found an incredible power—the 
power of open intelligence—and I found that there were many other 
people interested in that, too. All of these things that seemed unman- 
ageable and that I could never find an answer for no matter where I 
looked, the answers were found in open intelligence. 


Everything was normalized: the sexual education that I needed, the 
education about respectful relating, living in a culture of gratitude and 
respect with other people. All this came about due to the power of 
open intelligence. These aren’t idle words; everyone here is evidence 
of the power of open intelligence. We can all be here together happily, 
no matter how we’re feeling. We feel the support of the group; we 
know that everyone else here understands our dynamic exactly as it 
is. We no longer need to seek to be understood by other people; we 
have that understanding ourselves, and it is tacit and certain. That is 
an incredible power. Without that we will always feel left out; we al- 
ways feel like we’re not understood, and we seek people who will un- 
derstand us. When we understand ourselves and we make a connec- 
tion with another human being who looks at things the same way, 
then we have mutual understanding. 


What we are as human beings is very simple, very radical and ex- 
tremely powerful. If we complicate it, we go out of control. If we sim- 
plify it in its radical core power, then all of this comes about. People 
are able to live together powerfully all over the world really committed 
to a sane society.

In the past few days I have experienced so much joy from the buzz of 
working together easefully and have been enriched with warmth and 
love over and over. In the past, before I began relying on clarity, some 
of the volunteers that had assisted me in the kitchen had been fearful 
and uncomfortable working alongside me, but this year it could not 
have been more different. Volunteers were specifically requesting to 
work with me, and together we had a great time.

Third Share 


During the Fourth Sequence of my first Balanced View Training last 
year, a whole complex of afflictive states returned. Since my late 
teenage years I have, from time to time, wrestled with anxiety, de- 
pression, suicidal and murderous thoughts and occasional anger out- 
bursts. These negative states, perhaps physiologically induced, could 
be quite strong, and at times seemingly overwhelming, and would of- 
ten last intermittently for hours or even days, and then move on, often 
leaving cheerful buoyancy in their place. 


I had tried many things, including much psychotherapy and, at one 
point, living for several years at a spiritual retreat center. I had 
learned how to exist with these states; antidotes and replacement 
worked well enough. Over the years these states were less frequent 
and more manageable, but still they persisted. 


During Sequences Four and Five this circumstantial point of view 
package returned very powerfully. My partner and I had been coaching 
each other to take short moments of clarity, and for some reason I 
was able to take a short moment in the midst of this upsurge, which 
was so intense at one point I could not see how I could remain in the 
course. In that moment of relaxation and expansion, the entire com- 
plex of points of view just popped. This was beyond amazing! The 
force and power of those states were outshone in a single instant of 
the here-and-now. The mirage was seen as only that. 


These points of view have returned in their spontaneous and unpre- 
dictable fashion and can still take over the internal landscape with no 
apparent clarity to be found. Yet, with the ongoing commitment to the 
Four Mainstays, something profound has changed; the episodes are 
shorter, less powerful, and are known to be of a different order. Short 
moments are so much more accessible. The points of view, when they 
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arise, are now seen only to be points of view, inseparable from clarity 
itself and are also a beautiful invitation to rely on clarity. I am grateful 
for these particular points of view, as they have allowed a depth of 
compassion for so many who have similar ones. 


And then there have been my “doubt” points of view. From the be- 
ginning of my introduction to Great Freedom and Balanced View, I 
continued intermittently to have strong points of view like, “I don’t re- 
ally know how to take a short moment; I don’t take enough of them;

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Day Three Talk 


The key point is short moments of open intelligence, repeated many 
times, until obvious. In that, there is an increasing sense of mental 
and emotional stability, of natural ethics, of a balanced view, knowing 
what to do and how to act, insight into all matters, as well as a con- 
sistent power to fulfill beneficial intent. The first moment of open intel- 
ligence is the introduction to unending clarity which is always sponta- 
neously present. This comes to be recognized through short moments, 
in other words, uncontrived moments. More and more this becomes 
the more comprehensive order, rather than the defining of everything 
with data labels. 


The whole way that the trainings are languaged is decided by what 
people express that they most want to hear. From the time we began, 
the trainings have been standardized, but the trainings are also cus- 
tomized to tie into whatever is going on with the people who are pre- 
sent. 


There is a huge shift that we are undergoing right now from an indi- 
vidual biological identity to an expansive identity that includes the bio- 
logical identity but is not limited to it. We can see all around us that 
society is changing radically. That radical change will only sharply ac- 
celerate, making what’s going on today look primitive. There is a mas- 
sive momentum underway already that is shifting everything about 
human society away from individual ideas and into a more expansive 
view. 


A Resource-Rich Environment

The words “awareness,” “clarity,” “open intelligence” and “the view’ 
are really synonymous. We began using “clarity,” “open intelligence” 
and “the view” because of the grave misunderstanding generally of the 
word “awareness,” which is usually interpreted in a very self-centered 
way. The actual power of open intelligence is what’s important, and 
that power is extracted in short moments. It’s a complete, thorough 
cut with the past ways of identifying oneself, and in that thorough cut 
the natural impulse to be of great benefit comes alive. 


Initially that great benefit is demonstrated to oneself, because all 
the data that seemed so real, demanding and commanding are cut 
through at the root. There’s no foolishness any longer about data. La- 
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bels are like wisps of air; there are no data that have a nature inde- 
pendent of the power of open intelligence. Open intelligence is the 
overall empowered view at the basis of all data. It is not something 
separate, with open intelligence over here and data over there; open 
intelligence and data are inseparable like the sky and the color blue. 
We have operated in a completely different fashion—seeing things 
from an entirely different perspective—but that perspective is cut 
through at the root, and we no longer believe that data has an inde- 
pendent power. We actually no longer believe or buy into that. 


Due to the power of open intelligence, all the things that are consid- 
ered to be basic needs, that we need so much and that we work so 
hard to get—such as food, clothing, shelter—come along naturally. We 
live in a resource-rich environment of open intelligence, a natural in- 
telligence that pervades all dimensions that are imaginable and unim- 
aginable. By the power of open intelligence we are able to really un- 
derstand that this is the case. 


The Network of Human Intelligence 


Human intelligence has always been networked from the first time that 
someone grunted at someone else, and that grunting formed a com- 
munication network: somebody communicates and someone else re- 
ceives the communication. Each human being is an information pro- 
cess among all the information processes of the multiverse. All of 
those information processes are indivisible in open intelligence; they 
cannot be divided up. It would be impossible for you, me or anyone 
else to get out of the multiverse. It’s totally impossible; we are forever 
unavoidably bound together within an expanse of indivisibility. By the 
power of the Four Mainstays this becomes very clear. 


This is so deep and thorough; it goes right to the core of everything. 
The power is extracted from the data in letting them be as they are, in 
other words, no longer needing desperately to try to rearrange what 
one’s thoughts or emotions or sensations are in order to feel better. It 
requires going right to the root—really relying on open intelligence to 
challenge all assumptions. 


In the beginning we may think we’re making a choice to recognize 
open intelligence, but after a while all the chatter about everything 
just totally subsides. There only is open intelligence recognizing every- 
thing and inclusive of everything—the all-comprehensive order, vast, 
obvious, spontaneously present, completely indivisible. This is the way 
it actually is. 
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Just like for you, for me or for anyone else, if you persist in the view 
of open intelligence, then it will be more obvious, and that will be the 
case throughout your entire life. There is never a static point of desti- 
nation that is reached; there is always more and more resources and 
abundance. 


The Power that is Innate in Human Society 


The current way we live is based on scarcity and stinginess, and our 
ideas about ourselves really have to do with scarcity and stinginess: 
that we are not enough, that there is something about our thoughts, 
emotions, sensations that they need to change, that they need to be 
other kinds of thoughts, emotions and sensations. We think we need 
to get in there and manage them and package them into some kind of 
finite set that will work for us. However, no matter how many human 
beings have tried to package behavior into an instruction set, it has 
never worked. 


We discover all of a sudden that there is something within us that is 
already totally secure, but it hasn’t been named adequately, and there 
have not been adequate technological means to communicate it— 
that’s all. We have gone way past our need to rely on certain evolu- 
tionary drives that have been running us, such as the drive to acquire, 
to defend, to bond, even to comprehend. The drive to expand our no- 
tion of ourselves subsumes all those other drives in its wake, creating 
a real power within us. 


We really see this power as so evident and alive when we see people 
coming together and working together effortlessly. This is the way it 
was since the first day we walked in to the Great Freedom Center here 
in Skane. We had a retreat a few days after the papers were signed 
transferring ownership; the retreat was full and everyone was harmo- 
niously working together to empower every aspect of it. 


Human society at its root is totally powerful, but the technologies we 
use to describe identity do not point to that power, and they do not 
completely confirm that power. We have been thinking that our power 
is going to come from our special instruction set of data. But then we 
find there is something greater within every datum: the thriving, beat- 
ing intelligence of what fuels the datum and really makes it work, and 
that is its overall perspective and intelligence. 
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The Stability of Open Intelligence 


In open intelligence we grow to trust ourselves individually and col- 
lectively. Open intelligence builds tremendous trust individually; oth- 
erwise, we’re always hoping for certain data and fearing other data. 
When we're caught in that cycle of hope and fear, there can be no sta- 
bility. There is continuous instability based on hope and fear—hoping 
for certain situations and avoiding others, thinking that certain situa- 
tions are going to bring us well-being. When we find we don’t need to 
do that anymore, we really relax, we completely relax into our natural 
power and indestructible stability. 


There is a great deal of distinction between being overwrought with 
data and the stability of open intelligence. The stability of open intelli- 
gence is in being overwrought with data. Real definitive power is in 
greatly afflictive states—those states that we don’t want to have, that 
we have never known what to do about. Maybe we do something 
about them, but then all of a sudden down the road they pop up again. 
That’s because they have only been neutralized. Rearranging data 
might neutralize the situation but will never give it power, because da- 
ta has only been dampened down. 


When we rely on open intelligence we begin to instinctively recog- 
nize that the deep understandings that we’ve had about our own na- 
ture really are true: that deep inside and everywhere we are complete- 
ly whole and powerful, and we are completely ready to go. We know 
that no matter what comes along in terms of data, we will be able to 
handle it. 


Open Intelligence in the Face of Death 


The power of open intelligence is very convincing and very authorita- 
tive—so convincing and authoritative that it rules over everything, in- 
cluding birth and death. By the power of open intelligence while we are 
alive, at death we see that death is just one more datum. Open intelli- 
gence doesn’t change; it is unending, and through its power we ex- 
pand our knowing—the basic power by which we know. That knowing 
is naturally filled with powerful beneficial expression. 


Often when people face death they are afraid of what’s happening, 
and everyone else is afraid, too. They are not quite certain how to 
handle it. In Great Freedom and Balanced View we have a “Death 
Training,” and the teaching in it is very simple: death is really just like 
living life. 
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When anyone goes through the dying process, there are a lot of 
completely new data that come up because of the circumstances. “Oh, 
I’m losing my sense of touch; I can’t see anymore, I can't taste, I’ve 
had my last meal. That’s all over now; I won’t be making those pay- 
ments anymore; I’ve taken my last shower; that car I worked so hard 
to get—won’t be needing that anymore.” This can be very shocking if 
there is no context for it. These things are not talked about openly be- 
cause there is so much push-back against death and so much seeing 
of death as some great finality or end. 


By the power of being with ourselves as we see all the data appear, 
endure and disappear, we see that all of it is fueled by open intelli- 
gence. This gives us the power to be in any situation, including with 
someone who is dying, to just let everything be as it is. Each situation 
is completely different, but open intelligence gives dying people— 
which, by the way, we a// are—a rich sense of ourselves and of where 
we are and what's going to come next. Open intelligence is very solid 
and indestructible. It doesn’t need to be put into speech to be commu- 
nicated. 


Open intelligence prepares us for anything. We don’t know what is 
going to happen; we could all hear in five minutes that there is a me- 
teor heading for planet Earth and we are not going to be alive tomor- 
row. What then? What’s everybody going to be thinking about then? 
We have no idea; however, open intelligence sustains us regardless of 
circumstances. So, we want that kind of preparedness for our entire 
life—real stability, no matter what is coming down. 


Training in the Perspective of Open Intelligence 


The wheels of human society are turning in the direction of benefit— 
profound benefit that will give every human being mental health and 
physical health, an elective term of life, the ability to upload one’s 
mind and download it into a new body and all kinds of other things. 
There might be lots of skepticism about this, but these things are ac- 
tually underway. 


There are people working in all kinds of fields who care very much 
about the well-being of human society. In order to really understand 
that well-being, open intelligence is essential. Open intelligence is a 
formidable intelligence that orchestrates all of human society. By tap- 
ping into that, we’re actually part of that powerful force in a way that 
is very enduring for us, in a way that really gives us a sense of solidity 
and indestructibility. Right here, right now, no matter what you’re 
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thinking, no matter what your emotion is or what that twitch in your 
body is, it’s all saturated by open intelligence. 


We train ourselves to pay attention to the twitch, whether it’s a 
thought, emotion, sensation or other experience. By the power of 
short moments we train in the open intelligence view rather than in all 
the data. We’re not all wrapped up in the twitch anymore; instead, the 
twitches are all subsumed in the comprehensive, vast expanse of open 
intelligence. People all over the world are practicing open intelligence, 
and that is very good evidence about the way society is going. Very 
lively, very beneficial, very powerful. 


A lot of the ideas we have about identity are so intermingled with 
religion, and the whole way that we treat our thoughts, emotions, sen- 
sations and other experience is really informed by religious beliefs, 
even if we think we’re not religious. It is included in the whole judg- 
ment of saying, “This is a good one, this is a bad one, this one’s neu- 
tral. I’ve got to get more good ones, get rid of the bad ones. That’s 
what’s going to give me power and what’s going to give society pow- 
er.” All these are beliefs that really do not apply to a healthy human 
technology. A healthy human technology sees itself as it is—not ac- 
cording to outmoded beliefs. 


We don’t want to hold on to all those data; that’s why we created 
the Internet! Online we can let all the data just be out there. We don’t 
want to be managing all our pet data and our pet individual identity 
anymore. On the Internet we can be anyone we want to be, and we 
can have bonding and affiliation around that identity. It doesn’t matter 
how berserk it is; there will be somebody who is interested in the 
same thing. This great spew of data is really a very generous act, and 
it will all settle down into superb quality of information, superb connec- 
tivity and superb power of benefit. The current state of the Internet is 
just a flash in a pan, like a kid let loose in a candy store. 


We don’t want to be micromanagers of our data, so we’ve even cre- 
ated this communication forum to let them all hang out. We don’t have 
to sit on them anymore, and we don’t have to spend all of our life’s 
energy trying to pack ourselves into a single identity by which every- 
one else will know us. This way of living—of having a multi-modal 
identity—is completely new to most human beings. 
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Crystal Clear 


By the power of open intelligence we know whether something is the 
right action or not without thinking about it. We don’t even have to 
think about it; it’s just absolutely clear. Believe me, we’re the first 
ones to know if we have a queasy feeling about one of our actions. 
“Oh, heading down the wrong course here.” Maybe it’s the opposite of 
that: “I’m driven to do this by some kind of impulse beyond my con- 
trol,” and it may feel that way, but it isn’t that way. 


To give ourselves power means to rely on open intelligence—to rely 
on the overall view of open intelligence—rather than all the data 
streams. In that overall view, all of the data settle completely, like a 
pond that is all stirred up with mud naturally settles when it’s left as it 
is. It becomes crystal clear due to simply letting everything settle as it 
is. It doesn’t require rearranging all the muck in the pond and trying to 
get the clear water out of the muddy water. 


Our own ability to know our own mind is just like that—crystal clear. 
All the ideas we have that it’s anything other than crystal clear are a 
fiction, a certain understanding we have had about the way we are. 
We really need to ask, “Does that way of seeing myself benefit me? 
Has it brought me mental and emotional stability? What do I know 
about myself that can ensure my mental and emotional stability in this 
moment, shape my actions in a way that will not harm me or others 
and bring conclusive benefit to all of society? What about me isn’t all 
wrapped up in a self-identification process?” 


The very act of self-identification is fueled by crystal clear intelli- 
gence—the natural intelligence at the basis of everything. It’s actually 
impossible for that intelligence to ever conclusively identify as any- 
thing other than itself. It’s always spontaneously appearing as every- 
thing. This is what we rea//y want to count on. Feeling at the whim of 
emotional waves or different thought structures that have been ana- 
lyzed in all kinds of different ways by all kinds of members of society 
really hasn't given us mental and emotional stability. Only open intelli- 
gence gives mental and emotional stability. 


It’s important that our businesses, education and health care— 
whether it is mental, emotional or physical health care—be informed 
by open intelligence. The power of open intelligence guides and shows 
where to go, what to do and how to act. We’re all lucky that we know 
that; we can’t be surprised by changes. 


Everything, no matter what it is, marvels in its own open intelli- 
gence. We get to see that in our own experience. Through short mo- 
ments, we get to see that everything is resting completely and power- 
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fully in open intelligence, just not resting like a couch potato! Or, even 
when resting as a couch potato, being totally empowered by open in- 
telligence. 


Everything is Normalized 


Think how long it took us to build up a system of data. None of us 
were born with all these ways of looking at ourselves; as babies we 
weren't trying to stop our crying or wetting our diaper! Each of us has 
been trained in seeing ourselves in a certain way, perhaps because 
that’s all we were exposed to; however, now we see something com- 
pletely different about ourselves that we didn’t know was available to 
us. This is the real stuff of life, the real basis for going forward. Just 
this instant of unending open intelligence is an all-conclusive and all- 
encompassing basis. 


When we learn to operate from data, we do that in community with 
others. Not only are we adopting all the data, everyone else is, too, so 
that makes it seem like it is normal. “Well, I guess this is just the way 
it is. Got to feel up and down, up and down. It’s just the way humans 
are.” Have you ever felt like that? 


In open intelligence everything is normalized. We get to see what 
normal really is. Data have a fundamental meaning, and that funda- 
mental meaning is the same throughout all data. Their fundamental 
nature is open intelligence itself shining from within the data—open in- 
telligence, the power to know our own thoughts, emotions and to see 
them differently. We go from seeing our thoughts and emotions in one 
way to being released from them completely as a frame of reference. 
They are fun expressions but nothing to count on—not unless there’s 
completely clear knowledge of their fundamental nature. 


What we’ve done in the past is to classify the data. We set up clas- 
ses of data, and some of the classes are good and others are bad. We 
marginalize the data into good and bad, and for our entire life we nev- 
er really know what it means. 


Maybe when we’re young we think, “Oh, gee, maybe by the time I’m 
21 I'll be an adult.” This is what I thought. “The ups and downs of 
youth will slip behind, and suddenly I will be an adult. I'll know how to 
operate effectively in the world. There'll be a magic moment, and I'll 
know what to do about all these thoughts and emotions.” I was right; 
there is a magic moment, and it’s right now! 
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We know this deeply and conclusively from the beginning of our life. 
We know that about ourselves, and it isn’t anything new; it’s just that 
we've been looking in a different direction. When we’re introduced to 
open intelligence, the direction we’ve been looking in is subsumed and 
held in an expansive open intelligence—intelligence that has no point 
from which to view. That’s what a balanced view is: no point from 
which to view. Sometimes adopting one datum, other times adopting 
another as tools of expression and communication, but not as funda- 
mental statements about reality. 


The Total Confirmation of Yourself 


The confirmation of yourself that you feel right here is what open intel- 
ligence is. Just that feeling, “I am totally complete exactly as I am. I 
don’t need to change any of my data streams in order to become com- 
plete. Just in letting everything be as it is, I recognize myself as totally 
indivisible with the power of the universe. I can rest completely in the 
indestructibility and indivisibility of everything exactly as it is.” 


No matter what’s going on, it rests completely in, of, as and through 
open intelligence. There is no struggle or effort to get somewhere or to 
achieve anything. Everything already is as it is. 


There’s no way we can plan the data. They are unpredictable and 
ceaseless and the flow goes on unendingly. All the ideas about getting 
to a place of only having certain data where we’re the great planners 
and managers of everything—has it ever happened? Even with all the 
self-help books, primal scream workshops, Rolfing and politics this way 
or that—there is no plan for data. 


In open intelligence we’re assured of a beneficial plan without doing 
anything. Our foundation is completely firm, completely stable. We’re 
naturally of benefit just by the very act of being. The very basis of our 
being is beneficial, and as we get more familiar with that, we see our- 
selves in a new way. We expand our sense of ourselves. The things 
that used to be so important will change in their degree of importance 
and in their kind. 


A Flawless Perspective 


When we're all wrapped up in data, we’re always trying to find data 
that will give us some kind of pleasure, even if it’s a momentary men- 
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tal pleasure such as, “I’m going to sit here, and I’m not going to have 
any thoughts, and then I’m going to feel better.” A thought-free state 
is a datum as well; it is an attempt to get into a special state like bliss 
that is separate from open intelligence. Those are all just data that'll 
come and go like everything else. One day we can feel euphoric and 
think, “I’ve got it!” Maybe we might even feel that way for weeks or 
years, and then suddenly something else will come along. 


Everything settles in the great bliss of open intelligence. It’s just the 
way it is. Everything’s naturally settled already, completely at rest. 
You’re at rest; everything about you is at rest—completely unable to 
get out of the situation you're in! Even if you chose to end your life, 
the only thing that would change would be the data, that’s all. But 
open intelligence is always on forever, so there’s no getting anything 
or going anywhere. Everything is relaxed and released in expansive 
open intelligence. 


That sense you have of yourself right here is unending; it can never 
be destroyed. Initially that may seem new to you, but it’s really not so 
new at all. The sense you have of yourself that is fundamental to you 
being completely at ease is the real you. There’s no need to look for it 
anymore. 


A short moment of open intelligence is a complete confirmation of 
our nature. Not even short moments are necessary. Many people just 
listen to the talks, and without anything else they slip naturally into 
recognizing themselves as they are. What could be easier? No mental 
effort, no achievement required, no diplomas or tuition fees—always 
free clarity and open intelligence shining from within whatever is oc- 
curring. 


Sometimes we can’t quite believe that that’s the case, only because 
of the way we've trained ourselves to see things in another way. In 
short uncontrived moments of open intelligence we become convinced. 
It seeps into our perspective until we have a flawless perspective just 
like we have right now—the perspective that knows we're here. That is 
the unfiltered open intelligence perspective—that simple knowing, that 
simple power to know. It is simple, but very potent, always unfiltered, 
never colored by anything that comes up within it. 


When you look in the mirror you see changes in your physical ap- 
pearance, and maybe you can see some emotions going on within 
yourself that are written all over your face and body. However, in that 
looking you also see what has never changed about you every time 
you have ever looked in the mirror, whether it’s a conscious recogni- 
tion or not. This complete confirmation of indestructibility is always 
with us; it matters not how we look, feel or think. It is always present. 
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When we change perspective, we simply allow stability to take over 
instability and to see that the stability arises from instability. It’s as- 
similated at the junction of stability and instability, opening up a whole 
new way of perceiving ourselves and the world. The radical simplicity 
and power of just this single sealing of each moment is very complete 
in itself. There’s nothing to do. Everything is always sealed by the in- 
telligence at the basis.

First Share 


The introduction to clarity was so simple for me to grasp, and I took 
it step by step. When I was first introduced to clarity a few years ago, 
I didn't understand much English, and it was hard for me to read or 
speak it. It was strong point of view for me, but I knew that I wanted 
to learn everything about gaining confidence in clarity, because it was 
simple and beautiful and I could see the results every day.

Before the “thorough blow of clarity” I was confused as to why I 
would sometimes feel extremely happy, capable and connected and 
sometimes feel the extreme opposite. I couldn’t figure out the reason 
behind all my ups and downs.

Ten months ago I didn’t have any idea that this Great Freedom 
movement existed. In September last year a therapist I used to go to 
told me that there was a very good website with free videos to watch. 
Since this was a person I trusted deeply, I went to the Great Freedom 
website and watched the videos on the Basics Page, and I realized that 
this was something completely different. Someone was describing how 
things actually are, not like an idea or a theory where you can reject 
some parts and agree with others, but describing how things are in a 
simple and accessible way. 


Since then I’ve come back more and more to the web site, not al- 
ways understanding everything that’s being said, but knowing that this 
is it. A month after seeing the web site I went to an open meeting ina 
city half an hour from where I live in Sweden.

Key instructions elicit potent the benefit of open intelligence. Open in- 
telligence and benefit are inseparable like a crystal ball and its lumi- 
nosity. 


Open intelligence deals not with the name tags of data but with its 
own innate perfection and spontaneous generosity. Name tags applied 
to the here-and-now are outshone by beneficial open intelligence. 


The liveliness of open intelligence is trained up by pressing key but- 
tons provided by open intelligence itself. These key instructions com- 
pletely confirm the obviousness of open intelligence in all data, ex- 
panding the power of beneficial open intelligence, infinitely. 


The potent intelligence of clarity is reflected in the liveliness of the 
here-and-now spontaneously self-releasing in tremendous benefit to 
all. Generosity and prosperity are the outpouring of open intelligence. 
Spontaneously beneficial, generous, prosperous open intelligence is 
set free to benefit human society and the world. The generosity of 
open intelligence is the basis of all the gifts expressed by body, 
speech, mind, qualities and activities. Open intelligence is required to 
bring these gifts to life. Open intelligence opens the expansive treas- 
ury of benefit, generosity and prosperity. 


The words, sounds and images of the here-and-now express innate 
open intelligence, so there is nowhere else to look. The pure logic of 
the here-and-now is thoroughly perfect, all-powerful complete confir- 
mation of the total stability at the basis of reality. 


Look! Look! The here-and-now beneficially slips in and out on its 
own. Benefit, prosperity and generosity are the natural state of collab- 
orative open intelligence. 


Sounds are the song of pervasive open intelligence announcing it- 
self. The natural spontaneity of the here-and-now is the ultimate iden- 
tity, the nectar of meaning—saturated beneficial potency. 
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Open intelligence is the only fundamental basis of identity. In open 
intelligence, you carry on, remaining as you are, strong and stable. 
There is no other identity to be had. The prime imperative of open in- 
telligence is indestructible uncontrived benefit. 


The here-and-now has never been before and will never be again. 
The here-and-now cannot be captured or examined by any mecha- 
nism. Yet each transparent here-and-now is super-complete, totally 
present in open intelligence. Open intelligence is the fundamental 
identity of anything or anyone. Each moment of open intelligence is 
the greatest investment deposit to be made by anyone during any 
moment of life. This investment alone will return riches beyond wildest 
imagination. 


Know open intelligence as yourself—your sole, indestructible, relia- 
ble identity. Its power to consistently fulfill beneficial intent is your 
own. All human viewpoints are liberated in a mass of open intelligence 
settling deeply into human society. There is no distinction between 
open intelligence and human intelligence. 


So utterly simple, open intelligence is the embodiment of benefit, 
prosperity and generosity. 
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Day Four Talk 


When we grow up in human culture today, we learn all kinds of things 
about identity. We learn that we have a personality, and we learn 
about different psychological types. Maybe we have a diagnostic and 
statistical manual with thousands of ways of describing human behav- 
ior. However, when we’re confronted with open intelligence-identity, 
we’re confronted with completely cutting through the whole idea of a 
human being as a pathological individual. The diagnostic and statistical 
manual and other means of describing personality types are all based 
on lessening pathology rather than creating spontaneous, powerful 
beneficial clarity. These two ways of looking at human beings are very, 
very different. 


All of human culture to this point in time has been built on seeing 
human beings as pathological—needing to be fixed and corrected—and 
we spend our whole lives in a process of trying to correct ourselves, 
but never being able to do that. We have learned that the positive, 
negative and neutral data are the sole substance of our identity. Even 
if we learn something else that might be spiritual, religious, metaphys- 
ical or philosophical in nature, we learn that whatever that perfect 
thing is, it is separate from us. We learn that it’s ruling over us in 
some way and that it’s an entirely different kind of being that has 
nothing to do with us and which is making judgments about us. We 
are the poor pitiful ones who are overcome with pathologies. This is 
the basic means of identification that human culture has used up to 
this point: to address ourselves as statements of imperfection. 


When we're introduced to open intelligence, we find within ourselves 
and immediately within everything an expanse that has nothing to do 
with imperfection. It subsumes imperfection, in other words, it’s a 
more comprehensive order, a more comprehensive intelligence than 
parsing and nuancing everything into positive, negative and neutral. 
We completely set aside that old intelligence. We subsume it in the 
power of a comprehensive order that is so many orders of magnitude 
greater than parsing and nuancing data. 


Tested in Your Own Experience 


In this comprehensive order, all data are equally a source of the pow- 
erful intelligence and have nothing to do with defining reality. It 
doesn’t matter if they’re good ones or bad ones, whatever they are, 
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the data have nothing to do with defining reality. It is open intelligence 
itself—totally clear, luminous and illuminating—that is the basic intelli- 
gence. It is a matter of using words as simple tools to communicate its 
message, and its message is a message of the natural perfection of 
nature itself, including human nature. It is an actual science, where 
you can test it in the laboratory of yourself and see the results. It is 
not just a bunch of words that point to something far off and remote, 
but is something tested in your own experience that you find has a 
power over all the pathologies you thought you had. 


All these pathological conditionings have been adopted, and just as 
easily they can be dispensed. It’s much easier to dispense them than 
to hang on to them. Hanging on to them only brings decrease in ener- 
gy, increasing tiredness, fatigue, old aging and death, where death is 
seen as a threat and foe instead of the greatest welcoming force that 
one could ever be presented with. These are all complete perversions 
of what identity is. To think of ourselves as being pathological is per- 
verse. 


When we simply settle in to the ease of what we actually are, it’s 
wonderful and comfortable, and at the same time it is a complete con- 
frontation to everything we have ever believed about ourselves. We 
get to see it all nakedly for the first time. We see that data pose no 
threat. Whether they are good or bad, they pose no threat. They are 
open intelligence itself that are the basis of intelligence—always on, 
always powerful, always clear. It may take a while to get the hang of 
it, but in the meantime, so what? Whatever thought, emotion, sensa- 
tion or experience you’re having—whatever datum is arising—rely on 
open intelligence rather than emphasizing the data. This is the great- 
est healing act and the greatest miracle that will ever occur for you or 
for anyone else. 


What to Do with Your Life 


If you’re wondering what to do with your life, just get down with open 
intelligence and then you'll know what to do. Maybe the option you’re 
involved in right now won't be an option anymore. By the power of 
open intelligence you find out that there are a lot of things you abso- 
lutely will not do any longer. You will no longer debase yourself, and 
you will not debase others. 


How do you find that out? You stop putting yourself through the 
ringer over every single data stream that you have, toiling over what 
to do with all of these data. You just stop; you won’t do it anymore. 
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My advice would be that you just go to any lengths to have that as 
your primary project, because you can’t go wrong there. 


Even, say, if you quit your job and you had no source of income be- 
cause you decided, “This job isn’t a place where it’s comfortable for me 
to practice open intelligence,” that would be fine and everything would 
turn out all right. I’ve done it myself and it posed no threat. I went 
completely and totally against everything my parents and all of society 
told me to do with the skills I have. Where did I get that courage? I 
got it from the power of open intelligence. 


My parents wanted me to live a certain way, my husband wanted 
me to live a certain way, and I thought my children wanted me to live 
a certain way. I did not do that. Why? Because of the power of open 
intelligence I could see how to be of benefit to all. I could see how to 
be a true participant in healthy human society, beyond all the fixed 
frameworks or beliefs for myself that others had given me and that I 
had taken on. I just stopped. I took the open intelligence trip, and I let 
that intelligence soak into every single aspect of my life. I ended up 
doing a lot of things in my life that I never dreamt possible, like sitting 
here speaking in front of a large group of people! 


Going Beyond the Usual Frameworks 


The power of open intelligence is very, very great. It doesn’t need any 
current frameworks or ideas to get things done. For example, when we 
started our website, we put up a single page, and the idea was, “Okay, 
there’s our website. Now everyone else is going to let us know what 
they want on the website.” We didn’t have to have a great plan. We 
just waited to hear from everyone, “What do you want to contribute to 
the website? What kinds of things do you want to see on the website?” 


We had to face all kinds of things, such as what the content on the 
website would cost people. That was easy; it would be free. So, all the 
media is free. It’s wasn’t like, “You listen to a little bit and, whoops, all 
of a sudden you have to buy it.” Everything is free, and there is lots of 
it. All of this came about through the contributions of time and/or fi- 
nancial resources from many people. That fantastic website we have 
was built by participants. All the media that are provided were brought 
about by participants worldwide. This is the way open intelligence 
works. It’s an expanse of open generosity. 


This sort of model completely goes against everything we’ve learned 
about money and how we think about ourselves in regard to money.

We learn about money that, well, it’s a special thing. First of all you’ve 
got to find out how to get it. Let’s say you’re a little kid and you have 
no money; you’ve got to get it from somewhere, so you've either got 
to get an allowance from your caregivers or you've got to get a job. 
Then, once you get money, you’ve got to keep it—at least long enough 
to pay for the roof over your head or the one-fourth cup of lentils a 
day that you’re stirring in your pot that you get to eat from your earn- 
ings. Many people live like this. 


Then you've got to get some more money. You've got to keep this 
whole thing going. If you have enough, then maybe you want to still 
get more anyway so you'll have more than enough. This keeps going 
on and on until money is one of the first things you think about in life, 
and it’s the last thing—adopting money as a special power and force, 
living in a state of scarcity and stinginess and being afraid. “What 
about my money? What am I going to do if I don’t have enough? If I 
don’t have money, then I might be pushing a shopping cart on the 
street.” 


We have to get real about the structures we’ve set up for ourselves 
in the world. They do not work and they will never work, because they 
are based on the wrong fundamental principal. Our intelligence, just as 
it is, is one of generosity and not one of scarcity and stinginess. If we 
live in a mode of scarcity and stinginess, that’s exactly what we'll 
have. If we live in the mode of open intelligence, more and more our 
heart will open in generosity, to the degree that we will never even 
have to think about money—how to get it, when to get it, where to get 
it. All the resources flow naturally in open intelligence. Open intelli- 
gence is humanity’s greatest natural resource, and we’re just begin- 
ning to mine it. It’s an infinite resource; it never stops giving. It tells 
us exactly what to do in each area of life. 


Changing the Way We Look at Ourselves 


The whole area of mental instability is a problem that has not been 
solved in the four million years of the human race. There never has 
been a tool or a technology that gives human beings complete mental 
and emotional stability. Now due to the power of open intelligence 
there is such a tool. It is a simple tool to share with one another, radi- 
cal and powerful, that changes our whole way of looking at ourselves 
and looking at the world. It not only changes our mental and emotion- 
al instability to complete stability, but then with the power of a lively 
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intelligence, we’re able to see how to change the world in marvelous, 
miraculous ways that have never existed before. 


What a relief to stop living life as though it were the Judgment Day! 
These metaphors we learn, like Judgment Day, become very ingrained 
in the way we think about ourselves. No matter where we live, the 
whole idea of human imperfection has saturated all of our institu- 
tions—hospitals, prisons, institutions of education, politics, the criminal 
justice system. They’re all saturated with the view that human beings 
are imperfect creatures who basically have no hope; all we can do is 
try to keep the bad ones away from the good ones. These ideas are 
based on ideas that no longer work and have never really worked. 


We have to use the power of our own body and mind to come to a 
conclusion about this, and we come to a conclusion about it in a very 
personal way. Within ourselves we see that we have an incredible 
power that we didn’t know we had. The whole project of building up a 
self-identity is just no longer important. Self-referencing is not an is- 
sue. Whether one is referencing self or no self, who cares? I don’t. 


Every single time we try to control our data we’re actively pushing 
open intelligence away. Open intelligence can’t jump up and say, “Here 
I am!” It’s a disempowering act to try to constantly be regulating all 
the data. Some people have way more afflictive states than others, but 
it does not matter. The only solution is to train in simple clarity- 
intelligence. 


Even people who are so mentally ill that they need to be in a hospi- 
tal are greatly benefitted by the power of open intelligence. There are 
more and more people working in this way, including right here in 
Sweden: using no medications even with the most psychiatrically ill 
whether they’re in the hospital or out of the hospital. These innovators 
are totally committed to a way of healing people that doesn’t involve 
these extreme methods. We can change our society by taking a look at 
who we really are and making a commitment to that, and not copping 
out. 


Deeply Caring for Each Other 


If we have an intimate relationship with another person, we may see 
all kinds of things come up which we never saw about ourselves be- 
fore, and our buttons really start getting pushed. Open intelligence is 
the only way to sustain a relationship; otherwise, it’ll be a painful ex- 
perience, usually one where, after a while, we try to make it all right 
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just because we've been hanging out together for so long. Basically it’s 
totally painful in a way that can’t be offered any remit, but by the 
power of open intelligence our life as an individual and our relation- 
ships are enriched. 


Many times when people hear about open intelligence, they make it 
into a new point of view. “Now I’m going to try to stay in the open in- 
telligence-point-of-view,” but there isn’t an open intelligence-point-of- 
view. Open intelligence is in all the points of view. The good things you 
think about yourself and the bad things and the things that you never 
think about and do automatically, like brushing your teeth or tying 
your shoes, open intelligence shows up as the fuel for all of that. By 
just hanging out it becomes clear that that’s the case. There isn’t any- 
where to go. 


The battle is over; the Judgment Day has come and gone. There is 
no need to spend every day judging all your thoughts, emotions and 
sensations. You can just relax. They’re the power and the fuel of open 
intelligence. Just like a sponge soaks up water, open intelligence soaks 
up all the data. 


Now, feeling open clarity-connection with other people is a matter of 
simply getting used to it. At first you might think, “Oh, now I feel sep- 
aration; now I don’t feel like I’m connected. Oh, now I do! Am I too 
connected?” but all these are merely data. They'll all settle out and 
then you'll be hanging out with everybody else. That’s the way I feel: 
just hanging out with everybody else. To be connected in that way is 
what human health is really about. It’s to be connected in that way, 
instead of being frantically obsessive over your own data and trying to 
change other people’s data in order to make your data more comforta- 
ble. That is a lot of work! 


Instead of that game plan, everyone is relaxed in open intelligence 
and completely connected. No data to change here. I don’t have to 
change any of your data to make my data more comfortable, so we 
can just hang out in total, blazing power. I don’t have to try to figure 
you out, because I’ve figured myself out. You know what I need, I 
know what you need, and I can support you in doing that, just like you 
support me. That makes relationship totally simple and easy, very 
compelling and profound. 


If you’re together with someone and you've been together for a long 
time, by relying on open intelligence you will without a doubt notice a 
much greater ease in the relationship. All the prepackaged ideas about 
who the other person is, what they’re up to, who you are, what you’re 
up to—all that just settles down in clarity-companionship. 
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For anyone committed to clarity-intelligence, if you don’t have a 
partner and you’re looking for one, I’d suggest you come together with 
someone else who’s committed to open intelligence; otherwise, it'll be 
a lot of work. It is a lot easier if you’re hanging out with someone 
who’s made the clarity-commitment. Then you know from the get-go 
that that person really Knows you, and they know where you’re coming 
from; they’re not going to try to get you to change your data. You see 
that somehow the two of you together are going to be able to be very 
beneficial, and so that’s what your whole life is about—bringing joy to 
each other in the fun of creation and excitement. Really, really deeply 
caring for each other, rather than constantly trying to change each 
other’s data. 


Being a Parent 


The choice to have a child is an extremely serious one for someone 
who is committed to open intelligence. Here’s the first helpful advice 
for those who want to be parents: you never know which one you’re 
going to get! Each parent dreams of having the perfect child, but it’s 
very rare that that happens. Whatever you have, that’s what you’ve 
got, and once you have them, that’s it for as long as you live. No mat- 
ter what you think of them, they’re yours. You cannot bludgeon them 
into open intelligence. They will either pick up on open intelligence 
through your example or they won’t. Here again you have another sit- 
uation where you may need to spend your whole life with a person 
who does not have a commitment to open intelligence. 


If your child is not interested in open intelligence, that means that 
while you continue to live as an example of it, you will need to provide 
your child a way to deal with their life. You are going to have to train 
your child in antidotes that you do not use yourself in order to live 
their life in a somewhat peaceable way. If you teach your child to fo- 
cus on positive antidotes—replacing negative data with positive data— 
they might have a little bit of a better life than if they were indulging 
data all the time. “Relying on open intelligence” or “utilizing anti- 
dotes”—these are the only two ways to go really, which makes parent- 
ing very simple. Either way, parenting is a fulltime commitment. It is 
complete responsibility for the well-being of another human being and 
a complete commitment to showing that other human being how to 
live. 


Children need structure. That’s the most important thing a parent 
can give a child: structure and the ability to make decisions from the 
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beginning of their lives. You can teach a baby to make decisions and to 
become a good decision-maker just by not putting a toy into one hand 
or the other. You hold the toy and let them choose how to grab it. This 
is the way to empower babies from the get-go. Let them choose what 
they’re going to drink; do they want juice or do they want milk—let 
them choose which one. 


This is what it is to be a parent: to put structures together so chil- 
dren have a very strong core that they can live from for the rest of 
their lives without being in lifelong dependence on you. A lot of people 
today think that letting kids run wild doing whatever they want is the 
way to raise children, but it’s not. That will bring about a person who 
cannot take care of themselves. Show them how powerful they are; 
from the beginning let them do household tasks. Don’t do everything 
for them; instead, show them that they’re capable. They can make 
their own school lunch, and they can have their list of activities where 
they are contributing to the caretaking of the home you all share. 


All of this is integrated from the very beginning. If that isn’t done, 
they'll expect you to be doing for them for the rest of their lives, and 
they'll expect you to be taking care of them. At some point or another 
this very real conversation of parameters will have to arise. You will 
need to say, “Well, you’re an adult now, and even though I may not 
have been acting like that and you may not either, now is the time to 
put some parameters together.” These parameters are the core of 
good relationship, they really are. No matter where you are in your 
parenting, you can change your relationship with your child. 


When I was a new mother, I wanted to be perfect and do everything 
right. Not only was I looking at my own data, I was trying to decide 
how my data were going to affect my kids, and this is a very important 
concern. If you plan to be a parent, you can plan to devote a great 
deal of your energy to that. Even if you have a job, you'll be thinking 
about your children. This is the reality of parenting. 


A lot of time we have a lot of data that govern whether we become 
a parent or not. In fact, most of us have had our children based on da- 
ta and not on open intelligence. There are strong data such as, “I 
won't be a total woman unless I have a child.” The opposite could also 
be true: “I don’t want a child,” and many people feel that way, but 
they feel compelled by society to have a child. Now we have an oppor- 
tunity for a world of people to have children based on commitment to 
open intelligence rather than data. 


There are no societal rules requiring people to have children. It’s a 
biological impulse, a drive, but open intelligence has complete domin- 
ion over all biological impulses. There’s no need to carry out a biologi- 
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cal impulse. Any impulse is just as clear and pure and illuminated by 
clarity-intelligence as anything else. Really look at yourself very deep- 
ly, and if you want to have a child, talk to your trainer about it in 
depth, rather than just going off and doing something without proper 
consideration. It is best to be completely settled into open intelligence 
before even thinking about having a child. That needs to be the prima- 
ry commitment. 


I can just tell this about myself: if I did not have any clarity, I would 
be a real busybody in my kids’ lives! Do you know what a busybody is? 
Meddling, getting in there showing them how to do things, telling them 
what to do. I have eight grandchildren too, so I’d have a lot of people 
to tell what to do! But now, I don’t have to do any of that. I can watch 
them enjoy their life and hang out with them once in a while. 


When they were growing up and they would ask me for advice I 
would say, “What do you think?” I learned that this was the best an- 
swer; it showed them how to really look into what they think and what 
their own resources are to respond to situations. They’d say what they 
thought, and I would say, “That sounds good; you’re a good decision 
maker.” That’s the kind of advice I give. They turned out great, and I 
feel very blessed and lucky every day because they are both totally in- 
credibly beautiful men with clear heads and completely compassionate 
hearts, totally responsible leaders and friends. 


Relationship with the Trainer 


Ideally, the relationship with the trainer is a lifelong relationship, and 
the deepening of the relationship with the trainer is in allowing them to 
know you completely through contact with them. Even though initially 
you may have needed something from them, at some point you might 
want to give something back—for instance asking them how you could 
help them in some way. They may decide they have a project that’s 
perfect just for you, and they'll ask you what you’d like to do. Then all 
of a sudden you’re going to start finding out all kinds of new things 
from this relationship with the trainer. 


This is really what community is all about: all of these people here 
connecting to grow this worldwide community. There are many service 
projects for giving generously of your time and your other resources. 
This is a wonderful, wonderful way to live life. Every single person can 
provide some kind of giving to the worldwide network and community. 
No matter what your skills are, there’s something really special about 
you that has just the right place. 
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All that is required is that, if you have a suggestion you also have a 
plan for implementing that suggestion and that you’re willing to carry 
it out. Those are the kinds of suggestions we read. We get all kinds of 
suggestions, but unless they’re backed up with a plan of action and the 
resources to actually bring it about, then we don’t read that sugges- 
tion. In that simple way—just being solution-oriented and asking for 
people to provide solutions—all of this has come about. It’s really ef- 
fective, and it really works. 


Having a relationship with a trainer helps pull your covers! The 
trainer can point out things to you that you wouldn’t see otherwise. It 
doesn’t mean that you always have to come to the trainer and say, 
“Oh, I’ve got this and that problem.” Just in the flow of service all the- 
se things are seen. The relationship with the trainer is a fortunate rela- 
tionship, and I would strongly suggest that you do everything possible 
to hook up and really make a connection. 


If you receive a service project from the trainer, and it seems like 
something you can’t possibly do, in the very act of showing yourself 
your power to do whatever it is, it will completely unravel thousands of 
data. Running on the fuel of open intelligence, you see that you’re ca- 
pable to do all kinds of things you never dreamt of doing. 


Clarity Meetings in Your Local Community 


When you have clarity meetings in your local community, it’s really 
important that the focus of those meetings be clarity. If the focus is 
anything else, you won't be helping yourself and you won’t be helping 
anyone else. This is how over 7,600 cities have clarity commitments: 
it’s because everyone knows that when they come to a clarity meeting 
the sole purpose of that meeting is clarity. It isn’t anything else. 


If you want to have another meeting related to your group, like a 
business meeting or about how or where to have a later meeting, sep- 
arate that out from the clarity meeting. Then if you do have a business 
meeting, let it be fully business-oriented, where you are there to so/ve 
particular problems and not just ta/k about problems. 


If your local group has a suggestion, you can show up and let the 
management team know what your suggestion is, but it does not 
mean your suggestion will be acted on. It’s the world group that de- 
cides about the suggestions, not any one individual group. There’s no 
one individual group or person running the show. Everyone deciding 
together is how it comes about. 
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What the most people want, that’s what we do. Most people wanted 
many downloads, so that’s what we gave them. That’s what works 
best. People just liked it that way, and we don’t even have to ask why; 
we just responded to what they asked for. Some people wanted a 
smaller selection of more specific downloads, so we made “The Basics 
Page,” which is enough for anyone. Something for everyone: we know 
how to do it and we do it together. This makes it simple.

Third Share 


The importance of key instructions is that they are steeped in clari- 
ty, and so they are very purposeful in allowing us to see through old 
habitual patterns of limitation, imperfection and scarcity. What I par- 
ticularly enjoy about the instructions is that they have the single pur- 
pose of complete empowerment—empowering one’s own recognition of 
clarity in order to empower others.

e The first was: “Just show up.” No need to do anything else but show 
up with an open and willing disposition, give yourself three months 
and see what happens.

e The third was: “Rest and get busy. There are many mountains to 
climb, but you really want to expend your energy on the one that is 
going to surpass all others.”

e The fourth was: “You are in total control of the life you live. If you 
know what you are looking for and what’s looking, then believe me, 
your life can be anything you want it to be.”

I knew it was right there for the taking, if I al- 
lowed it to be that way.

Words can be a temporary diversion or even a distraction—a moment 
of entertainment or something to ponder on once in a while. Or, they 
can be the words that enter in and forever change the body, speech, 
mind, qualities and activities of the people in the audience, a pure 
connection that is the pure connectivity of great mutuality of everyone 
together in great open intelligence. There’s a distinction between those 
kinds of words and the words of entertainment or information. 


What kind of connection do you want to make? This is true for eve- 
ryone; we can go on and on our entire lives blabbing away about 
things, or we can enter into true connection, where every word we 
speak is imbued with the resonance that directly enters in. The words 
have an effect far beyond the syllables; they have a permanent reso- 
nance that from that moment on never goes away. One actually lives 
in that open resonance that had maybe been shut down. 


Panoramic Vista 


We all feel a little bit shy to open our mouths; some of us might feel 
like we’re going to the guillotine if we have to get up and talk in front 
of a crowd! I have a friend who’s a famous actress, and she says that 
performers are all nervous, no matter how famous they are. Some 
people vomit one bucket before a performance and some are two- 
bucket people! 


An actor on stage or in film has to have complete authority over the 
role they’re portraying. There can’t even be a slight veering off course, 
and it has to be dead-on every time, or everyone will know it. Plus, 
when they get up there, they know that no one in that audience cares 
what kind of day they've had. Not only that, everyone in the audience 
wants the actor to perform just for them—no matter what’s happened 
with the actor at home with the girlfriend, the boyfriend, the mother, 
the father, the friends. 


If we get up in front of other people and we have nothing to prove— 
or if in any interaction we have nothing to prove—where everything 
just totally is as it is, then there is a true connection. By the power of 
open intelligence the spontaneity of interaction really opens up. I sup- 
pose you could say it is an extemporaneous, spontaneous quality that 
allows for the zenith statement to be made in whatever that interac-

tion is. It doesn’t matter what it is; it could be sitting right wherever 
you are or it could be talking to the toll taker on the toll road or the 
grocery store checker. It is such a complete, open connectivity in 
which everything is very direct, precise and right on. All the babbling 
settles in the core power of potent speech that is very directed and 
purposeful. This is the enormous potency of open intelligence, and it 
clears everything up absolutely. 


All the considering we've done of our life and about how we're going 
to use our body, mind and speech is cleared up completely in short 
moments of open intelligence. The richer it is in our experience, the 
clearer it is to us what to do and how to act. We find within ourselves 
tremendous unshakable, indestructible stability that can never be tak- 
en away. With that comes the courage to act from and as that stability 
and to set aside all conventional outlooks, approaches and ways of 
looking at everything. 


So, no matter what field we’re in, we have a whole new panoramic 
vista. We can build whatever we want to build without any homage to 
convention whatsoever—brand new, right here. We can build that on 
our own or we can find other people committed to open intelligence. 
The easiest way to live life is with other people committed to open in- 
telligence; it’s also the most profoundly powerful. It’s not the kind of 
situation where one has to be off and alone forever as the only one in 
the whole wide world who speaks open intelligence, when there are so 
many who are committed to it. 


These choices are very powerful, and whatever they are, that’s what 
your life is. The open intelligence choice, truly real open intelligence, is 
a life plan. It takes over everything and directs it without any ponder- 
ing or effort at all. There simply isn’t a choice any longer to go the or- 
dinary way or to make ordinary decisions. The radical shift from being 
totally self-centered to being mutually aligned and mutually connected 
with everyone and everything is a completely different orientation, and 
we see that from the very beginning. In the first moment of open in- 
telligence we’re completely reoriented to our actual perception of the 
real world as it is—the clarity world, a world of constant solution, a 
world of piercing statements that connect, that go right to the heart, 
that bind everyone in mutuality and trust in collaboration, in power to 
solve any problem that might come up. 
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Open Intelligence is the Foremost Education 


No matter what we do, it’s important to have pride in what we do. 
We have the pride of open intelligence. This sort of pride isn’t based on 
our diplomas or our résumé, all the things we’ve done, the family we 
were born into or the education and money we have. Open intelligence 
pride is the indestructible pride of open intelligence itself. It doesn’t 
need any extraneous events in order to have a sense of pride. Open 
intelligence is pride itself; it’s the core of pride without any arrogance. 
It is true pride, the pride that knows itself exactly as it is, where in 
each moment any thought is crystal clear. 


The thoughts, emotions, sensations and experiences no longer need 
to have a special look or role. They just flow along, presenting them- 
selves again and again as the rocket fuel of open intelligence. There is 
not even a noticing or naming them anymore; there is no need to get 
all wrapped up in whatever the labels are, no need to toil over philo- 
sophical questions like, “What am I supposed to be? Am I me or not 
me, a self or not a self?” Who cares? 


Open intelligence is the foremost education. There’s something in 
the text about that today: “The Four Mainstays of open intelligence is 
the foremost instruction, the education informing all others, the one 
that is core in every way, that comes out at the front of all other kinds 
of education, the one that actually has the ability to get right into our 
body, speech, mind, qualities and activities and unlock the power to 
benefit all without learning anything, an entire expanse of knowledge 
at our disposal.” 


As regards how we would build Great Freedom and Balanced View, if 
we had just sat around trying to learn from conventional methods, we 
wouldn’t be sitting here today. From a few people beginning to pass 
the torch of open intelligence, pretty soon the whole world is lighted 
up and on fire. We saw the fires burning there already in over 7,600 
cities on the map we looked at—all from open intelligence getting real 
in people’s lives. 


Human beings are totally precious. We always want what's best; 
that is always in our heart. No matter what our action is, we want 
what’s best. Even a person who has exactly the opposite of our own 
data—which may seem very, very extreme to us—in their heart they 
want the best. It’s just that we haven’t had the tools to see what is the 
best and to see what our real power is. 


Maybe we’ve felt so helpless and powerless that we have to look 
somewhere else: to a deity that lives somewhere else, to some kind of 
theistic structure that has control over human beings and keeps a 
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checklist of our good points and bad points. Maybe we have felt our 
deity is the right one, and everybody else in the world has to follow 
our deity or else we're going to wipe them off the face of the earth. 


It can be that way in society too if everyone gives over their totally 
potent energy to describing people as all kinds of different psychologi- 
cal or personality states, saying that each one can be categorized ac- 
cording to certain states or behaviors. That’s one way of going about 
it, but we really have to ask ourselves about the results of what we’re 
doing. Have these things brought the mental and emotional stability 
that they seem to hold for us, or are they a kind of dangling carrot 
where we think that if we do these things we'll be all right. Have they 
or have they not—check it out. 


Infinite Power 


Today we demand results. If we don’t have a result when we click that 
mouse, we won't go to the Internet site again. It’s the same with all 
the other technologies and methods that we’re using to look at the 
way things actually are. If we try something and we don’t have a di- 
rect experience of who we really are, then we’re very impatient; we 
want to click a reset button that’s really going to work. We won'’t toler- 
ate any bullshit, and we’re not going to fool around anymore. That’s 
what we’re demanding of ourselves right now as a human society: we 
demand what works. 


Twenty years ago most of us had never heard of the Internet, but 
now we make demands that it do something for us that it isn’t yet do- 
ing. Almost everyone every day has this sense, like when we click on 
links and they go to error pages or when the Google servers break 
down. Well, ten years ago most of us had nothing like that; we didn’t 
even know how to use any of the technology that was available. We’re 
becoming more and more demanding in our technologies, and that’s 
why we’ve demanded open intelligence. 


We don’t want to sit around trying to figure out if we have a thought 
disorder or a neurotic tendency and then which one it is out of the 
thousands of labels that fit within that order. We don’t want to enter 
into relationship with each other where we have to say, “I’m this neu- 
rotic tendency, these are my thought disorders, and these are your 
thought disorders.” We’re not permitting that kind of basis of relation- 
ship. We’re demanding and simultaneously permitting in our own ex- 
perience the total power and indestructible stability of human society— 
and not just of human society, but of all things. 
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From data our understanding of the world is extremely limited, and 
we can only grok our own dimension, which is the time-space continu- 
um. However, the power of open intelligence opens up an understand- 
ing of what we are in relation to the whole world and what we are in 
relation to all the other dimensions of existence that from data we 
cannot even see. In each datum we can only see the narrow perspec- 
tive of name tags and labels. From the view of open intelligence we 
open up to the very real, open connectivity, interactivity and interop- 
erability of all intelligence in nature, all intelligence in all dimensions 
whatsoever. 


Human intelligence is now massively networked. As that opens up 
more and more, the networking won't just be with human intelligence; 
it will be with all kinds of intelligences everywhere. Our own intelli- 
gence will expand into a power beyond anything we can imagine, set- 
tling completely into quality, completely into power, completely into 
the ability and the capacity to provide all resources we need. 


By the power of open intelligence we open up to the natural re- 
source that can never be depleted, and in it we find all the resources 
we need—making resources like petroleum and energy from the sun 
insignificant. Infinite power and memory capacity are already built in— 
engineered right here—and all of it is accessed in this simple moment 
of open intelligence. This moment of open intelligence is direct acces- 
sibility and direct connectivity to the potent intelligence of nature, in- 
stantiated right here. 


Empowering Oneself in Open Intelligence 


By the power of open intelligence we move from being totally obsessed 
with all of our sensations, emotions, thoughts—where that is all we’re 
thinking about—to data being totally clear within open intelligence. It 
doesn’t matter whether it’s occurring or not. For someone who is clear, 
it’s easy to see whether others are really involved in their name tags 
or in open intelligence. Very real things come up, and they do need to 
be talked about in a certain way. Different people are willing to be 
supported at different levels. 


For myself for example, when issues come up concerning my physi- 
cal condition, those issues don’t take over the entire perspective. 
They’re a spontaneous appearance of open intelligence; they just are 
whatever they are. It’s laughable to me; I could drop dead this instant 
and it would be fine with me. There’s a shift that occurs from being all 
involved with ourselves to feeling expansive. Whatever our circum- 
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stantial data is, it is the expressions of potent open intelligence, so we 
might as well get used to it! 


You may have a friend who has some kind of legitimate physical is- 
sue; however, it’s really, really important for him to empower himself 
in open intelligence as the healing force of that issue, whatever it is. 
Whether he gets over it and is cured or whether he dies, he will live in 
the ultimate cure. He will always be taking the best medicine, and your 
approach as a friend with him is right on: supporting him in under- 
standing open intelligence as the entire basis shining forth from within 
all these medical labels. This flow of looking at things from data was 
set up for him early on, and so that’s where he automatically goes, but 
it isn’t a statement about who he is. It’s all just his own data, and 
that’s his learning ground and his space of experience—seeing how 
open intelligence shines from within all these data. 


The Commitment to Open Intelligence 


Anyone anywhere can set up an entire work career based only on open 
intelligence, and you don’t have to have a career where there’s con- 
stant jumping from one circle into the next. “Now I have to be talking 
about all the data, but now I have to be talking about open intelli- 
gence.” Open intelligence brings up super-integrity. “What am I doing 
with my life? How do I want to be living? Who do I want to be living 
with? Am I really willing to settle for the way it’s been?” It doesn’t 
matter how much we've accomplished in any field or what all the la- 
bels are associated with that field; we can walk away at any moment. 
One just says, “I won’t do it the old way any longer. I will Support 
people in open intelligence, and I will only accept patients and clients 
who are committed to open intelligence. That’s going to be my stand- 
ard of practice: continuity of care within open intelligence.” It is a sim- 
ple business plan, which makes it easy for you and for everyone. You 
make an agreement right up front to commit to open intelligence — 
just like a therapist makes an agreement with a patient right up front 
to label different diagnoses. 


The commitment right at the start is the commitment to open intel- 
ligence. “This is the work we will be doing together. We will be relying 
on open intelligence rather than data. The context we will use for dis- 
cussing all data is open intelligence, and that’s what we will look to for 
the solutions. This isn’t a setting where we will get together and talk 
about what’s happened with the family history or this, that and the 
other thing. We’re talking about who we are right here—opening that 
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up, showing how that’s been the basis of everything all along, no mat- 
ter what we’ve labeled it.” 


The Twelve Empowerments are the great opening. They show us 
exactly what’s going on in our life and how it’s all been a great flow of 
open intelligence. We get to reinterpret all the misinterpretations 
we've had about life, all the people we’ve blamed and resented and all 
the times we’ve blamed and resented ourselves. We get to see all the 
contempt we’ve had for ourselves and others—all of it. It’s a big relief. 


It takes a lot of work to try to label all our character defects and 
keep them under control in the corral for shortcomings and character 
defects! We didn’t want any of those wild animals to get out, but now 
we can open the gates and let all the wild animals come stomping 
out—even the wild animals we didn’t even know we had. At first it 
might be a little scary, but after a while they are like dear friends. 
“These are my data; so what?” 


We start to see that data simply undo theselves, and we don’t have 
to do anything. Open intelligence is self-releasing in each here-and- 
now. There’s no way to keep it in place; it slips in and out on its own. 
There’s no way to ever capture it and analyze it and say it’s made of 
time and space, matter and energy or anything else. How you want to 
spend your life within yourself and in relationship with others is entire- 
ly up to you. In a real commitment to open intelligence it becomes viv- 
idly clear how that’s going to pan out. 


Solution-Based Support 


When I first began, I found out that there were all kinds of people who 
wanted to come to the training, and I found out that there were lots of 
people who wanted to talk about their data. At first people would call 
me and I would be on the phone for two hours listening to all their da- 
ta streams. I thought, “Okay. Is this how I’m going to live my life?” I 
eventually decided that when the phone would ring, it would be a mat- 
ter of, “I'll listen to your data for three minutes, then tell me what the 
solution is.” The phone calls got much shorter! Then I decided it would 
be, “Don’t call me anymore; email me, and in less than one paragraph 
tell me where it’s at.” No more phone calls. Then the next step was, 
“Well, if you want to hear what I have to say, then you have to make a 
100% commitment to open intelligence.” People wanted to talk about 
all kinds of things, so it was about deciding how I was going to spend 
my life. 
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What applies to me applies to all of us. Of course we want to be as 
much benefit as we can to ourselves and others, and if when we are 
sharing with each other we let others go on and on spewing confusion, 
then it isn’t really helpful. We have a choice in that situation: we can 
either know that they’re open to hearing what the solution is about 
that, invite them to present the solution, or just say, “Excuse me, I 
need to leave now.” No one is ever a hostage to their own data or an- 
yone else's. 


I’m from a family where I’m the oldest of six children, and so of 
course I wanted everything to go right for my brothers and sisters, 
and I still do. However, very early on I learned that all of my ranting 
and raving and ideas about what they should do with their lives didn’t 
work. Now our conversations are, “How are you? I’m glad you’re doing 
well. I’m proud of what you’ve done with your life. You’ve been a great 
example to me. Let’s have a nice dinner together.” 


No matter what our history has been with a person, we can com- 
pletely change it. The kinds of relationships or conversations that are 
entirely overwhelmed with data alone require two people in order to 
have them, and the whole dynamic changes if one person doesn’t buy 
into their data any longer. In families these dynamics can be very in- 
grained. “This one is supposed to be like that, this one is supposed to 
be like that, and that’s the way it is.” In open intelligence no one is 
supposed to be like anything. 


The whole impulse to help someone in your family is really the im- 
pulse of open intelligence to live solidly in itself. However, there’s no 
possibility of being of help to anyone—including yourself—without that 
open intelligence. All the cloying data that have been a habitual run of 
the past, such as getting into depressive states over family members 
or oneself, must be cut through with open intelligence. The relation- 
ship must change completely; it must be cut through at the root, with 
a new relationship opening up. To not continue on like it has been be- 
fore is what serves you and everyone. 


Your Own Clear Example 


Every single person on earth is fully potent and capable of open intelli- 
gence, every single one, and every single person has the complete set 
of skillful means to support anyone else in resting in open intelligence. 
To say, “Oh it isn’t possible for that one,” is just a cop-out. 
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You also don’t have to do any blabbing about open intelligence. 
Show up as the example of yourself, totally enriched with open intelli- 
gence. That’s example enough, and just that has a tremendous effect 
on people. It starts to seep in; they look at you and say, “Wow! Look 
at him, he’s just like me. All of a sudden I feel different.” These radical 
changes in you have more of an effect on other people than all the 
talking you can do. It’s a power that cuts right through all the bull- 
shit—all the history, all the memories, all the projections of the future. 
Your own open intelligence is the basis of the relationship. 


I talk to many people every day, and with many of them I never 
even mention what I do or what they ought to be doing. If someone 
asks, well then, that’s a different story! The key is the request for in- 
struction. Unless someone is requesting, there’s nothing to say. “Can 
you give me an instruction that will benefit open intelligence?” That’s a 
good question to ask. 


It’s impossible to be a true leader when the leadership is based on 
data alone without open intelligence. There are things that could come 
up like, “What will people think of me? Is this the right thing? What if 
this doesn’t work out? Am I being too bossy?” Whatever it might be, 
again, open intelligence is the only solution. Your own decisive, instinc- 
tive recognition of open intelligence is inseparable from benefit, insep- 
arable from service. Open intelligence and service are inseparable— 
service in open intelligence, open intelligence in service. From your 
own clarity you know what to do and how to act in each situation. If 
you’re young, you're just getting accustomed to this; however, by the 
power of open intelligence it will become more and more natural to 
you. 


As a leader, build your team so that everyone is in agreement that 
open intelligence is the core competence, and make sure everyone on 
the team receives training in open intelligence competence. If people 
fall out of alignment with open intelligence as the core competence, 
then you need to see if they still agree that they’re willing to have 
open intelligence as the core competence. If they’ve decided that they 
are no longer willing, then they can leave the team. They've chosen to 
deselect themselves, because the team’s agreement is the core com- 
petence of clarity. 


The Sign, Evidence and Demonstration of Open Intelligence 


We’re trained to think that when we have an afflictive state it’s ours. 
“It’s all mine, my hideous little world.” But by the power of open intel- 
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ligence, we begin to see that this afflictive state represents the same 
afflictive state of multitudinous beings. The realms of health, sexuality, 
worries about money are all a direct reflection and mirror-like respon- 
siveness to the afflictive states of countless beings. It is all the dynam- 
ic energy of total potency, of total power and freedom. 


Be present to those afflictive states in their arising. Shining forth 
from within them is total power, total indestructibility, total and com- 
plete sovereignty. There is nothing to be afraid of in oneself or others. 
Power comes from allowing everything to be as it is. At first there is an 
understanding: “Wow, nothing has an independent nature!” Just the 
simple intellectual understanding alone is such a boon; it is such an in- 
credible good fortune. 


By the power of introduction to open intelligence in short moments, 
that intellectual understanding slips naturally into instinctive recogni- 
tion. That instinctive recognition and understanding are the first evi- 
dence and demonstration of potent benefit; there is no destination of 
benefit to get to, no destination of service to get to. Open intelligence 
itself, potent benefit to every one of us immediately, no matter what 
our afflictive state is, is the sign, evidence and demonstration of the 
potency of open intelligence. 


The fear of one’s own self slips away in the instinctive recognition. It 
is the fearlessness of instinctive recognition—being able to encounter 
everything, no matter how hideous. All the gruesome, heinous meta- 
phors popping up relating to one’s experience of oneself—hells and 
heavens and everything in between—are all the potency of open intel- 
ligence. Any one of them can become a whole world if we want to go 
in there. The simplicity and solidity carry us through. Everything all at 
once—understanding, instinctive recognition, potent benefit—is in each 
moment inseparable. 


If your own data seems unbearable, rely on the Four Mainstays. 
Rugged, rugged! If you’re the last person on earth, the Four Mainstays 
are rugged. Stay with what you are, always in your indestructible na- 
ture. You can’t get out of it; you might as well acknowledge it! All the 
special flavors of your individualized identity, whatever they are, 
they’re expressions of the indivisible identity that unites us all in great 
mutuality. 


As a society we’re looking for release from all our problems by com- 
ing up with intellectual solutions; however, the solution is in getting 
real with who we are. That’s where our potency is. It doesn’t mean sit- 
ting around and talking about it. It means recognizing in the instant of 
our afflictive states the potency that prevails. This is very humbling af- 
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ter all the efforting, paper shuffling and gigabytes of information. Very 
humbling. 


In the kind of humility that we find within ourselves, we find what is 
really stable. Everything we've tried to avoid—the deep dark feelings 
that we have, the emotions, the thoughts, the memories we don’t 
want to think about, the sensations we don’t want to encounter, acci- 
dents, aging, sickness death—in all of this clarity is sovereign, and all 
of it is a demonstration of the potency of open intelligence. 


All afflictive states whatsoever are the evidence of indestructibility. 
We learn that they will destroy us, and they can if we think they’re re- 
al. We sometimes may tend to get spaced out, but in afflictive states 
we're not spaced out at all. We’re solid to the core, right? We know 
where the energy is. 


It’s not in some weird realm over there where blissful beings are 
hanging out. The afflictive states are the blissful beings, interestingly 
enough. This is what open intelligence allows us: the good fortune, the 
incredible gift, the most wonderful boon of release and relief from all 
the psychological and intellectual turmoil and struggle. By the power of 
open intelligence we see solutions to what ails us. 


Open Intelligence Guides the Way 


Never too young, never too old—if you’re just at the beginning with a 
simple understanding, or if you have broken through all afflictive 
states whatsoever, it matters not. You’re in the indestructible open in- 
telligence family. No one can ever get out of it—no one is born into it, 
no one dies outside of it. Open intelligence is the constant affiliation 
throughout all circumstances, where one is always loved, provided for 
and taken care of. 


No matter what the age or the circumstance is, open intelligence is 
the pervasive core of any kind of educational process. So, any situa- 
tion that you are in that you hope to learn about and that you hope to 
be able to contribute something to, the answer is in open intelligence. 
The commitment first is to open intelligence, and the instruction is 
from there. How do we gain confidence in open intelligence to the 
point of complete surety? It’s by trusting it moment-to-moment. Then 
it’s the absolute priority. 


Then open intelligence guides the way and not all the muttering! 


Open intelligence guides the way, showing what to do and how to 
act. The demand to be a certain way, to perform a certain way, to do 
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things a certain way in order to have what we need—all of that settles 
down. More and more all is given in mutual responsiveness, everyone 
taking care of each other naturally without any elaborate systems of 
bartering or exchange. I see this totally alive in the great courage of 
allowing everything to be as it is—the dynamic energy of open intelli- 
gence. No need to indulge data, avoid it or replace it, nothing to hide 
out from, no one to hide out. 


Maybe you have heard some things here that you have never even 
knew you felt, but when you heard it from someone else, it felt like 
you were being ripped to shreds. That’s because that’s you, too. That’s 
why it strikes you so deeply from out of the blue. All of this is within 
us. It is a greatly empowering situation for everyone to share every- 
thing as it is without getting into a big story about it. In this simple 
way everything is known to be like pure space, and all of us instinc- 
tively recognize this in exactly the same way. It’s in the pit of hell— 
realizing that pleasant states are no different from extremely afflictive 
ones. 


In my own case, all of a sudden all of these afflictive states grabbed 
me by the throat and throttled me to the ground, and there weren’t 
any antidotes that worked anymore. That’s the same as it is for every- 
one listening to or reading these talks, or you wouldn’t be listening and 
reading; the antidotes don’t work anymore. The clarity solution is the 
key, and just like you, this is what I saw. So, we are evidence of that 
to each other: short moments, inseparable from the energy of the af- 
flictive state. 


If we let the afflictive state be as it is—boom! Instead of being all 
wiped out or depressed by everything that we’re feeling, we feel ener- 
gized, fearless, fierce and wrathful. Some of us have more experience 
in Knowing what our afflictive states are. We’ve been around for dec- 
ades examining our afflictive states, and maybe we've had friends with 
whom we could talk about our afflictive states for hours and hours. 
“Oh, you wouldn't believe my mother and father, my school teachers, 
the church and everything else,” or whatever our complaint is. 


By letting everything be as it is, we open up into this whole new 
arena of the real depth and profundity of what it is to be a human be- 
ing. We really get it; we totally and completely get that we are help- 
lessly attracted in open intelligence. We are completely together in the 
potent force of open intelligence. Connect in: that’s what short mo- 
ments is. We all want connection, and that’s where connection is—it’s 
in that short moment.

First Share 


There are certain afflictive points of view that I have encountered 
throughout my life, and worries about money would be one of the 
foremost. Cares about money have ruled my family, and there has 
been the feeling that lack of money was the cause of suffering for the 
family. 


The other day I received a mail from back home, and I was remind- 
ed that, indeed, there still is a world out there that has not left suffer- 
ing behind. My mum was writing to say that she was distressed over 
her circumstances—about money, her career and the utter futility of 
life. I began to type out all my ideas about how to make it better, but 
then I just stopped and deleted it all. Rather than write out something 
based on points of view—whether hers or mine—I simply expressed 
my sincere gratitude for her and everything in my life, and that was it. 
I felt incredibly heartbroken by the suffering, but guided by instinctive 
clarity in the same instant. 


As I become more comfortable with this natural abundance of clari- 
ty, I can see that I can be supportive for my family. I can stand strong 
in all the afflictions and assure myself and others around me of abun- 
dance, no matter how many labels come up. 


I find that no matter what the amount of money I have had, the 
same sorts of points of view come up. “I have too much. I have too lit- 
tle. I am too stingy. I spend too much”—a dizzying display when taken 
to have a nature separate from the complete driving force of clarity. 


Points of view about my career meander back and forth: about how 
I am going to obtain notoriety, how I am going to make something of 
myself and how I am going to be the best of the best in whatever I am 
doing. These can be incredibly afflictive. I see through the eyes of clar- 
ity that wanting to be the best of the best is the natural drive of want- 
ing to be of profound benefit, that’s all. There’s no need to get lost 
down differing rabbit holes and get nowhere; I just harness this power 
to make steady, clear actions that support me in gaining confidence in 
clarity. 


Throughout my life I have found comfort in withdrawing myself from 
social circumstances. Often I have felt there was a sort of judge com- 
menting on every word I said, and so I chose to not speak or relate 
with people. I still prefer not to speak often, but the view I have of 
myself being an awkward, socially retarded person is nothing that hin- 
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ders me anymore. It’s still so common that these points of view come 
up when relating, and in a busy community circumstance such as this I 
could say constant social affliction is very pervasive, but these feelings 
no longer dictate my actions. I am forever grateful for this new rela- 
tionship with my afflictive states. 


There is no need to see these points of view as anything other than 
powerful indications of my true clear nature.

I have given up trying to write the perfect value letter with the perfect 
answers! In the text today I read, “Each here-and-now as it is, is the 
gift of clarity.” These are great words that resonate deeply— 
instructions that I know I need to investigate more profoundly in my 
own everyday experience. 


It is stated clearly that the beneficial powers that clarity offers in- 
crease aS we recognize the obviousness of clarity. So, if I don’t see 
much of these beneficial powers expressed in my life, it is simply an 
invitation to rely more on the Four Mainstays and strengthen my 
commitment to clarity. There is no need to dwell on the lack of pro- 
gress; just hold the head up high and rely on clarity again and again. 
In the midst of comparison, self-blame and doubt, clarity shines pow- 
erfully. This I am starting to see. Hearing the proof from other partici- 
pants and teachers makes the trust that it is possible grow stronger, 
even for me. 


Thank you for the opportunity to name and share my most afflictive 
points of view. Here they come! One of my favorites that keeps com- 
ing up in different shapes is, “I am wrong, flawed, a loser.” It is self- 
doubt in different forms and also fear of doing wrong and hurting oth- 
ers. This is how the storyline can go: “I have wasted my life by making 
wrong decisions. Everyone is doing so much better. Everyone can im- 
plement the one simple change but me. I am faking it. I don’t seem to 
make anything worthy out of this life. I am a victim of wrong deci- 
sions. I should have been an actress, a dancer, a singer, an environ- 
mental activist or some other prominent figure. I have destroyed my 
child by making wrong decisions. I am responsible for my family’s suf- 
fering. I am too selfish. There is no hope.” A sadness that feels unend- 
ing and deep as the deepest ocean can often follow these viewpoints. 


Here are some other favorites that can really grip me: 
the idea that one day it will all be fine when I am really stable in rely- 
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ing on clarity, when I find the perfect job, when I am retired, when I 
die. There is the longing for the perfect partner, the prince who is go- 
ing to save me, and fear that he will never show up. There is the need 
for others’ confirmation and love in order to feel good about myself; 
sexual desire; I am better and different from everybody else; wanting 
my family and especially my son to behave in a certain ways; money— 
that I have to make it, that I am not responsible with it; food- 
indulgence. 


Some of the viewpoints of fear of making wrong decisions in regards 
to my child have been coming up. I gently allowed them to be, and I 
take short moments when the endless story-making starts up. There is 
a subtle notion that these afflictive points of view can be experienced 
as pure beneficial power and clarity when I just allow them to flow on 
by. The trust is growing that they cannot hurt me, that there is noth- 
ing to fear. 


I find it very helpful to listen to downloads and turn to my teacher 
when I feel unable to rest with afflictive viewpoints. I borrow trust 
from teachers and friends who have resolved their own afflictive view- 
points. 


It makes me smile writing these down. Just like black letters on the 
computer leave no trace on the computer itself, they leave no trace 
anywhere. They can all be deleted in a moment of clarity.

Death and Other Afflictive Viewpoints 


The Written Text 


When the utter lucidity of death is initially obvious, it is important not 
to stray from lucid open intelligence and to simply relax and allow it to 
be as it is—a blissful expanse free of misery. 


The indestructible Four Mainstays—open intelligence, trainer, train- 
ing and community—carry over seamlessly into death as a blissful ex- 
panse, without separation.

So right now, rest assuredly 
in open intelligence as afflictive states appear. The open intelligence 
you rest in is shining forth within the afflictive state and is not looking 
at it from a distance, like a cat watching a mouse. At the moment of 
death there is no going from one place to another. There is simply a 
super-complete and blissful bright state, which is free from someone 
going somewhere. 
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When dying, do not worry about what will happen to your posses- 
sions—including your body.

Thus, come to terms right now with the 
importance of recognizing that disturbing emotions are simply the 
names of the tremendous power of open intelligence. 


Relax in the power of open intelligence and carry on realizing the 
power and meaning of viewpoints being free of limiting influence. Data 
arise, endure and subside naturally like an invisible breeze in space. 
With authentic reliance on the power of open intelligence, disturbing 
states are undermined. 


The principle of the beneficial power of open intelligence is in its 
surge of data. Carry on instinctively, recognizing ordinary open intelli- 
gence as the surge of each here-and-now. It is impossible for open in- 
telligence to become undermined by data, so just relax like the power- 
ful ease of the great ocean, filled with vital energy and power regard- 
less of ups and downs. 


With open intelligence as the single focus, no countermeasure or cu- 
rative fantasy is necessary to effect relief, and so antidotes to disturb- 
ing states are done away with. Because “you” are the surge of open 
intelligence itself, excessive interest in viewpoints is subsumed in very 
vivid clarity, and their stories and patterns reside in their innate bene- 
ficial power and energy. 


Because the simple lucidity of open intelligence undermines the very 
idea of the existence of non-recognition of open intelligence, non- 
recognition is thoroughly cut at the root. Because sensory impressions 
and visual images are fueled only by open intelligence, by sustaining 
its essence they are recognized to be the power of open intelligence. 


Similarly, sounds of all kinds—evident due to open intelligence—are 
all recognized equally as self-sounds of open intelligence and are like 
an echo unfolding in air—pure, clear and without effect. Thus sensory 
impressions, visual images and sounds are the powerful dynamic en- 
ergy of open intelligence. 
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Due to this there are no compelling stories or emotional reactions 
whatsoever, and the disturbing aspect of data is exhausted complete- 
ly. There is complete power shining from within all descriptive frame- 
works. Data are the surging beneficial power of open intelligence itself, 
and this is the crucial point. 


By the power of open intelligence, all subtle data are settled into a 
natural state of indestructible stability, so it does not need to be forced 
to enter into a stable state by applying counter measures designed to 
oppose them as some kind of danger or threat. When all data are left 
to flow on by, they ramp up to their natural potency. Everything is 
perceived as the power of open intelligence rather than as manifesta- 
tions of confusion, disturbance, affliction or reification. 


Open intelligence is the supercharged beneficial power devouring 
data. Open intelligence demonstrates power in its actual expression as 
immediate circumstances. This is complete power in all experience, 
complete perceptual openness in all experience, freedom in immediate 
perception. 


The power of directly encountering all disturbing mental, emotional, 
physical and experiential states as the actual potent force of beneficial 
power allows you to plan for death without shrinking away from it. 
Simply said: injury, sickness, aging and death are another series of 
emphatic statements of the actual potent force of open intelligence’s 
all-consuming, indestructible power. By the power of open intelligence, 
all data are raw and real power of open intelligence. The intensity of 
allowing all viewpoints to be as they are breaks through to obvious 
open intelligence at all times. 


Letting all data be as they actually are, there is a supercharged ex- 
panse of intelligent benefit, superpower and surety, the emptying of all 
data of their ignorant meaning forever, and the great launching of uni- 
versal benefit, potency and accord. 


The Four Mainstays are the indestructible vehicle comprised of the 
clarity body, speech, mind, qualities and activities, living boldly and 
freely, aware that death can come at any moment, completely pre- 
pared and relaxed about it—super-intelligent clarity the only relation, 
purpose and meaning in all data. Right now, without hesitation, carry 
on extracting and totally enjoying the power of all data. 
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Day Six Talk 


Anyone here who wants to live a life in open intelligence community 
can do so; it’s a matter of making a commitment to it. Just like the 
commitment is made to 100% open intelligence, so we see within our- 
selves that we are capable; we actually have the power to design our 
life to be as we want it to be. If we want to hang out with other people 
committed to open intelligence, we can hang out with them; if we 
want to work only with people committed to open intelligence, we can 
do that. In open intelligence itself the power and courage to make 
changes we never dreamt of comes about. 


In Balanced View we have a whole training on team building accord- 
ing to open intelligence—very specific trainings on how to build an or- 
ganization based on it. We are working with teams of people in all 
kinds of settings: in neuroscience, the scholarship of religion, and al- 
cohol and drug treatment, just to name a few. In these different set- 
tings the people working on that particular project work in open intelli- 
gence teams. 


The power of open intelligence is such that it clarifies all the elabo- 
rations and descriptions we’ve been using to describe everything. It 
clarifies their true meaning and at the same time sheds precise light 
on whatever the description is. By the power of open intelligence we 
tap into the essential fundamental nature of all descriptions; thus we 
are able to have very vivid insight into the nature of all descriptions. 


There is no way for human society to advance in a way that is com- 
pletely beneficial unless we ramp up our intelligence into open intelli- 
gence; that’s all there is to it. Open intelligence has the answers we’re 
looking for. No matter what our field or profession is, open intelligence 
has the answer to that profession. It just requires one person in that 
particular profession who is totally committed to open intelligence to 
build a team related to that profession and to innovate it completely. 


This is exactly what has happened right here at the Center in Skane, 
so we have a solid example that it works. All kinds of mixed up ideas 
and vagueness and misunderstandings are completely cleared up due 
to the empowerment of a team of people. What is required anywhere 
else is similar to what is required right here. 
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Incredibly Powerful Skillful Means 


There are incredible powerful skillful means for actually consistently 
fulfilling the power of beneficial and creative intent. That only comes 
from open intelligence. It can only come from people whose minds and 
bodies are saturated in the vital liveliness of open intelligence; it can’t 
come from people thinking about data, no matter how sophisticated 
the data are. Without adding in this fundamental piece to all the things 
everyone is thinking about in such an advanced way, there can be no 
real breakthroughs to where people want to go. The breakthroughs 
that do occur will be limited because they will have an incorrect under- 
standing of the nature of the way things actually are. So, again, this is 
absolutely key. 


All it takes is you making the commitment in one area and then 
building a powerful team based on the core competence of open intel- 
ligence. That means that when you advertise the job description and 
people show up to take the job, everyone involved is required to have 
the core commitment to open intelligence. It will be understood from 
the beginning that if they decided to go off and get involved in a bunch 
of data, then they have made a choice to leave the team and to dese- 
lect themselves. There is no one to fire them; they fire themselves. 
This is very easy to manage and put into practice. If someone goes off 
into a rage of data, you just meet with the person and say, “Here’s the 
agreement you signed. You signed this agreement to 100% open intel- 
ligence teaming. Are you still aligned to this agreement?” They will ei- 
ther say yes or no. It is so easy. 


Open intelligence breeds open intelligence, just like you can see 
here at the Center: everyone being together, able to do things that 
would seem impossible, like purchase this Center one day and have a 
completely full retreat the next day. It was November three years ago 
when we first hit the ground running, jumping in fully—body, speech, 
mind, qualities and activities. As the laser-like brightness of open intel- 
ligence outshines meaningless elaborations, then everything about the 
elaborations that might work in some way to carry out a task becomes 
very clear. The tool set is there, but it is never any final law in its own 
right. 


Completely Different Ways of Finding Solutions 


Say, for example, due to our elaborations we believe that we are lim- 
ited to a continuum based on time-space and causality, and we have 
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100% committed to the belief in the time-space continuum. The only 
solutions we can see to problems are in the time-space causality con- 
tinuum. It makes perfect sense; the reasoning behind the assumptions 
is simple, anyone can get it, and it’s based on fundamental logic. How- 
ever, there is a more comprehensive order that subsumes the current 
order we believe to exist. By discovering that, we discover something 
fundamental, not only to the time-space continuum, but also to all di- 
mensions and continuums of reality. 


That discovery opens up into activity and interoperability with all 
other dimensions. We’re no long limited to a communication network 
that is just based on the laws of the time-space continuum, mass and 
energy in order to provide computing power and memory storage. 
We’re no longer limited to matter and energy. Those are tools of time, 
space and dimensionality—the way we currently understand it—which 
are built through causal means. 


However, from the piercing view of open intelligence we’re able to 
see completely different ways of approaching problems and completely 
different ways of opening up our communication processes. For exam- 
ple, by recognizing open intelligence and data we start to loosen up. 
We don’t see ourselves in such a fixed, defined way anymore as only a 
single identity, where we’re locked into an individualized identity for- 
ever. 


The vantage of open intelligence and data allows us to liken our- 
selves more to something like the Internet, which is an overall view 
containing all kinds of information processes, which are analogous to a 
stream of data, you could say. Thus, we can see ourselves simply as 
an information process within the great singularity. All of these are 
synonymous: the singularity, open intelligence, the view— 
synonymous; points of view/data and information processes— 
synonymous. 


These are very simple ways of getting down to the basics of physical 
reality without going off into an extreme tangent. Most importantly it 
is required that you know this instinctively in your own experience in 
order to incorporate it into any kind of knowledge system. If you’re an 
engineer or a philosopher or whatever you are, then the only way to 
make an advance in your field that is all beneficial and has never been 
made before is by the power of open intelligence. Only there can you 
lighten up enough to say, “I don’t care what anyone thinks. I know 
this for sure from my own experience, and I am going to start to ad- 
vance based on what I know.” 


For example, there are all kinds of ways the technology underlying 
Great Freedom and Balanced View could be presented; however, by 
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the view of open intelligence it’s possible to see how humans really 
work. We’re not really so complicated as we are told we are. We’re not 
governed by all of the laws of time-space causality that we learned we 
are governed by. We've learned all kinds of things about ourselves: 
that we're fixed entities and that the only way to heal our bodies exists 
within fiddling around with things within the time-space causality con- 
tinuum—through pharmaceuticals, surgeries, chemotherapy, whatever 
all these things are. We have learned to maintain our physical health 
through all kinds of physical processes—data about the way to get us 
balanced. But that has happened so rarely in a totally conclusive way 
for anyone, so why keep doing it? 


We’re result-oriented; we want things that work. We don’t want to 
keep doing the same thing over and over again that hasn’t worked, 
expecting a different result. That doesn’t make any sense. Would you 
do the same thing over and over again that didn’t work? No! If it 
doesn’t work, it doesn’t work, but if it does work, you can build on it. 


Cutting Through All Limiting Elaborations 


I’ve talked a little bit about physical health, but now let’s look at men- 
tal health. We have gotten so lost and confused in this particular area, 
and without open intelligence it’s impossible to have an overview of 
how true mental health can possibly come about. Only with open intel- 
ligence is it possible to see the basic bio-engineering principals behind 
how we identify ourselves as being this way or that. Then once that is 
seen, it’s possible to clearly name those things as “open intelligence” 
and “data.” It’s as simple as that, so why go on talking to yourself or 
anyone else in any other way? It’s an elective process, and you are 
never a hostage or victim to all the elaborations. 


They are all fueled by open intelligence and are the surge of its ben- 
eficial power. Any elaboration is the surge of its beneficial power. Your 
body is the surge of its beneficial power; your speech is the surge of 
its power; your mind is the surge of its beneficial power, and your 
qualities and activities are the surge of the beneficial power of open 
intelligence. By the power of short moments, it becomes incredibly ob- 
vious that the power of your body, speech, mind, qualities and activi- 
ties is diminished, demeaned and boxed in by continuing to label your- 
self according to definitions other than open intelligence and by con- 
tinuing to box yourself in to a personality type or a diagnosis of some 
kind. There is no need to sit around and talk in a meek and disempow- 
ered way. 
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Say you were totally involved in religion or psychology, and now you 
have a strong taste of open intelligence and it is very real for you. You 
can begin to see, hmm, this religion I believed in or this practice of 
psychology looks a lot different if looked at from the vantage of open 
intelligence rather than from the vantage of the data alone. 


The data stream of being afraid of what comes next can be a little 
scary, but it is just another surge of the power of open intelligence 
opening up a new way of looking at things. What is most important is 
to be comfortable and assured in your own experience. The descriptive 
frameworks cannot help you; only the surety and power found in your 
own experience can help you. So, this is absolutely key. 


We as a human society right now are in the very process of sharply 
releasing and cutting through at the root all the limiting elaborations 
that we’ve been applying to ourselves. We've never been able to make 
any kind of breakthrough that would assure mental and emotional sta- 
bility in the millions of years of human society, but now we have. That 
is the power of open intelligence right there. Is open intelligence yet 
another complicated solution that no one can understand unless 
they’ve gone to school for about twenty years and even then they 
don’t really understand it and can’t even apply it in their own life? No, 
it isn’t like that at all. It’s something simple and direct, but at the 
same time it plays out with brilliant complexity. It brings us into an 
optimal state of functioning that completely devours all of our elabora- 
tions as its own energy and fuel. 


We have this profound capacity within ourselves to bring forth tech- 
nologies that are extraordinarily beneficial, that make all of our current 
models obsolete, just like this makes models of dealing with mental 
stability obsolete. It’s a core education that needs to be trained into 
human society from the beginning of life. That’s just the way it is; it 
completely turns over all our ideas about everything. 


Concerns about Money 


People here at the retreat keep bringing up money in their questions 
and comments. For example, “Of course food and shelter come from 
money. I know they do!” However, this is a perception we have been 
trained in, and the only way to subsume it is in your own experience. 
If you continue to believe that money is provisioning everything, then 
it’s going to be impossible to get to the core. 
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Open intelligence is all-powerful and is at the root of the provision- 
ing of everything. All of the money ever possessed—past, present and 
future—is within open intelligence. So, if you want some of it, open in- 
telligence is the place to look for it, not in the money itself. 


Open intelligence is surety. Have you ever hung out in a place that 
isn’t good for you? You just know something bad is going to happen 
there, but you do it anyway. It’s the same way with some of these da- 
ta sets. If you hang out there, you know something’s going to happen 
to you that you won't like or that you might regret later. Money might 
be one of these data sets for you. 


You don’t have to be in any hurry; there’s no need to come to an 
absolute conclusion about this right here today—immediately— 
although you’re completely free to do so if you’d like to. However, by 
the direct encounter with this data set in your own experience, if you 
don’t already, you will grow to see it as the surge of total prosperity, 
as the surge of fulfilling an unimaginable scope of ability to consistent- 
ly produce whatever you need or want.

First Share 


I had all of what conventional life could offer: nice parents, beautiful 
sisters, a peaceful childhood on a small farm in one of the riches coun- 
tries in the world, a good education, a loving husband, a beautiful 
home, a great career, money and perfect health. I could say that I had 
it all. In a perfect world there was nowhere for an existential depres- 
sion to penetrate, but it did, because there are no conventional com- 
forts that are waterproof in the rain of points of view. 


In my early thirties it all started to fall apart, one thing after the 
other. One day there was no husband or great career anymore. My 
mastery in creating comfortable circumstances did not work any longer 
and neither did my strategies of controlling my inner and outer cir- 
cumstances. There was no more energy to please everyone. My pas- 
sion for changing the world disappeared into cynicism and sadness. I 
was left with heartbreak over a failed marriage and other failed inti- 
mate relationships I attempted to have. This was mixed with raging 
fear that I would never meet Mr. Right before it was too late to have 
children. There was nothing to hold on to anymore. 


I tried to continue to work, but soon I collapsed into a two-year de- 
pression, and wherever I turned I couldn’t find any meaning in life. 
The support I got just gave me more negative ideas about people, 
places and things that I could blame for my circumstances. I searched 
high and low for contentment and stability in my life. I tried conven- 
tional psychotherapy; I became a spiritual seeker shopping around in 
the world of alternative therapies and workshops, but at best I could 
only find temporary relief. 


Spinning around in loneliness, total despair, panic and overwhelming 
sadness I could not see how this would ever change. I indulged in the- 
se afflictions day in and day out. The thought of this being an endless 
afflicted state that would go on forever made me think that maybe sui- 
cide was best, but I was too scared to do it. My self-confidence was 
below zero. Even to pay bills or to answer the telephone seemed too 
big of a task. The great success I had had in my career felt like a dis- 
tant dream, as if it had never happened. 


Now I could not even work. I was full of guilt and self-blame to- 
wards my husband. I ate unhealthy food and gained weight, ate even 
more food to punish myself and started to hate myself even more. I 
had a constant chatter in my head telling what I failure I was.

The courage to face my so-called monsters with unwavering clarity 
has showed me that I can be clear and stable in the stormiest ocean of 
afflictions. Wow! That leaves me with endless gratitude for the ulti- 
mate human potential that becomes evident when points of view are 
left as they are. It leaves me with the great yearning to be of benefit, 
benefit, benefit. 


In gratitude to my afflicted states and my courage and willingness to 
see them just as they are.

A few years ago I had a view of the world that saw society as an in- 
credible failure; I saw a mess and struggled to either be a part of it or 
be apart from it. I saw the world as being always in opposition to me, 
and I dreamt it would someday be something I could release myself 
from.

The Blast that Blows Open the Here-and-Now 


The Written Text 


A forceful blast of introduction to open intelligence blows everything 
wide open. These are three inseparable power-points: 


Ls Introduce open intelligence. 
2 Rely on open intelligence. 
3. Display the immediate open intelligence power. 


Living like this, each here-and-now presents no difficulty and releas- 
es itself. The power-charge of the Four Mainstays accelerates the 
recognition and force of open intelligence in your own experience. 


The authority of the introduction to open intelligence blows wide 
open the vast open intelligence view, so that limiting descriptions do 
not take hold. First, stop thinking. A bare openness remains. Not 
thinking, remain without thought. In that naked view is an even regis- 
tering of everything that appears in the here-and-now. Next, descrip- 
tions begin to arise and are due to bare clarity openness. The descrip- 
tions are the surge of clarity’s power to exalt you and human society 
with beneficial qualities and activities—open intelligence in all experi- 
ence, complete freedom in immediate perception. 


The naked open intelligence view’s power is trained up to potent lu- 
minosity by instinctively recognizing that all data are simply the super- 
surge of open intelligence, regardless of description. Open intelligence 
and data are inseparable like the sky and the color blue. Data that 
shine forth in open intelligence are the dynamic power of open intelli- 
gence itself, like very powerful light at high noon filling the sky. The 
training up of open intelligence is similar to the light of dawn develop- 
ing into the full light of high noon. Upon initial introduction, open intel- 
ligence is obvious right away; over time it grows brighter and brighter, 
simple as that. 
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The force of this introduction delivers the sudden, sharp blasting 
open of all data—a thorough blow. “Thorough blow” means data are 
blown open fully, completely in indivisible, instinctive open intelli- 
gence. The seeming solidity, power and influence of reification— 
granting data an independent nature—is blown open so as to get to 
the obvious reality that is always present.

That kind of thorough blow is what is meant here; one that is doubt- 
less and unquestionably so. The term “thorough blow” means data are 
decisively blown open, regardless of their description, so as to arrive 
directly at their all-pervasive open intelligence power. 


An infinitely increasing surge of open intelligence is spontaneously 
present, the binding force of all viewpoints. Each here-and-now is ripe 
with all-potent dynamic open intelligence, an infinitely increasing surge 
of expansive intelligence, prosperity and generosity.

Introduction to open intelligence—our super-identity—is a thorough 
blow, unleashing open ended power right now in everyday experience.

Educating Our Children 


Some children have a natural disposition to open intelligence, so it’s 
very important for human society to give all the support it can to those 
children who have that disposition. If children do not have a natural 
disposition, it’s important to still encourage them—especially through 
one’s own example—to rely on open intelligence. Then if they still 
choose to not rely on it, we can show them how to cultivate positive 
data. These are the two approaches with children: either relying on 
open intelligence or cultivating positive data. 


In an open relationship of total respect and trust, the respect and 
trust come from knowing for sure that each individual has the capacity 
to rely on open intelligence. There isn’t anyone anywhere who does 
not have the capacity to rely on open intelligence. Everyone can be in- 
troduced to open intelligence, and then it’s up to them to rely on it, 
but if they will not rely on it, then it is paramount to cultivate positive 
states in order to be happy within themselves and in good relationship 
with other people. However, open intelligence makes it easy, because 
then the natural relating with everyone and everything is open and 
pervasive. This is clear from the beginning, in the first moment of in- 
troduction. It blasts open everything; it blasts open all the data that 
seem so locked in place, and then we simply get used to it. 


Basically we treat children like they have no capabilities and that 
they need to learn them all from us. It’s very important to be firmly 
assured within oneself that everyone is fully endowed with open intel- 
ligence, no matter what their expression may be that seems other- 
wise. I am absolutely convinced that this is what has given me the re- 
lationship I have with my own children. The relationship is endowed 
with my absolute assurance that they are fully capable, and so every- 
thing that goes on with us is based on that fundamental premise. Very 
simple. I’ve always felt that way about them, so it’s been easy. I know 
that within themselves they have the power to make good choices and 
decisions.

Today it’s easy to have an educational process for any child that is re- 
ally top notch, and it will be increasingly that way. Children won’t need 
to go to a special place called “school” anymore; a lot of the schooling 
will take place right at home or in another location. All of the education 
would be extremely high quality, with everyone in the world having 
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equal access to the finest education. It’s happening right now, and it 
will continue to happen and will sharply accelerate. 


It’s a very simple matter to provide a fantastic education to every- 
one on earth through very simple technologies that we have available 
today. A single individual has committed himself to providing the finest 
math education available through the Khan Academy, which considers 
every single angle on mathematics—from basic mathematics to the 
most advanced mathematics related to economics and how to apply all 
of it in everyday life. That’s already available to everyone, and there 
are many other similar educational offerings. What an exciting turning 
point, and to package that together with open intelligence—wow! We 
are something else! I’m so excited that I live at this time. 


The Greatest Healing Method 


We can’t get out of seeing the innate mental and emotional stability 
we all carry. There’s no way we can escape from that. It’s out now; it 
has come out of the closet! People will naturally stop talking about 
themselves as a pathological condition and as someone who is 
weighed down by all kinds of ideas. We’re not talking about going from 
one place to another; we’re talking about this right here. We’re de- 
manding it of ourselves, like with all other evolutionary leaps. 


We have trained ourselves to see our own identity as a complexity 
of all these descriptions, and then because we treated ourselves that 
way, when we looked at others, that was all we saw. We thought that 
they were only their descriptions. When we no longer see ourselves as 
our descriptions, then when we look out there and, wow, everyone 
looks great—so capable and so complete. Even if a person is acting in 
a totally bizarre fashion, there’s still complete assurance that the per- 
son has everything they need to have complete mental and emotional 
stability. 


Some of the people we meet may have radical mental and emotional 
instability, but to meet that person with the complete assurance and 
confidence that their mental and emotional stability is innate is the 
greatest healing method that anyone can ever possibly bring to anoth- 
er person. That occurs without having to say anything. Whether it’s 
with children or with someone in an extreme state, this is a very pow- 
erful way of touching another human being—again, without ever say- 
ing anything. For me no one is their data stream—it’s absolutely im- 
possible—and that confidence only comes from one’s knowledge of 


oneself and complete open intelligence about the way things actually 
are. 


Persist in Open Intelligence 


It is important to realize that the strategy of cultivating positive states 
is a last ditch resort. So, that will clear that up right away! There are a 
lot of schemes about producing what we think we need: a healthy 
business, financial capability, the right kind of relationship interaction; 
however, in open intelligence there is no scheme whatsoever. The 
prime directive of open intelligence is fueled by itself, and out of that 
comes the activity. There are no predesigned activities; every interac- 
tion is spontaneous. 


In open intelligence we’re able to greet life with a tremendous force 
and ferocity of absolutely appropriate connection that is a truly real 
love—a love that allows for a full range of true love-relating rather 
than whatever choked ideas we have had about being with each other. 
There isn’t anything we need to figure out about ourselves. All we 
need to do is rely on open intelligence. 


If we want to know about our femininity or our masculinity, it’s al- 
ready done in open intelligence. By the power of open intelligence we 
are a real person, a real identity without any fakery, without a bunch 
of trumped-up ideas about who we are, who we’ve been and who we'll 
be in the future. We have learned to make everything so complicated, 
but we find out that it’s actually very simple—but at the same time 
very radical, very fruitful, very fired up, very juiced up right now. This 
is the easy way. 


Cultivating positive states is simply something that people do—until 
they are introduced to open intelligence. After that, cultivating positive 
states is no longer an option. Positive states, neutral states and nega- 
tive states are an expanse of equalness. If we’re trying to cultivate any 
particular state, then it doesn’t allow for the power of open intelligence 
to show up. 


The kinds of power and profound and potent insights that are in 
open intelligence are completely inaccessible when one is cultivating 
positive states. You could try to cultivate the most refined intellect ev- 
er known to humankind in relation to any subject, and it would have 
no potency compared to coupling that same knowledge with open in- 
telligence. It would just be so far beyond anything that one could ever 
have gotten out of merely cultivating positive states. Persist in open 
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intelligence assurance, open intelligence familiarization and open intel- 
ligence confidence; persist in that alone and you'll know exactly how to 
proceed. 


True Healing 


If you are in a healing profession, it’s really important to first of all 
gain confidence in open intelligence in relation to all of your own data 
before ever advising others about anything. Unless we get beyond the 
current cause-and-effect intelligence that we’re playing out all the 
time, we will never really know how powerful we are in relation to cir- 
cumstances. By dealing with the issue only from data, the best that 
can be presented to a person is a range of options with a ploy ora 
strategy, but that has no guarantees whatsoever. Open intelligence 
does have a guarantee. 


If for instance people had allergies that they wanted to have treat- 
ed, they could go through all the tests using different foods to try to 
understand how to cure the allergy. The resulting treatment could 
work in some way, but it will never give them any sense of complete 
total well-being. Proceeding with that line of treatment is a total shot 
in the dark; however, by the power of open intelligence-assurance in 
your own experience, you get to see what the afflictive states of your 
own body and mind really are—the potency of open intelligence itself. 


It’s the beginning and the end of your own health and the beginning 
and the end of a healthy human society. Take the radical plunge that 
completely releases all hope and fear. Within that you'll know what to 
do and how to act. That has to be the basis. 


See What’s Really in There 


There’s no back door: it’s either one hundred commitment or not. By 
the power of short moments, open intelligence will be obviously con- 
tinuous. It already is continuous; it’s just that by the power of these 
short moments, which are radically simple, it becomes obvious that it 
has always already been continuous. 


Someone had commented about open intelligence not being present 
for them when they were relating with the opposite sex. Whether 
you’re presently relating with the opposite sex or not, there can never 
be a full-on relationship with anyone without open intelligence. You 
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can’t fool yourself. You could make all kinds of assumptions about 
open intelligence not being present, but where exactly did it go? You 
can’t get out of it: if you decide to rely on it, that is fueled by open in- 
telligence; if you decide not to rely on it, that is fueled by open intelli- 
gence; if you feel yourself in a downhill spiral, that is fueled by open 
intelligence. That’s the magic touch right there; there’s no way out and 
no way in. 


There are all these states going on, and it really needs to get to the 
level where you can look at what is going on in the pits of despair and 
every realm that you have ever visited. As all these subtle things are 
floating around—the jealousies, how miserable you can make yourself, 
this, that and the other thing—look at it specifically. “What about that 
jealousy? Who am I jealous of?” Then, sit down and write it out the 
most horrible way that could ever play out. “I’m so jealous of that one. 
My gosh, look at them; look at what they’re doing and look at what 
I’m not doing. They’re a shining star and I’m a lowly nothing.” What- 
ever it might be, get down into the depths of your feelings about that. 
“I’m no good, I’ve never been any good and I'll never be good. This is 
such a rotten life. I can’t stand it. What the hell am I doing here; get 
me out of here.” All the while remain as you are, no matter what’s go- 
ing on. Get down with all the data. If you really need to communicate 
about the data, go to the very basis and see how far you can go. See 
how miserable you can make yourself in your own data stream! 


If you see somebody else and they’re acting bizarre, and you can’t 
detach yourself from what they’re thinking, write about what’s going 
on with them. “Oh, they must be a real weirdo, a manic depressive. 
Who knows what they’re thinking. They’re probably thinking this about 
me and that about the other one.” See how far you can take it. In- 
stead of just skating on the surface with all these little butterfly sets of 
data, see what's really in there. When you look, you find more and 
more that whatever you’re looking at, there isn’t anything there. 
Where is it? 


Develop the intensity of these really awful, horrid data. That’s the 
real open intelligence power right there. You’re not indulging them; in- 
dulging them means mindlessly going off on a whole story of data. In- 
stead, use negative data as a support in maintaining open intelligence 
while you vomit forth all the negativity. In this way they’re known to 
be the surge of power, and the only experience you’re left with is the 
surge of power. This is the distinction: indulgence is just mindless re- 
gurgitation of data with no escape, but using negative data as a sup- 
port is to maintain open intelligence, inseparable from the power surge 
of data. 
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The Power of Discernment 


Many of us are afraid of our data streams. We’re trying to be nice, and 
we want the nice data, because they are the ones that show us we 
have an identity that is okay. We’ve learned that if we don’t have nice 
data, then there’s something wrong with us. At some point though we 
have to face the truth, and an easy way to do that is to purposely con- 
front all data in your own experience. Otherwise, we only do things 
that hint at these types of data, like watching a movie such as The 
Terminator or Friday the 13th or something like that. By diverting our- 
selves we get to have all kinds of excited states, but they’re not really 
connected with us. 


Afflictive states hold immense potency to really break out of all con- 
ventional ideas about how to proceed. They allow us to break through 
our little teeny voice into the potency of truly beneficial speech. Until 
then we just try to play with different strategies. Earlier I mentioned 
one of the strategies: intuition. If there is a strong force and a weak 
force in the physical world, then you could say that intuition is the 
weak force. It’s just another point of view. We might say, “Oh, now 
I’ve got my intuition; this is the answer,” but the first question to ask 
would be how many times it has been the right answer. Intuition is 
just another point of view, and we draw wisdom and profundity from 
open intelligence itself—not from fleeting intuitions. We rely on what is 
stable, permanent, unchanging and indestructible. There can be in- 
sights, thoughts, emotions, sensations, whatever they are, but we rely 
on the power of open intelligence. 


All of us have been through a very wide range of all kinds of power- 
ful, negative and neutral states already, and we have tried all kinds of 
strategies in relation to them. We know what the whole game plan is; 
we've all had enough afflictive states and we know what they are. By 
the power of open intelligence we get to go beyond all our precon- 
ceived definitions that we’ve been using about all these afflictive states 
and other states. We get to rest firm and solid in the power of open 
intelligence, rather than in all the preconceived definitions. 


In these very afflictive states we find real power—the power of dis- 
cernment and the power to accomplish any beneficial activity we set 
out to accomplish. These are real powers of real human beings carry- 
ing clarity identity to the maximum degree.

First Share 


I used to value my intellect and learned knowledge. It made me feel 
slightly better about myself if I knew more facts about everything than 
anyone else. I was very adept at amassing truckloads of secondhand 
information, and I became expert at proving that my secondhand 
knowledge was better and more important than other people’s. There 
was so much effort, so much struggling to polish this thinnest of ve- 
neers, but it only obscured a life overwhelmed by cynicism, negativity, 
depression and boredom.

(The written text is in bold. The commentary is in normal script.) 


Blissful pleasure without cause is natural identity, potent bene- 
fit its display. So simple, right here in the current data: blissful 
pleasure without cause. The fundamental identity, the essence right 
here in the current data, whatever that is. 


The blast blows everything into wide open intelligence, devour- 
ing all pleasure-related data in great bliss. Just that—the very 
precious, greatly fortunate introduction to open intelligence. It devours 
everything in great bliss. Just allowing it to be as it is, everything is 
devoured in great bliss. 


In open intelligence, pleasure is no longer associated only with 
specific activities. Moment-to-moment we go along increasingly each 
moment unveiling more pleasure. We start to see, whoa, it doesn’t 
matter what I’m thinking, what I’m feeling, what I’m sensing, what I’m 
experiencing—everything is an emphatic statement of bliss, without 
any idea about bliss.

bliss; in lethargy and fixation—self-arising bliss; in complete freedom 
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from all absolutes—self-arising bliss. It doesn’t matter how we dress it 
up—naked bliss. This frees up our energy, because we're no longer al- 
ways seeking pleasure with our energy. 


The great cheering up of society in open intelligence uninstalls 
the puppet program of continuous pleasure-seeking and simul- 
taneously installs unending bliss. The game is over. No pleasure to 
seek anywhere but right here. It’s up to us. We run on a program we 
installed ourselves; we’re responsible for our own descriptions. No one 
else can make us have them, so we’re never a victim of any of our da- 
ta—not ever, never a victim. In instinctive open intelligence we give up 
our right to be a victim: victimized by all those data society forced on 
us or our family or whoever we’re blaming. We're self-responsible in 
instinctive open intelligence; we uninstall the victim program and sim- 
ultaneously upload bliss. 


Blissful pleasure is always fully loaded in all circumstances, the 
operating system of identity. Blissful pleasure is always fully loaded 
in all circumstances whatever they are, the operating system of identi- 
ty. It’s very common that when introduced to instinctive open intelli- 
gence, one of the first questions that comes up is, “Well, what about 
war; what about child abuse,” or what about whatever examples it 
might be. The only way to overcome all negativity of all kinds individu- 
ally and collectively is in open intelligence. Just as instinctive open in- 
telligence makes all special states obsolete in the individual, thus it 
does so in society. It’s not rocket science; it’s very easy. 


Just as we lose track of things that happened long ago, so society 
can lose complete track of ever being involved in suffering. It’s up to 
us individually. We lose track of all memories of suffering in instinctive 
open intelligence, because everything is self-arising bliss. In this way 
we go beyond all causal effort, we go beyond cause and effect as a 
mechanism for making us feel the way we do.

Thus, empowered to truly enjoy all of these with an attitude of 
carefree openness and responsibility, we carry on living with 
great ease no matter what comes about. When there’s no pleas- 
ure to get to, nothing to derive some time in the future, everything is 
freed up in beneficial qualities and activities. No need to sit around 
forever enjoying some blissful state; bliss embodied in every single 
moment, no matter what it’s looking like. 


Benefit, prosperity and generosity replace constant lack and 
search for satisfaction and fulfillment. So easy and simple, a very 
direct equation: no pleasure to find in the future. It’s right here in the 
panic attack, in the terror, in the anxiety, in the imagined state of per- 
fect bliss, the imagined state of perfect open intelligence—each mo- 
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ment equal, no fabricated framework to put together in order to enjoy 
oneself. Complete release from the prison of the pleasure motive and 
of looking for something sometime in the future. This moment stripped 
naked, just as it is. 


When a sensory twinge or urge is automatically described as 
sexual or erotic, open intelligence ignorance holds sway, un- 
folding a confusing story about these data. How many times have 
we had an erotic urge and then had a whole story unfold about it? 
Maybe you just realized you ended up with someone for fifty years be- 
cause of that! By misunderstanding the fundamental nature of experi- 
ence, all kinds of stories unfold. By correctly understanding and in- 
stinctively recognizing the nature of every single thing—the actual 
identity of every single datum—complete pleasure is derived. No con- 
fusion any longer; you are able to sort things out, because in the con- 
fusion is found no confusion. In confusion itself is found open intelli- 
gence. In the very labeling of confusion, of fabricating some kind of 
confused state, is self-arising bliss. No confusion any longer because in 
confusion, there’s no confusion. 


From the moment of birth, we teach ourselves to describe cer- 
tain bodily sensations, thoughts, emotions and other experi- 
ences as sexual or erotic by nature. Whatever we do, it’s okay; 
just relax, get to know yourself exactly as you are. 


When this data is granted an independent nature, it creates 
chaos and extremely confused states that are lifelong. It’s okay, 
take it easy. 


By the time puberty is reached, complete confusion sets in. By 
misunderstanding the nature of identity, by puberty complete confu- 
sion sets in. We have no idea what’s going on. 


Puberty is actually the period for fully recognizing, launching 
and spontaneously demonstrating the great power of benefit to 
be displayed by a mature human. When the potent sexual urges 
and surges of childhood and adolescence are misidentified as 
real and independently existent, a lifetime of bewilderment and 
diminished energy ensues. We simply didn’t learn this; however, 
we’re our own parent right now. Open intelligence is where it’s at. We 
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always have an indestructible family home, and we can rely on that 
without fail to sort out any of the limiting confusions we have about 
anything. In open intelligence we clear it all up. AS we do, we naturally 
feel more energetic; it’s just the way it is. We don’t have anything to 
keep in place anymore, no states we need to avoid in order to feel 
good. We find the real feel-good, just as it is right here. 


If open intelligence is trained up as the nature of all erotic or 
sexual viewpoints, then open intelligence is discovered to be 
the potent erotic situation we feel driven to find. Right here, 
whatever you're thinking about, whatever image you have, it’s the 
perfect erotic situation. So get real; that’s where it all begins. 


Only open intelligence is the basis for enduring relationship of 
any kind; otherwise, all relating—individual and collective—is 
fundamentally driven to indulge, avoid or replace the great va- 
riety of erotic or sexual or other data.

It doesn’t matter what the datum is, each one of them is equally en- 
dowed with pleasure and bliss. When we are confused about this, we 
think that certain data are the source of erotic pleasure, but we'll clear 
that up completely now! The whole notion of describing something and 
putting it into a fixed framework limits pleasure, because pleasure is in 
self-arising bliss. 


I am married, and I’m in a monogamous relationship. I have two 
children, both around forty years old, and eight grandchildren. Like 
everyone else I have been subjected to all of society’s data about sex 
and everything else. I know exactly where everybody’s coming from in 
terms of avoiding, indulging, replacing and clarifying sexual data. 


The clarification of data as self-arising pleasure and bliss is really 
the zenith of erotic experience. Unless that is so in our individual expe- 
rience, we have never really taken a lover. Each experience is that un- 
ion of open intelligence and data. This may sound corny, but it really is 
that way. With everything I’ve been through in terms of being married, 
having children, raising children, having grandchildren, living life in all 
kinds of ways—there have been many, many things that have oc- 
curred, just like with everyone else. However, the full-fledged showing 
up for that, in, of, as, and through open intelligence, without open in- 
telligence being confined to any particular thing or situation, is just the 
greatest erotic experience that could ever be imagined. 


Self-Arising Bliss 


Whatever your own experience is, it is the source of bliss and erotic 
pleasure. It’s really impossible to ever have any kind of satisfactory 
sexual relating with anyone else without fully entering into that. All da- 
ta, no matter what they are, are equally self-arising bliss. So many 
times we learn that there are data that limit bliss and pleasure— 
desire, no desire, boredom, exhilaration, fatigue, lethargy, honey- 
moons, the wedding night, tons of money, no money, living in a cave, 
living in a mansion—whatever they are. We get all these ideas about 
where pleasure is or where it will come from. However, whatever our 
experience is, whether it’s the terror of the moment or the joy of the 
moment, allowing everything to be exactly as it is with no special situ- 
ations or special states is the real act of indivisibility. That makes life 
very easy. 
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In that is such tremendous freedom, because everything—desire, 
jealousy, pride, ignorance, anger—is completely freed up by allowing it 
all to be as it is. The height of erotic pleasure is allowing all of that to 
be. Erotic pleasure is fulfilled in our own data—whatever is arising 
right now. Sometimes people feel uncomfortable if they’re riddled with 
desire, and sometimes people feel uncomfortable if they have no de- 
sire; however, it just is whatever it is. In open intelligence we get to 
be familiar with the full range of data without making it into a descrip- 
tion of who we are. Many of us feel driven by sexual urges—as if we 
didn’t have any control—but this is a datum, too. We might as well 
simply relax and enjoy the inherent bliss in every single datum. 


The built-in birth control, so to speak, is in open intelligence. Real 
birth control never comes about from a pill or any other device. We 
can think that it has, but it never really does. We have within us a way 
to control our population. No one ever need be sexually out of control; 
inherently, no one /s ever sexually out of control. That is the basic sex 
education that we need, and without that all kinds of things will play 
out. 


The Height of Intimacy 


We have all kinds of relationships to our data, depending on who we 
are. Some have a propensity to indulge, others to avoid, others to re- 
place, others to clarify. Our own sexuality and erotic drive are really 
the fundamental drive to rely on open intelligence in order to sort eve- 
rything out. 


From the time we were very small, most of us have trained our- 
selves to have certain data sets about different bodily sensations and 
to identify those as somehow sexual, but who says they have to be 
sexual? Where is that a law? We have the complete power to interpret 
our experience in any way we want to. If we interpret it as sexual, 
that’s a choice. If we get locked down in that, that’s a choice. 


I could look out at a large group of people, and everyone would look 
totally desirable and pleasant to me, and for me that’s no problem. 
Every single person I see looks great to me. A lot of times we restrict 
ourselves and restrain our natural responsiveness, because we get 
choked up in ideas of what appropriate conduct is and what appropri- 
ate thoughts, emotions, sensations or other experiences are. The most 
intimate we can ever be is with our own experience, whatever that is. 
That’s really the height of intimacy. Whatever our experience is, 
whether we deem it sexual or not, that is an offering of pure pleasure. 
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Depending on our circumstances we all have different attitudes 
about sexual experience. Whatever our attitudes are, they are entirely 
circumstantial. Some of us grow up and we feel restricted about data 
related to erotic pleasure, and we feel they might be scary or even ter- 
rifying for different reasons. Or it could be the opposite extreme: we're 
completely out of control, and if we have a sexual desire we think we 
have to act on it. Whatever these data are, they can only be resolved 
and brought into complete accord and intimacy through open intelli- 
gence. 


Whether you’re in a sexual relationship or not, it’s okay to have 
erotic pleasure, because that is the natural drive of all human beings. 
It’s the essence of fulfillment in each moment. By letting sexual desire 
be as it is as a datum, we come into satisfactory sexual experience, 
sometimes for the first time. Sex isn’t a special datum and the erotic 
drive is not a special datum—they are equal to every other datum. All 
these data really are uncontrollable, and trying to manage erotic or 
any other data leads to a feeling of dissatisfaction, like there’s some- 
thing more to get. 


Normalizing All Data 


There are no longer impulses and drives that seem abnormal. That 
means everything is normalized, and it’s normalized in great pleasure 
and bliss, where there’s no special act that is needed to create pleas- 
ure or bliss. Any kind of sexual relating can be really enjoyable, be- 
cause it doesn’t require any special set of data. There’s complete free- 
dom. Things come up such as, “Oh, well, I have to be thinking this,” or 
“I better not be thinking that,” or “I’m a weirdo,” or “What about all 
those things that happened earlier on when I was a kid, or when I was 
sexually assaulted,” or whatever it was. All these things might be 
problems for us, and they might appear when we’re involved in sexual 
experience. All of our attitudes about sex will come up when we get 
together with someone else, and they'll start to play themselves out 
exactly where we don’t want them to—in bed! 


So, maybe we sign up for a tantric workshop, and we'll see how to 
do it and what to do and what to think and how to ask them to do that 
and tell them not to do that—really, oh my God! I’ve never been to 
one of those workshops, but you could say that I’ve held my own! 


By allowing all these data to be as they are, we relax in the realm of 
sexual relating. We can really take it or leave it. That’s the way it’s 
supposed to be—take it or leave it—not controlled by it, but not avoid- 
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ing it either. Encountering everything fully and directly. We each have 
our own little scenario we’ve created about a perfect sexual experi- 
ence, but whatever that scenario is, it’ll never work out. If it’s some 
kind of scenario about someone needing to look a certain way to be 
sexually attractive or a sexually satisfying experience will never work 
out. It doesn’t matter how attractive the other person is, that’s never 
going to make your sexual experience unendingly satisfying. 


In open intelligence, sex becomes satisfying—just like everything 
else is satisfying. It’s normalized; it is not some kind of thing to avoid 
or to impulsively indulge or something that needs to be replaced with 
something else because the urge is too great or too little. By the pow- 
er of your own open intelligence, in coming together with someone 
else you can learn a lot about yourself. 


But guess what? You don’t even need anyone else. You're sexual, 
strong and free exactly as you are without anyone else. There’s a lot 
of data involving your sexual twinges and urges that can be explored 
with yourself, and if you want to do that without involving anyone else, 
you can. We each have complete freedom in that regard, no matter 
what we’ve learned. The whole purview of our data is just within our 
own view, so it’s entirely up to us to normalize it. No one else can do it 
for us. We can’t go to someone else who will tell us exactly how to do 
that; we can only see how to do that in our own experience, in the 
reach and range of all of our own data, no matter what they are. 


Real Freedom 


In this way, every moment becomes one of erotic pleasure. Some 
people like sex and some people don’t, but so what? It really doesn’t 
matter; take it or leave it. This is an attitude of carefree openness. 
When all the urges, surges, twinges, thoughts and emotions are all 
sorted out in the bliss of open intelligence, then we have real freedom 
individually, and we have real freedom as a society. There’s no mis- 
take about it, there really isn’t. 


People go through all kinds of things in a relationship, and to have a 
framework of expectation for yourself or others related to sexuality is 
totally a dead end. If you have some kind of expectation of another 
person or of yourself, all of that has to be sorted out. There are all 
these expectations, all these drives, all these impulses, all the fanta- 
sies, all the thoughts, emotions and sensations. By not trying to fix 
them up, not trying to shove them into a certain little form, letting 
everything be as it is, that’s where the real freedom is found. 
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Have you ever noticed that in actual erotic involvement, whoa, the 
data really go wild? “Whoops, better not be having that one! I’m think- 
ing about that horrible thing that happened when I was a kid,” and so 
on. Whatever it is, let it be as it is. This will open up the ability to real- 
ly be completely at ease. You could look at everyone and think they 
look great, or you could think that you would never want to get into 
bed with anybody ever again, but both are equal. There’s no mystery 
involved at all. It is very straightforward: basic self-knowledge, right 
here. 


In that immediate self-knowledge of the pure pleasure of the here- 
and-now, all these things get sorted out. We find that we've really 
been subjected to all kinds of social injunctions about erotic desire, 
and they come flooding in from everywhere—from religion, education, 
the criminal justice system. But we take responsibility. In open intelli- 
gence all our gender roles and everything else that we’ve imagined as 
related to erotic desire or involvement is completely normalized. It’s 
fine for everyone to look good to you or not—women and men or a 
particular one of either gender; it just doesn’t matter, take it or leave 
it. 

By normalizing all your data in the great bliss of open intelligence, 
you know exactly how to proceed. You know what it means to really 
involve another human being in your life in that way, and you can ap- 
proach it with great responsibility. That can only come about by nor- 
malizing all your data in open intelligence. This is the way to be re- 
sponsible. It’s not a mystery: you take responsibility for yourself and 
all your own data, whatever they are in this moment. That’s the great- 
est act of pleasure, right there. If you’re in a relationship with some- 
one else and both of you are always wanting to have sex at the exact 
same moment, then you’re really outside the norm, because very rare- 
ly is it going to be that way. It may not be that way at all; in fact, it 
probably isn’t. 


There’s a lot of normalization that can occur within oneself without 
involving anyone else, and when that step is made to involve someone 
else, through the self-responsibility of open intelligence we understand 
exactly what we’re getting into. Those impulses and drives may have 
led us in all kinds of directions, but now they don’t anymore. We still 
have them, but we don’t feel driven by them. In fact, open intelligence 
opens up the full range of erotic desire and the full range of pleasure 
as being self-evident in every datum. 


So, we can just relax and enjoy life—take it in stride, not driven to 
do any particular thing, always knowing that open intelligence will 
guide us and show us a responsible and enjoyable course of action.

First Share 


I could never seem to feel natural about my sexual longings, whether I 
was fulfilling my longings or not. I wished that I could have sexual in- 
timacy with the women that I most desired, and by doing so I might 
somehow finally be relieved of being pulled around by sexual desire. 
Although intellectually it was clear to me that this strategy would nev- 
er really work, I was still a slave to it. I saw that no matter how much 
sex I had, and no matter how attractive my partner was, I would nev- 
er reach a point of satisfaction. This made me feel trapped: being 
compelled by sexual desire and at the same time seeing the futility of 
following through on it in an attempt to bring any lasting satisfaction 
to me or anybody else. 


I concluded that sexual desire was basically a manifestation of my 
impurity. I felt ashamed and disgusted with myself when lusting after 
a woman. I wished I could just be happy and satisfied as I was without 
needing someone to have sex with me. I was disgusted with myself for 
not being able to overcome this. 


I finally found the ability to allow intense compelling perceptions of 
sexual desire to wash through me without my trying to do anything 
about them. This taught me that sexual desire did not require me to 
do anything in order for me to be free and uncontrived in its midst. 
From then on the ongoing appearances of sexual desire never really 
disturbed me again, and I was for the first time in my life able to take 
it or leave it. This was such a huge relief. 


Last time I was home, good old friends of mine were asking me 
about my love life and did not know how to relate to the fact that I 
hadn’t had one for years! So, I went on to explain how I used to be so 
compelled by sexual desire, that I had felt like a slave to it and that 
this was one of the main things propelling me to have intimate rela- 
tionships in the first place. I explained that I had found that it no long- 
er had that power over me, and I just relished the freedom of not be- 
ing propelled into relationship based on such a primitive drive. They 
could all completely relate and wanted to know the exact mechanism 
by which they could also find the way to no longer be a slave to sexual 
desire 


Everybody wants peace in their lives; there just needs to be the ini- 
tial bridge of communication which helps them to see what that peace

Second Share 


I’ve learned that sources of pleasure were things like eating good food, 
desserts or having a tasty drink; lying in a hammock after completing 
some work; being happy with not knowing what the future will be and 
feeling adventurous about it; making a decision and knowing it’s the 
right one, even when others don’t understand or disagree; being com- 
pletely “in the moment” when having sex; having an orgasm; seeing 
that the person I’m having sex with is really enjoying it. 


Concerning erotic surges and urges, I had learned that viewpoints 
such as those are okay if you hide them well and only show them to an 
intimate partner, and never reveal what took place in the bedroom. 
With a partner I’ve learned that I need to look sexy, only show specific 
parts or angles of my body and always have a sexy look on my face. 


I’ve learned that women’s bodies are really kind of sexier than 
men’s. I've learned that thinking about having sex with women is wild 
and cool, but that it’s not normal to talk about that with anyone or to 
actually have sex with a woman. I've learned that for a man to want to 
have sex with me I need to look nice and harmless and move my body 
in a smooth and sexy way. I had learned that if you see an attractive 
man and get a sexual impulse, that’s life telling you to act on it, and 
you should. 


There was someone special that I really liked, and I suspected that 
he was “the one.” Once I was first introduced to the Great Freedom 
teaching and I gained more confidence in clarity, all the emotions went 
wild: I had so many fantasies about him, sexual and other, and I 
planned for the moment I’d ask him out. I thought the time to ask him 
out would be perfect after I’d finished the Twelve Inquiries—I’d be per- 
fectly stable and our relationship would be just right and that would 
make things easier.

Now I can also see how weird my 
thoughts about sex can get, but that is completely normalized by rely- 
ing on clarity. 


My teacher has helped me understand that I’m not at the whim of a 
desire to be with a man, and that through gaining confidence in clarity 
I’ll have a much more stable foundation for starting a relationship with 
someone.

Open intelligence, the fundamental identity of human society, 
is introduced at the point where the hologram of data is van- 
ished, is done, and beneficial society manifests stable, super- 
clear, spontaneously ethical, skillful, naturally fulfilling benefi- 
cial intent. In open intelligence, benefit, prosperity and gener- 
osity are the prime and only directive. Human society’s collec- 
tive intelligence is the resounding strength of individual and to- 
tal society, maintaining its blissful fabric and potency, without 
any effort, without anything needing to be done. 


The potency of open intelligence normalizes all data, befriend- 
ing them in ordinary, everyday love and benefit. Now this alone, 
open intelligence, which is the definition of each of these words, frees 
us from the constant hum-drum of belief in cause and effect related to 
data. Thus, everything whatsoever changes within experience. It is 
completely cleared up that our well-being is not related to any kind of 
cause and effect relationship of our data streams. All ideas about 
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cause and effect as the basis of our well-being are subsumed; the idea 
that one datum will bring us happiness and well-being and another one 
won't, or that a healthy body will bring us well-being and an unhealthy 
body won’t is seen through. Thoroughly cutting the root of all beliefs 
about our well-being, establishing complete well-being in every single 
moment of the here-and-now, no matter what the old ideas describe it 
to be. So essential, so simple. 


This current moment of open intelligence—that’s it. No words to un- 
derstand here or memorize, nothing at all to do—open intelligence 
alone. The only purpose of any of these words is to elicit open intelli- 
gence, subsuming cause and effect. Don’t try to get it down. To even 
try to understand or memorize it is not necessary. Open intelligence 
tells all. It shows all in every moment, showing that whatever those 
labels are of the old programs, they are completely uninstalled already 
by the very nature of who you are, no matter what the struggle has 
been in trying to describe yourself or your individual identity, to make 
sense of it, to get it down so that you will be someone right here. 


Where is that past identity? Show it to me right here if you have it. 
You can’t do it. And what about all those horrific or wonderful projec- 
tions about the future. Where are they? Blown open, always, without 
anything needing to be done—pleasure blowing everything open with- 
out anything needing to be done. 
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Day Nine Talk 


Different people have different data streams about their bodies. We 
can’t say that there is anyone else who has the same data that we do, 
so in a certain sense that makes us very unique. We have that sense 
of special, precious uniqueness, but at the same time we’re extensive, 
which means that any kind of intelligence that is represented in nature 
is very definitely represented in each one of us. In every single one of 
our data is a statement of nature itself. So, that’s really marvelous, 
you could even say miraculous. 


If we come together with another person, then it’s a matter of mu- 
tual allowance and mutual respect. If we’re clear about our own data, 
then that really lets us connect with other people. We are an open- 
source for all data, and only through knowing ourselves in that way 
can we really know other people and where they’re at. 


We reach a moment of knowing that, whatever we’re feeling or 
whatever our experience is, that is representative of the experience of 
countless beings who are having exactly the same experience at the 
exact moment. We really feel open connectivity with everyone, where 
it isn’t any longer so much about my stuff. When that is clear, we real- 
ly get into a flow of giving and receiving that is inseparable. In society 
we’ve pretty much trained ourselves to focus on our own stuff, or if 
we've trained ourselves to focus on each other, the focusing on each 
other is often very secondary to focusing on ourselves. 


Next we see, wow, it’s not just us and our data streams—everyone 
else has exactly the same dynamic going on. It doesn’t matter who 
they are—president of a country or homeless person or anyone in be- 
tween—every single being has exactly the same dynamic: open intelli- 
gence and data appearing in, of, as and through open intelligence.. 
That’s very humbling and yet so connecting, because what’s seemed 
so complex and out of control suddenly makes sense in a simple way. 


Complete Mental and Emotional Stability 


One of the great beauties of open intelligence is that it allows sponta- 
neity. First of all it allows the spontaneity of self-knowledge, really 
knowing ourselves as we are and relaxing about it. Whatever our data 
are, they start to flow in a relaxed way; they’re not such a big deal

anymore. That alone is a tremendous boon, and it comes from the in- 
troduction to open intelligence. 


We’re not so indescribable after all. We can really understand our- 
selves deeply and readily, and it doesn’t require a lot of specialized 
help and lots of learning. It’s very simple and very direct and can be 
taught to anyone. This is very important. These are the basics of total- 
ly open intimacy. 


By the power of open intelligence we have a kind of amnesia about 
our past suffering: “Oh, what was that really like?” The door has been 
completely shut and it is impossible to ever go back to that place of 
complete ignorance of open intelligence. That’s truly tremendous be- 
cause it shows us individually what can happen for all of society. It 
shows that we can shut that door and walk away, and over time the 
memory of that past suffering will become obsolete. We give up our 
primitive ways of being, and we can see that our other approaches to 
understanding the human dynamic have been really primitive and un- 
necessarily complicated. 


These primitive patterns were something I recognized in myself. 
Even though I had worked on these patterns for years and years in 
very intensive settings, at most their impact was merely lessened, but 
never removed completely. However, by relying on open intelligence, 
psychological patterns are completely gone beyond, and the impact of 
the whole of society completely ending patterns—where they no longer 
return in experience at all—is extremely noteworthy. That kind of 
command of the human experience gives us a power that we have 
never had before. 


A lot of the strategies we have had up until now have been so vague 
and also so totally interwoven with psychology, psychiatry, religion 
and spirituality that there is no way to really establish where these 
ideas began, what their current state is or where they could go. If 
someone looks for help with their emotional patterns, there are so 
many different things one could do, but there is really nothing that can 
ensure a result of complete mental and emotional stability—until now. 


In the process of evolution we discover how to make ourselves 
stronger and how to adapt to our situation. It’s the process of natural 
selection: we adapt for the species to thrive when it gets into trouble, 
and so this is where we currently are. 


True Intimacy and Connectivity 


Today many people are very connected with the news media and can 
follow what is going on all over the world. This hasn't always been the 
case. Some years ago it took a long time to get the news, but now we 
live in a world that is really open and connected. We can really see the 
intensity of human society, and now through the Internet we can see 
our own and everyone else’s data. Until the inception of the Internet it 
was generally only a matter of our data and those we knew or read 
about, but now we can see everyone’s data online. For whatever data 
there is, we can find people who affiliate with that same data. 


This is actually a great display of openness, and this same kind of 
openness is required in each of us as individuals. This is what open- 
ness provides: true intimacy and connectivity through knowing our- 
selves. At first it seems like a personal project, as if it only applied to 
us, but by the power of open intelligence, without even contriving any- 
thing, we start to feel really connected and truly intimate. However, 
it’s not a contrived intimacy, like when you’re sitting around in a circle 
with talking sticks and letting it all hang out. “Now it’s my turn to talk; 
this is what happened to me.” These types of methods may be a move 
in the right direction and they show that we want to connect and to 
belong and affiliate, but true intimacy and connectivity come through 
the power of open intelligence. 


To really thrive we need to have a basic sense of ourselves—then 
there’s no great mystery anymore. If something challenging comes up 
in us, we know exactly what to do. There isn’t so much a sense that 
something could take us down. In the past we might have worried 
about a return of such and such a state, but now we have a sense of 
mastery and sovereignty over our own condition. This is very, very 
powerful, because this sovereignty is an expression of our resilience 
and our ability to thrive in all situations and circumstances. 


Your ability to thrive is the model for everyone thriving, and not only 
that, it’s the exact explanatory model of how everything survives in 
indivisibility. You are yourself an authentic expression of how every- 
thing whatsoever thrives in indivisibility. These could just be a bunch 
of philosophical words; however, if they’re true in your own experi- 
ence, then they’re an experiential reality expressed in your own exist- 
ence. Everyone becomes the zenith type of philosopher—not the sort 
of philosopher who has the intellectual head-trip going on, but the one 
who deeply and intimately realizes what they are talking about in their 
own experience. This is really fortunate. 
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Clear Intelligence 


I have been talking about erotics and the erotic nature—the anticipa- 
tion of pleasure, what will bring pleasure, the ideas we have about that 
pleasure, the ideas we have about where pleasure comes from. What 
one sees is that pleasure is the basis of all of our experience, and it’s 
only the idea that things are otherwise that has made it seem that 
pleasure isn’t the basis of all of our experience. 


No one is a victim of the circumstances or ideologies they have 
adopted, and furthermore, no one has sovereignty or authority over 
the way you describe your own experience. The idea that pleasure is 
restricted to the sexual domain or that the erotic of human nature is 
limited to the sexual domain is just an unfounded ideology that was 
fabricated out of all kinds of religious and philosophical ideas. 


When we are introduced to open intelligence we see immediately 
that the sexual domain is not the only source of pleasure, and we also 
see that positive thoughts, emotions, sensations or experience are not 
the only domain of pleasure. Everything is the domain of pleasure. In 
fact, to get to the ultimate pleasure, it is required that this self-arising 
natural pleasure be actually experienced in negative states. This sub- 
sumes all the ideologies we’ve learned which say that pleasure is re- 
stricted to the sexual domain. According to these ideologies the twing- 
es and urges that we have are called “sexual,” and we come to believe 
that they have an independent nature. We come to believe that they 
can drive us and control us and that they are signs that we must do 
certain things, like hook up with someone or have a child or whatever 
the ideas are. 


All these ideologies have been created by someone, but none of 
them have authority over anyone. It’s up to each person to find their 
own erotic domain and their own sense of pleasure. It’s up to each 
person to take care of themselves in a way that derives pleasure from 
life. What I am referring to is not some kind of corny idea of pleasure, 
but the basic, simple pleasure of sovereignty—the sovereignty that 
every individual has in their own experience: their own innate dignity 
and integrity that don’t need to be regulated by anyone else. 


Things have gotten very confused, to the point where many things 
are regulated that shouldn’t be. Natural parts of human experience are 
regulated within justice and legal systems and within institutional sys- 
tems like medicine and psychiatry. We need to see that these things, 
while they may be helpful in some regards, don’t really represent a 
basic understanding of our experience. We need to look at ourselves 
as we are and then decide what our laws are going to be, rather than 
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hauling in these outmoded legal structures that try to control every- 
thing we do. 


When human society doesn’t allow reproductive rights to be an indi- 
vidual right, then that is very significant. Something is very, very 
wrong when people lose their right to decide what they can and cannot 
do with their bodies. We need to take the power into our hands and 
decide clearly from a very clear intelligence how society is going to di- 
rect its pleasure potency to take care of everyone. 


Total Openness and Ease in All of Life 


We find within ourselves that our basic open intelligence can carry us 
through in all ways, that it can provide everything we need, showing 
what we need and how to get it in a beneficial way. It shows how to 
get even the most basic of needs—food, clothing, shelter—things that 
we generally think we have to work for. We no longer feel that we 
need to devote our entire life to the accumulation of money in order to 
have security and comfort. Instead, we need to see where that securi- 
ty and comfort really come from. Only from our open intelligence are 
we able to act in a truly beneficial way. The commitment to this alone 
is worth an entire lifetime. It is absolutely the best way anyone could 
spend their life. 


It is a complete priority. I made it a priority in my own life, and I am 
very happy that I did. I had many choices, but the results from the 
commitment I made early on in my life couldn’t be better. It may not 
look like all the scripts that were written for my life; however, the 
script that unfolded is a damn good one, and everything in it has come 
from the priority to open intelligence. 


Throughout my life I was very lucky because I didn’t just meet one 
kind of person; I met all kinds of people living all kinds of ways. I was 
a little Catholic girl, the eldest of six children, living in the 1940s and 
50s, and my parents were very open-minded. One of the adults I knew 
then was a friend of my parents, and she was a gay woman. She had 
the same birthday as mine, so I felt we had a very special bond, and 
she would always make it a point to connect with me on my birthday. 
She was dean of students at the University of California, so she was a 
very accomplished woman. She never said anything to me about her 
lifestyle, but through her example and through the examples of others, 
I knew that there were many choices about the expression of sexuality 
and that it didn’t have to look any one particular way. 
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The basis of how we express ourselves sexually can only be ground- 
ed in open intelligence. If we want to have satisfying sexual experi- 
ences, the focus needs to go into open intelligence, rather than into 
the actual sexual experience. The ground and the foundation in that 
experience is open intelligence. 


In the process of getting to know ourselves sexually, a lot of us 
were told that it’s not okay to touch our genitals. When you were little 
your parents probably removed your hands from your genitals when- 
ever you touched them, or maybe your parents didn’t do that because 
they read somewhere that they didn’t have to do that, but still, auto- 
matically and spontaneously all over the world people grab their kids’ 
hands from their genitals. That basically says, “Don’t touch yourself 
there.” I’m talking about these things because they’re very engrained 
in society, and they’re very engrained in each one of us. 


The whole process of getting comfortable with yourself and knowing 
yourself really requires that you be freely allowed to touch yourself if 
you choose, so go ahead. Even if it feels uncomfortable at first, just 
allow it to be and see how that is. You can call it anything you want— 
self-pleasure, self-sex, masturbation—but most important of all is to 
know that it’s okay. We want to learn this ourselves, and we want 
simple nurturing of healthy sexuality to be part of the way human be- 
ings function. 


Gaining Confidence in Open Intelligence 


We want as well to have a basic understanding that there are a lot of 
thoughts, emotions, sensations that come up and that they are all just 
data appearing in our very clear intelligence. They have no power or 
influence, because they have no nature independent of open intelli- 
gence. Without open intelligence, they wouldn’t be; all their juice 
comes from it. 


It’s entirely up to us what you do with these things. No named thing 
can drive you to do anything in any particular way. Even if someone 
else forces you physically to do something you do not want to do, you 
still have complete sovereignty over your stability in that event. We 
see all kinds of people all over the world forced to do things they do 
not want to do, and maybe at some point you've been forced to do 
something you didn’t want to do, sexually or otherwise, but at all 
times you have complete sovereignty of open intelligence in that situa- 
tion. 
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There are great cultures like the one in Tibet, where there has been 
a strong practice of open intelligence for a long time, but Tibet has 
suffered devastating consequences because of invasion, war and the 
destruction of much of their culture. I have many friends in Tibet who 
had to flee an invading army; they started out with hundreds of other 
people, but maybe only a few survived the journey. They went through 
incredible obstacles like people shooting at them from the air and from 
the ground, but what did they say about that? They said, “My experi- 
ence was that it increased my confidence in open intelligence.” They 
could have had endless stories rolling this way and that way, but their 
primary take-away was increased confidence in open intelligence. This 
is a very compelling example. 


I can say the same thing about my own life: the big take-away in 
life is increased confidence in open intelligence—the absolute assur- 
ance of open intelligence. To me that’s the hallmark of a successful 
life. We all owe that to ourselves; it really is the priority. I hope that if 
it isn’t your priority that it will be, because no matter what you think 
you know about the world and no matter how accomplished you are, 
open intelligence will show you a lot more about any of that than you 
ever dreamt you knew. It really does subsume all notions of every- 
thing. 


The Domain of Pleasure 


When we are raised believing that we are faulty, that we have short- 
comings and character defects that we will never overcome and that 
we are pathological creatures, then we really need the sovereignty of 
open intelligence to challenge that. You cannot mix open intelligence 
practice with micromanaging data. Open intelligence shines forth from 
within all data, and the assurance of that comes about through short 
moments—or just hanging out! If you just hung out for a few years 
with other people who are gaining confidence in open intelligence and 
never practiced short moments, open intelligence would still dawn. It 
dawns like all the crazy notions had dawned in the past: because we 
hung out with the crazy notions and gave them some space. We previ- 
ously said to all our data, “I’m all yours!” but now, instead, we hang 
out with open intelligence and give it some space. 


Our data no longer have power and influence. For example, if some- 
one looks at you the wrong way and that ruins your day, then that’s 
just up to you. They could then do something else, and if your day is 
ruined by that, once again, it’s totally up to you. We can each stand 
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strong in our own open intelligence, and no one can take that away 
from us. By empowering that strength in ourselves we become very 
clearheaded and our whole body is radiant. We can physically see the 
difference in ourselves, and other people might also see it in us. 
“Wow! What happened to you? You look different. You look more re- 
laxed.” When someone says something like that, they’re just recogniz- 
ing themselves in you. “Wow! I am seeing myself for the first time. If 
someone else can be like that, I can be, too.” 


Opening up the domain of pleasure and the domain of erotic experi- 
ence to include everything is so grounding and stabilizing and is such a 
great release. It’s like having a big bathtub filled with murky water, 
and you take the plug out and all the murky water drains away. All the 
murky ideas are completely gone forever, and we don’t even care 
where they went. 


By relying on open intelligence, data is clarified forever. We ground 
ourselves in a basic intelligence that is real and which really allows us 
to connect with ourselves. If we just spent our whole life connecting 
with ourselves in that real way, that would be enough. Your own con- 
tribution of this moment of open intelligence is so entirely beneficial 
and healing to everyone. It’s the act of a great warrior, a great hero. 


Just by practicing open intelligence, it clears up all kinds of patterns 
of data. This isn’t just true for you. When, by the power of open intel- 
ligence all these data are cleared up so that it never returns, that loos- 
ens the hold of all these confused ideas over society. It is very, very 
powerful and complete. 


It is a transition from thinking ourselves to be pathological, flawed 
creatures who have been cast out of the domain of pleasure due to 
bad behavior. We see ourselves instead as we really are, and we’re not 
being cast out of anywhere. Our pleasure domain is right here—in 
whatever our current experience is. 


Your circumstances, whatever they are, are the support of open in- 
telligence itself. No matter where you are, here or there, it’s entirely 
up to you whether you choose to have open intelligence as your basis. 
You have complete dominion over how you want to live your life, no 
matter what you’ve created before. So, that’s a good starting point. 


Open intelligence is always the ground; it’s always the foundation. It 
does not matter what other people are doing. They become your help- 
ers, constantly reminding you; they’re all friends in their own way. 
Somebody gives you a dirty look or somebody gives you a kind cuddle 
or anything in between, and it’s all the same to you. This is the proper 
attitude. You are a warrior of open intelligence. 
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If somebody marching out of Tibet being shot at from the air and 
from the ground can rely on open intelligence, so can you. This is a 
good example. You can see clearly, “Oh, wow, there are other people 
just like me who can rely on open intelligence, no matter what the cir- 
cumstances are.” There are people everywhere who can live in their 
circumstances and see those circumstances as supports. 


It doesn’t matter where you live or what you’re up to: all data are 
circumstantial; now this one is appearing, now that one is appearing 
and who knows what the next one will be. A series of thoughts may 
come: “Oh, I’ve got a neurosis. I’ve got a thought disorder. I’m a 
weirdo. This thing has a power that’s going to get me. It’s controlling 
me,” but these are data that are following one after the other. 


It’s something that is really good about all data is that they only 
come one at a time. Even if we see all these data coming at us, what 
can we say about it? We pick something out and see it as one thing 
coming at a time. Nothing is overwhelming; it is just one datum at a 
time. What could be simpler than that? One datum shining with open 
intelligence at a time. 


Real Openness 


The ability to really have always-on open intelligence is directly con- 
nected to our data streams about our parents. This is pointed out very 
clearly in the Empowerments, where there is a very thoroughgoing 
clarification of data as regards our parents or early caregivers. 


In order to be able to love and to have a healthy adult relationship, 
it is required that we completely cut through and blow open all our da- 
ta about our parents. All of us have all kinds of ideas about our par- 
ents or caregivers. Those range in degree, so we've all either had am- 
bivalence or outright hatred towards our parents or early caregivers. 
In recent decades it’s become popular to blame our parents for all the 
data we have now. In the light of open intelligence we get to love our 
parents, regardless of their data. And how do we do that? By loving 
ourselves through relying on open intelligence. 


When data about our parents come up, it is not an opportunity to 
criticize them. If we think we cannot help ourselves at all and we will 
just go out of control if even the thought of our parents should arise, 
then we need the support of our trainer and we need it immediately. 


It doesn’t matter who our parents are or what they did or what hap- 
pened afterwards, and this recognition is extremely essential to our 
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own well-being; otherwise, we will drive ourselves crazy with all these 
data streams. Being at ease with these streams is deeply connected 
with our ability to be open and present in adult relationship, and this is 
the reason that they’re addressed in the Empowerments. All of these 
ideas are happening right now; there isn’t any past available any- 
where. If they are going on about parents or anyone else, the nega- 
tivity, chaos and confusion are happening right here and now. This is 
very, very important to recognize. 


Hatred is hatred by any name, so we need to confront it directly and 
extract the power of love; we blow open the power of love that is the 
essence of hatred. How do we do that? Not by ignoring hatred, but by 
encountering all of our negative datum openly. 


Here we have a Safe way to do that, not a way that is going to en- 
courage us into a chaotic expression of hatred about parents or any- 
one else. There is a real openness with everything we actually feel and 
with everything we actually think. 


No matter how cut-off or weird our parents or early caregivers were, 
they’re human just like us. They’re ruled by the same data that are 
present in all of human culture. How sad and difficult! What a torture 
that people could be ruled by this. 


Extracting the Self-Arising Power from Hatred 


Anyone’s expression of ambivalence or hatred towards any group re- 
flects on everyone. We need to face it all and avoid nothing. This is 
absolutely key. When as an adult we have an intimate relationship 
with someone, we will want to really be open with all these data from 
our childhood—everything, avoiding nothing, extracting the essence of 
self-arising bliss and not letting any data be a secret hideout for anger 
or resentment. In every short moment of open intelligence we have an 
opportunity to cut through all hatred of every kind, to overcome it 
completely and to extract its true power and essence. 


Even though we may recoil at our own hatred, it’s important to let it 
be exactly as it is, and this is true of any of these very charged states. 
That allows us to draw out the love-fury and our true ability to love 
that come out of hatred. It is not a separate thing from hatred; it 
comes out of hatred. It is extracting the true essence—the self-arising 
power and bliss—from hatred. 
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There is no need to recoil, but even in recoiling, let it be as it is. We 
realize how much human beings have the ability to hate. Whatever our 
big, charged states are: anger, hatred, jealousy, pride, arrogance, ig- 
norance, and all the other things that we don’t like to think we are, we 
just let it be as it is. 


We all have these feelings. We all share them alike, because we’re 
all part of the same culture, and we see them encouraged actively. A 
big display of it comes in all our news media: one negative datum after 
another, after another. An excellent opportunity to practice open intel- 
ligence is to just watch cable news! 


In open intelligence we can tap into being completely open and real- 
ly connecting in deep feeling and in true compassion, not some kind of 
made up, cultivated compassion. We connect with true compassion 
and connection based on getting into the depths of our own negative 
states. 


People come up to me sometimes and they say, “Oh, I’m having so 
many data come up; I feel so negative.” Good! I’m not going to en- 
courage you to sit there and wallow in every negative thing that you 
have and all its associations. We both know the solution, and we have 
a way to share that and to clear it up forever. This is very, very power- 
ful. If there weren’t a way to clear it up, then it would be scary. 


If you are facing all those horrible things that happened in the past, 
rely on open intelligence—steadfast, strong, straight up, indestructible. 
It is the indestructible essence self-arising in each of these powerful 
states. The states have no independent nature. Extract the power right 
here. It isn’t anywhere else; it’s not over some distant horizon. It’s 
right here in your horrific state, whatever it is—the more horrific, the 
better! 


No cop outs required. You know what a cop out is? An antidote or a 
curative fantasy. “Oh, can’t have that thought, better go over here and 
have these other thoughts.” All of them are equally the power of open 
intelligence. Connect, connect, connect—open connectivity, straight, 
strong and steadfast.

Well, of course, 
it never gave me complete pleasure, and so the search continued. 


I learned that erotic urges and surges needed to be acted on, and if 
they weren’t, the relationship wasn’t good enough, which always 
brought me a lot of despair. I believed that I or the other person 
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needed to change (mostly the other person) or that the relationship 
needed to be changed or ended. I thought that erotic urges and surges 
were only appropriate in the context of an intimate relationship and 
otherwise needed to be well hidden. 


The Four Mainstays together with today’s teaching have shown me 
that, when I allow erotic urges to be as they are, there is full connec- 
tion with my innate beneficial power. By being at ease with the im- 
pulse to search for pleasure in something outside myself and not act- 
ing on it, there is a self-releasing power to be of true benefit to myself 
and others. 


There had been a lot of confusion for me around intimate relation- 
ships and sexual desire, but my trainer has been of great support 
when it comes to relying on clarity with these very strong impulses. 
She gave me very straightforward and practical advice, leaving me 
free to act from and enjoy clarity instead of hoping to get something in 
the future. 


Today’s teaching has been totally eye opening. I really love hearing 
about puberty and how this totally confusing time in life can be one of 
fully recognizing the great power to be of benefit. Because I work with 
students this age, it is very clarifying to hear what puberty is all 
about—this time in life when everything seems to be turned upside 
down. 


Being around the community has shown me how these erotic 
thoughts and feelings can just flow right on by. I have seen that de- 
sires don’t need to be either avoided or indulged. More and more I 
have been able to relax with what is here, seeing it for what it is, in- 
stead of believing that something needs to change.

This has been the most powerful day of my life. Candice, endless 
thanks for showing me how to live as an optimal human being. It is a 
power that I knew we all had, but never seemed to be able to figure 
out how to release. All my love and endless thanks.

For me, I never felt love in the way I thought I needed it, and in 
turn I felt incapable of loving, as I wasn’t sure what it really was. I was 
role-modeled that love is conditional and in some ways it was some- 
thing earned that could be handed out and taken away. The words 
were spoken, “I love you,” but they rang very hollow. Intimacy was 
very much tied to sexual partnering. It, too, felt contrived and judged. 


After the birth of my first child, when she was placed on my chest, I 
touched into what I knew was the closest expression to love and inti- 
macy I had ever felt. While it was directed towards her specifically, 
there was the sensing that this sense of love and intimacy filled the 
room and that it was beyond me, and indeed totally unconditional and 
not tangible at all. 


As I remain steeped in the Four Mainstays I am reminded of the 
truth of that experience. True love and intimacy is not situational; it is 
the juice of all situations. Love and intimacy are the shine of clarity. 
This is demonstrated in my life through the everyday ordinariness of 
really seeing people, of truly listening, of an openheartedness that al- 
lows for the inclusion of everyone, of the desire to help others, of ask- 
ing what is needed and acting upon that, of giving a helping hand, of 
asking “How are you?” and really wanting to know, of saying “hello” 
and “thank you” to people who previously went unnoticed, of knowing 
you don’t need to “know” someone to feel a love connection. 


Intimacy is in the sameness and oneness of everything. It is the 
fundamental basis and root of connection we all share. It is not bound 
up anywhere; rather, it is shared freely in all points of view. It is the 
key that unlocks the shackles of a burdened and confused mind, and 
its twin is love. Thank you for so graciously and humorously showing 
us this naked truth.

Clarity-intelligence devours all causal thinking, such as, “What about 
positive and what about negative?” This is a very important break- 
through to make: to break through to the spontaneity of whatever is 
present in every datum. 


The written text goes into this fact in quite a bit of detail: data have 
a certain intelligence and open intelligence has a certain intelligence, 
and they’re two very distinct intelligences; yet, they are inseparable. 
That can never be figured out within causal frameworks. 


It’s very natural for people to say, “Well, if everything is equal, then 
what about all the hideous things that occur,” or “What about these 
pleasant experiences that are all mine.” Rather than lessening all of 
experience, open intelligence heightens it. If there’s a feeling of total 
despair about the world and the condition of human society, clarity- 
intelligence exponentially heightens that. It becomes not only a matter 
of one’s own despair, but it encompasses all despair of everyone. To 
encompass all the despair of everyone would be completely over- 
whelming from reified intelligence, because we can barely incorporate 
our own despair, but by the power of open intelligence everything is 
encompassed. 


Even though from the data view it might seem like the best you 
could get would be the neutralization of negative experiences, that 
isn’t what occurs at all. All data are heightened to the max and burst 
open into open intelligence. The key is that open intelligence is insepa- 
rable from the experience; the open intelligence and data are insepa- 
rable and indivisible. The tendency to go this way and that to try to 
figure things out is completely overturned. This stability opens an all- 
at-once type of intelligence that incorporates everything, sees every- 
thing and knows how to move forward in all circumstances from the 
vantage of indivisible open intelligence. 


This continues to go on and on: being able to have freedom in the 
immediacy of the perception of the absolute futility of the datum. 
There is a whole new way of looking at life that is very bold and brave, 
very strengthening and not neutralizing at all. Neutralization is the 
whole activity of avoiding the flow of data or replacing one datum with 
another datum. Open intelligence clarifies all data as to their true na- 
ture. We don’t just wake up to pleasant data; we get to wake up in a// 
data. 
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Warming the Here-and-Now with Clarity Presence 


When we live from data, no matter how brilliant those data are, if they 
don’t include open intelligence, it is really only a fantasy world. There 
are not any sets of data that are more privileged, more sane or more 
insane than any other sets of data. By the power of open intelligence 
we get to be right here—not darting to the past or into the future, but 
right here, exactly as we are. 


Although this transition can be uncomfortable at first because it is 
unfamiliar, it quickly opens up into pure pleasure. This is not pleasure 
that is some kind of imagined conceptual framework for pleasure; ra- 
ther, it is the pure pleasure of instinctively recognizing everything ex- 
actly as it is. There is the complete knowledge that there is nowhere to 
go, that there is never an escape from the here-and-now. It is so sim- 
ple. 


We only have four ways to deal with data: indulge them with all 
kinds of stories of this and that and the other thing; avoid them by 
saying, “No, I don’t want what’s happening here and now;” replacing 
them, “Oh, this here-and-now I don’t like, and I want a better one, so 
I’m going to put some new dresses on it and see if it looks better,” and 
then lastly, to clarify them, which means to warm the here-and-now 
with open intelligence presence. 


A situation may not look like what we wanted it to look like or what 
we thought it would look like; nevertheless, by the power of 100% 
commitment, increasingly the reality we see and experience is just so 
much more likeable, so real and vivid and not in need of any props. 


When people who are committed to open intelligence come togeth- 
er, they know where the other committed people are coming from; 
they know that they have not come together to try to get a date or 
hook up or get involved with the mixed motives that are usually float- 
ing around when lots of people get together. Instead, everyone knows 
the score, and that creates an incredible space of safety and comfort. 
Because it is a safe and comfortable environment, it is reasonable and 
logical that all kinds of data would then come up, but it’s the best 
place to let all those things just hang out. 


If we’re looking for a certain pleasant set of experiences, then it 
may not look quite the way you expect it to be, but by relying on open 
intelligence, a more likeable reality is created right here and now. 
Thinking about the future is still here and now. This is one of the inter- 
esting things we get to see: it’s always the here-and-now, even when 
we are thinking about the future! 
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The Transition to Open Intelligence 


The transition from relying on reified intelligence to open intelligence 
can happen quickly or slowly, and while for most people it happens 
slowly, there might be quantum leaps here and there. But whichever it 
is, we become more and more familiar with open intelligence and ad- 
justed to it. As we do so, our plans and activities don’t have so much 
stress and tension in them, until the stress and tension disappear 
completely. It’s similar to when you make a new friend: it usually 
takes a while to grow in trust with that friend, and it is the same way 
with open intelligence decision-making. We grow in trust with the 
spontaneity of open intelligence, and we grow in trust with its laser- 
like decision-making capabilities and ability to apply the correct solu- 
tion in the moment. 


With two years of complete commitment you see the fruits; you can 
see how far you’ve come, and because of that you can trust yourself, 
and you can trust open intelligence to Know that this process will con- 
tinue to unfold moment-to-moment. So again, it’s very simple. The 
simplicity is so totally reassuring because open intelligence prepares 
us for any eventuality. We grow more and more secure, even to the 
point of knowing, “Well, death could come at any moment. No matter 
what that might entail for me, I’m ready.” 


We're simple, we’re direct. Here and now is where it’s at; complete 
stability here and now, that’s where everybody is at. It doesn’t matter 
what name it has attached to it—complete stability is where it’s at. 
There is no way to get out of the complete stability right here, nothing 
that can be said about it that would make it unstable. By the power of 
relying on open intelligence, the whole fantasy world of data is sub- 
sumed by open intelligence, right here and now. 


Things play out how ever they do, and how ever they play out, 
you’re totally stable and secure. In this way you’ve made the best in- 
vestment in your future, in your personal life and in your business life 
that you can possibly make. 


All of us have our own circumstantial data. You could think of it like 
a constellation of data. We have our own constellation of data of the 
way we've identified reality that makes us, we hope, feel safe. But we 
find that no matter how many data we get in our constellation or how 
much we try to make it stable and positive, it never quite is. In fact, it 
so much isn’t stable. In the total stability of where we are, right here 
and now, we find all we need. That’s all we can count on. No matter 
how many other factors we’ve put into play, it all comes down to right 
here and now. This is where we are at. The flow of data is natural and 
circumstantial. Whatever your data are, open intelligence is the key. 


Acknowledging Who We Really Are 


With a strong datum like shame, for example, it could be fixed into a 
box through applying a method to it, and if it’s fixed into a box, then 
itll be neutralized or tamed, like teaching a dog to sit. But the minute 
you turn your back and you are not taming it anymore, it will jump up. 
That’s the key distinction between clarifying shame and merely avoid- 
ing shame or replacing shame with another datum. In clarifying 
shame, it is allowed to be as it is, and in that it is recognized that the 
shame is about not acknowledging who we really are—thinking that 
we're overcome with character defects and shortcomings, that we 
need some kind of remote power to fix us and that maybe that will 
happen sometime in the future. 


In open intelligence-strength we find that this supposedly remote 
power is right here. It’s in the shame itself; the power is arising within 
the shame. We don’t have to neutralize the shame by avoiding it or 
replacing it with something else. It may sound paradoxical, but that is 
our true strength, and it’s right here. If you have been interested in 
cultivating conscious contact with a higher power, you find that that 
higher power is right here, always indivisible from you, and the con- 
scious contact is 100%. You can call it conscious contact, but it is right 
here and it is indivisible from you—100% right here and now. That is 
the real power to serve, to be with everything exactly as it is, not 
needing to hope for some future day when it would be corrected— 
finding the power in it right here. 


This is what real sobriety and sanity are: not being afraid of any- 
thing. It’s possible to get just as drunk on shame as it is on alcohol or 
other drugs. The great addiction is to data and all their labels. We can 
get high in our own way on data—shame or anger or whatever we 
want to call it. Whatever your data are, that is open intelligence. The 
demonstration of that is responsibility in the here-and-now—being 
right here and now, totally present and clear, without needing to hold 
on to any frameworks. 


In dealing with what most of society would call a severe mental dis- 
turbance, the solution is the same. There are already people who are 
teaching patients who are institutionalized to maintain open intelli- 
gence. To do so really helps a lot, regardless of the situation. No mat- 
ter who we are, at some point we'll really get out there with all our da- 
ta, and open intelligence right here is always the key. 


There is a lot of confusion about who is mentally challenged and 
who isn’t. We see from open intelligence that the line between “sanity” 
and “insanity” isn’t really so defined. We can see that however any- 
body is acting out, wow, we’ve been there too in our own way: seeing 
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things that weren’t there, imagining things, acting totally crazy, or 
whatever it might be. 


Whatever our safe little world is that we've built, by the power of 
open intelligence right here, we are totally stable. In data all kinds of 
alternate realities can be created, and some are socially acceptable, 
some aren't. In open intelligence, right here, we get to see all- 
embracing knowledge of all worlds right here; it’s not going to be an- 
ywhere else. We don’t need any sort of alternate reality. 


Filled with Beautiful Connection and Caring 


I’ve been married for a long time, and every single day I marvel at the 
depth of what that means and just the simple ordinary connection that 
is so unlike every fantasy I could have ever had about married life— 
but so infinitely more likable, so rich with total treasure and total, 
beautiful connection and caring. 


I can remember as a young mother feeling like I didn’t Know what to 
do with my children. Here I was all of a sudden with this little human 
being in front of me; I was totally in love, but I still had no idea what 
to do. I’d learned everything I could about good role modeling, and all 
of that did nothing for me, because it always came down to a moment 
to moment interaction. 


I became overwhelmed with the need to be a perfect mother, and I 
would say that this was one of my most afflictive states. It was forty 
years ago, in the early days of books about parenting, and I was read- 
ing every single one of those books. However, it always boiled down to 
moment-to-moment interaction: what was going to happen in that 
moment, and what would best inform that interaction? I am so glad 
the great mother open intelligence took care of it all; otherwise, I 
would have been a real busybody, I’m sure! Through the complete as- 
surance of my own open intelligence, I was able to see the open intel- 
ligence potential in my children and to know that as their ground. I 
saw that they are completely responsible for recognizing their own 
open intelligence and that I could not do that for them. 


Whatever our interactions are, the whole process of living boils 
down to the here-and-now. If I had come to those situations with my 
children with a lot of expectations of what they should be, then those 
expectations could have easily been dashed. However, if I come to the 
here-and-now with open intelligence, then my expectation is always 
confirmed. Open intelligence—no need to think about it. Simple, ordi- 
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nary, direct, enhancing all relationships here and now—this is where 
we’re at. We’re never anywhere other than that, and that’s true for 
everyone, whether they’re a loved one or not. 


For everyone the soothe-ability of each moment is open intelligence. 
That’s the ability to thrive; that’s the resilience in every single datum. 
Open intelligence, self-arising from within each datum, is not a band- 
aid to be applied to data. Band-aids fall off, but open intelligence is in- 
separable—warming all data just like sunlight warms the air. It warms 
all kinds of air—cold air, hot air and all air in between. It rests on eve- 
rything equally. 


There’s no rush, just the here-and-now whatever it is. It bursts open 
all data, whatever they are—positive, negative or neutral—but in that 
bursting open we get to see everything clearly. That’s good. It’s the 
only way to go.

First Share 


The first job I ever had was as a dishwasher in a busy restaurant. I 
worked for many hours in a kitchen full of stress and alcoholic chefs. I 
enjoyed the solitude of the dishwashing machine, as I could avoid con- 
tact with most everyone, get the job done and leave. 


And so now, about eight years later, I have resumed my dishwash- 
ing career here at the Center in Sweden! But now I can see the simple, 
clear distinction between a society based on points of view and one fo- 
cused on clarity. I look forward to my time washing the dishes here, 
just being around people who are completely enjoying work that is on 
one level quite mundane. There is absolute effortlessness all around as 
the task at hand is skillfully and joyfully carried out. 


I had lots of points of view the first week of being here at the Cen- 
ter: “I hope no one yells at me for doing it wrong,” along with a natu- 
ral urge in me to hide out in a corner to avoid interactions. These 
points of view ultimately just played themselves out, as I was Ssur- 
rounded by appreciative smiles on all sides. All the activities I saw 
around me in the kitchen and all around this community were exalted 
with clarity. There were lots of people busy getting the job done, and 
there were no personal games, sexual tension, gossip or any triviali- 
ties. Working and being with this community gives me complete con- 
viction that relating in this wonderful way can also occur in society as 
a whole. 


Because of my old ideas about things, I still have this notion that I 
am under a microscope and that surely these horrible raging thoughts 
I have will set off some alarm bell and they will come and kick me out. 
But the fact that these thoughts can come and go without my being 
bothered is evidence of the power of the Four Mainstays for me. The 
louder, more abrupt and pervasive these thoughts are—jealousy, sex- 
ual desire, endless life planning, needs and wants for recognition and 
fulfillment—the more I see that the support works.

The Ferocity of Open Intelligence 


The Written Text and Commentary 


Belief in the independent nature of data is frozen and stiff, a 
freezing hell, regardless of name tag. It doesn’t matter what you 
call it. Fantasies—intellectual, religious, psychological and so 
forth, depicting no possibility of immediate potent stability—are 
gravely in error. The solution is this moment of open intelli- 
gence. This is the future utopia people are looking for as well 
as the extinction that is feared; both at once, simultaneously. The 
introduction to open intelligence gives us a clear view of reali- 
ty, right on the spot. Unending open intelligence is obviously an 
unbroken sequence of instants. No way to grok that, to get your 
head around it with logical or conceptual frameworks. It can only be 
instinctively recognized. Instinctive means “does not need thought or 
reason.” 


Clarity society is lively and potent, fierce and openhearted, 
right now, fearlessly outshining individual and collective data 
from within, blowing open individual and collective fantasies in 
the bright beneficial power of current qualities and activities. 


“Open intelligence” means overall openhearted, fierce poten- 
cy—the mode of openhearted, fierce potency and knowing that 
is required for entirely beneficial qualities and activities. That’s 
what open intelligence is. The first moment of open intelligence may 
seem like, “Oh, wow!” or “No big deal,” but by the power of short, un- 
contrived moments, fierce potency becomes extremely expansive, in- 
creasingly expansive, potent, warming up everything without excep- 
tion. It is an openhearted fierce potency, and not some cut off state. 


A short moment of open intelligence shines longer and longer, 
brighter and brighter, without any need to do anything special 
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to increase its length or brightness. Short moments, short mo- 
ments, short moments, everything opening. This is another way of 
saying, training up potency is the fierce blowing open of all da- 
ta in the here-and-now, leaving no trace, like a supernova ex- 
ploding with such exponential force that no trace of Earth or 
any other dimension is left remaining, not even a single 
memory, only the force and potency of open intelligence shines 
brightly in all dimensions, providing inexhaustible benefit end- 
lessly in all directions. 


Similarly, a short moment of open intelligence is like a super- 
nova—potency outshining data. By the power of this, all confu- 
sion is subsumed in potent open intelligence, qualities and ac- 
tivities, right here, in the current moment. The initial short 
moment is the first moment of 100% assurance and stability 
that is engineered into the indivisibility of the multiverse itself, 
each short moment, 100% assurance, 100% stability. How ev- 
er many worlds may or may not appear, all whatsoever are 
subsumed in the sovereignty of indivisibility and potent clarity 
intelligence. This sovereignty, indivisibility and potency is what 
open intelligence is—a completely fierce openheartedness 
without limit. 


Open intelligence potency is true identity—identity that is mul- 
ti-modal. It can assume countless, ceaseless, unpredictable, 
all-beneficial, wonderfully powerful identities. Open _ intelli- 
gence always assumes beneficial identities. Open intelligence 
never misinterprets the nature of data. Open intelligence never 
misinterprets the nature of data, ever. 


This is another way of saying that a person who has open intel- 
ligence does not merely dwell in cut-off open intelligence, but 
partakes of human existence in openhearted, fierce benefit to 
all. 


Thus, the inseparability or indivisibility of open intelligence lu- 
minosity and its fierce, openheartedness surges as the super- 
factual dynamic energy of everyone, blowing them open and 
out of whom they take themselves to be into clarity potency. All 
those ideas about who we are, so restricted, limited and confined— 
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blown open, blown open completely, delightfully. Never too much, de- 
lightfully. 


Open intelligence is the mode of fierce potency that occurs in 
this instant of open intelligence. The term here refers to the 
fact that open intelligence takes everything in at once; it has an 
all-beneficial, decisive knowledge that blows away convention- 
al knowledge, booting up potent knowledge that pervades all 
viewpoints across all dimensions and worlds—personal and col- 
lective. “Collective” here means all multiversal dimensions, 
known and unknown to humans. Who knows; all we have is the 
here-and-now. 


Reified intelligence on the other hand knows one thing at a 
time or accumulates data and draws associations among them; 
it has a “this versus that,” indirect, divided knowledge. Thus, 
the meaning here is that open intelligence, because it is deci- 
sive knowledge of the fundamental nature of all data, knows 
everything in its fierce, decisive mode right now, rather than in 
the mode of indirect, indecisive, wimpy reified intelligence, 
which is like a cat watching a mouse and toying with it. You 
know how sometimes initially it might be, “Oh, open intelligence is the 
witness,” and then the data are over here. It’s open intelligence 
watching the data, like a cat watching a mouse; however, it is just an- 
other datum arising, in this case of “the witness.” Again, by the power 
of open intelligence, all data are outshone like sunlight filling space. 


In other words, open intelligence has certainty and complete 
assurance about the nature of the current datum, as well as all 
data whatsoever. Not just intellectual comprehension, but complete 
groking, complete getting it. That’s what instinctive means. Instinctive, 
without thinking about it, to the point where the display of beneficial 
qualities and activities is what is obvious, is what its demonstration is. 


Similarly, without thinking about it, space has complete assur- 
ance and certainty of its potent stability pervading all appear- 
ances. Space doesn’t have to think about it, “Oh, am I pervading 
planet Earth? What about the Milky Way, am I pervading that? What 
about that other dimension in Star Trek. How am I doing there? And 
what about the bardo or the hell realms or the karma or the sin or 
whatever it is? How am I doing there; am I pervading there?” Space 
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pervades everything instinctively, without thinking about it. Its indi- 
visible, unavoidable bind is paramount. Its beneficial activities of hold- 
ing everything together perfectly, without any effort, without anything 
needing to be done—that’s what is absolute and demonstrated, quali- 
ties and activities, the unavoidable bind. 


Clarity-viewing is the seal of the clarity view within the current 
datum, that’s open intelligence viewing, open intelligence, like the 
indivisible potent force of space pervades everything within it. 
Open intelligence liberates the conventional definition of the 
current datum. I’m so glad! 


Open intelligence also liberates any conventional definition of 
open intelligence itself as some kind of datum restricted to cer- 
tain positive data, such as a breakthrough insight, a special 
realm, or another collection of certain data. Together and in- 
separable, open intelligence and the current datum outshine 
conventional reified intelligence in open intelligence, a more 
comprehensive order of potent human intelligence, an unbro- 
ken sequence of human instants of super-knowledge and bene- 
ficial society extending throughout all dimensions. That’s the 
way it is. 


Day Eleven Talk 


The special state we’re looking for is right here and now; it’s never an- 
ywhere else. So, that’s good to know! Real open intelligence has po- 
tency and liveliness, and without liveliness there is no open intelli- 
gence. Its ferocity is built into this moment. It isn’t at some future 
moment. The ferocity of beneficial qualities and activities is right here. 
The big boom of the voice and the power of the body of open intelli- 
gence are all right here, indivisible. 


For example, for a performing artist of any kind, in order to really be 
able to connect with an audience, it requires coming from that place of 
totally open intelligence. The self-consciousness most people feel on 
stage or with a microphone in their hand is a situation that is perfect 
to warm up with the fire of open intelligence. In that instantaneous da- 
tum of nervousness, there are all kinds of data that can come up. 
“They're all looking at me. Everybody wants me to sing just for them. 
Am I going to say and do the right thing?” Part of becoming a great 
performing artist is letting all of that be as /t is. It is not a matter of 
trying to get rid of the afflictive states, but using the afflictive states 
for the power and the potency of the performance. 


Open intelligence is the ideal voice training for a singer or for any- 
one else, for that matter. In singing about open intelligence or doing 
any kind of performance, it is essential that the actual aspects of open 
intelligence be represented. Otherwise, no matter what is stated about 
open intelligence, the statement will be pointing to something other 
than open intelligence. 


The Full Force of Open Intelligence 


These days there are many mistaken ideas about awareness, clarity or 
open intelligence. People often see it as a special state that they want 
to escape into, but it’s very important to not make any mistake about 
the potency of open intelligence. It isn’t some washed up, wimpy, 
wiped out state. It is a fierce potency which explodes all ideas we’ve 
ever had about anything—about ourselves or anything else. So, this is 
very helpful. 


The body, speech, mind, qualities and activities of open intelligence 
are already fully instantiated in this moment. They’re engineered in. 
By relaxing we find we’re extremely powerful. We might initially think, 
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“Oh I’m going to be a couch potato if I rest naturally; I’m just going to 
veg out,” but we find something much different about ourselves. 


All of us have read all kinds of things about clarity, awareness, open 
intelligence or whatever it might be called; however, when things are 
read or heard that truly point to open intelligence, then boom! BOOM! 
No more kidding around! The hammer is brought down; it’s absolutely 
clear. This is the song of open intelligence. It’s not some kind of mess- 
ing around or marginalized state for people who live some much dif- 
ferent way than any of us. This is really important to communicate. 


The special state of fierce power is right here. It’s in the current 
moment, whatever that current moment is presenting for you. It might 
be a panic attack, it might be the thought, “I'll never make it. Where 
am I going to get the money to pay the rent next month? Oh, wait, 
what about that girl over there; wow, she looks good.” It could be 
anything, but whatever the thought may be, that’s where the power 
is; that’s the special state we’ve been looking for. 


Wherever you go, there you are, and that’s where open intelligence 
potency is—the full force and power of open intelligence ferocity, not 
needing to go anywhere else to get it or to demonstrate it in some fu- 
ture time or remembering some past time when it was demonstrated 
and now it isn’t. All the games are over. No matter what the presenta- 
tion is, here and now it is a presentation of the full force of the body, 
speech, mind, qualities and activities of open intelligence. 


Expansive Intelligence 


Open intelligence leadership naturally includes tremendous responsibil- 
ity. It is a responsibility that comes from total self-responsibility for all 
of one’s own data. Open intelligence training is not merely a matter of 
passing information from one person to another. It’s full-on engage- 
ment by knowing oneself so thoroughly and completely and being able 
to lead oneself so thoroughly and completely through the power of 
open intelligence. Having maturity in that equals maturity in leader- 
ship. If we are in a leadership role and we don’t know what to do with 
our own afflictive states, then what are we going to do with our team 
when they start losing the focus on open intelligence? Real leadership 
is the absolute call to open intelligence in oneself. 


We have a lot of ideas that float around in every moment, but open 
intelligence clarifies and vastly expands all of them. Our intelligence no 
longer feels restricted to this body alone. We can actually start to deci- 
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sively experience in each moment that our intelligence is open and 
vast and is not limited to a body. Our intelligence is beyond anything 
that we can imagine or reference. Just letting that be as it is, we are 
the instantiation of that power right here. It may seem particularized 
in a certain way; however, it never is. It’s never just here, and this is 
the meaning of indivisible. 


There needs to be a common language to describe open intelligence, 
and not just a common language, but a piercing language that cuts 
through all the bullshit. Human beings want to be connected. We're 
pack animals, and we want to feel united. We want to know how to 
transition successfully to the world we are creating right now. The way 
the world is shaping up right now is so far beyond our imagination, yet 
we transition to it successfully through the power of open intelligence. 
When open intelligence informs all of our science and technology, then 
we’re truly expanding our intelligence. We’re no longer living from the 
limiting view that human beings are some kind of special intelligence 
somewhere trying to connect with other intelligences somewhere else. 
We see that it’s all co-extensive, right here. 


As to all our ideas about putting human intelligence in machines, 
well, how can we possibly do that if we don’t even know what human 
intelligence is? We have to deeply understand, completely compre- 
hend, decisively experience and instinctively recognize open intelli- 
gence. It is already engineered in. In the same way that we have 
found simple ways to talk about the make-up of the time-space con- 
tinuum—proton, neutron, electron, open intelligence needs to be 
named specifically and uniformly so that everyone can understand. 


Each here-and-now creates greater amnesia about the former here- 
and-now. Our whole idea about our make-up, our whole way of living 
and how we use our intelligence is completely shifting. The body is no 
longer required for beneficial qualities and activities; we already see 
multi-modal identities emerging. Everyone can be as many identities 
as they want to be today, and we are no longer fixated on one single 
identity. We could be the anxious one, the scared one, the powerful 
one, and we could have a Facebook page related to each identity, and 
we could be tweeting about each persona. 


It’s always been like this really, but now we’re growing into it, see- 
ing who we are, seeing we’re not as limited as we thought we were. 
The expansiveness of open intelligence is able to hit the mark. Each of 
us is engaged in different activities, and by the power of open intelli- 
gence in our skillful means we hit the mark. How do we learn to hit the 
mark in our skillful means? Through our own sets of data. There is no 
common set of certain kinds of data that everyone has to adopt. This 
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is a great, great opening, beyond any other leap ever made by hu- 
mankind. For a while we have thought of ourselves as the greatest in- 
telligence on this planet, but that’s going to change. 


Warming Up Data 


Open intelligence warms up all data in its openheartedness. It 
warms data up to a blazing temperature—an inferno even—so that 
they cannot exist any longer as they were. Data are outshone by open 
intelligence. The noticing of any states that arise requires no com- 
ment, or if there is a comment, so what? Having a comment is not 
some kind of final declaration of identity. 


We all want to be mature and full-hearted, and that is right here in 
the warming of all our data. By the power of short moments, oh, that 
warmth gets in there! It’s a simple, radical, revolutionary, fiery act. It 
may seem like, “Oh, so what?” at first, but believe me, there is power 
in you and power in short moments of open intelligence. 


All the holding on to all the different data melts in the warmth of 
open intelligence. What a miracle that is! What an expression of total 
connection we are enacting! That connection is in each of us—in our 
own short, uncontrived moment where we recognize open intelligence. 
The power of short moment is beyond anything you could imagine. 
Just in your short moment, all of human society is changed forever. 
WOW! The new logic—weird, open and wild.

My experience is that this oc- 
curs, and I don’t like it. Please stop immediately.” This will have ripple 
effects of empowerment everywhere in the universe, and it will give 
you great security, safety and stability within yourself. 


It depends on what kind of connection you want to maintain. How 
do you want to use the resources of your life? Do you want to continue 
trying to manage people who are offending your personal boundaries, 
or do you want to use your energy to connect with people who will 
Support you in every conceivable way to be powerful and strong? Do 
you want to connect with people who respect you and give you the 
space to really shine with your strengths, gifts and talents? It’s up to 
you. If there is a person who is harassing you in this way, then what- 
ever he does, that’s his thing. He has just as much of an opportunity 
to rely on open intelligence as you do, so it’s up to him. 


The words “forgiveness” or “forgive” are purposefully never used 
anywhere in any of the Balanced View training. It is difficult to have a 
clear idea about what a lot of these words mean at all, as we don’t 
know their fundamental identity.

Even if there is a drama go- 
ing on and something needs to happen, are we going to scavenge 
around in our data to try to come up with a solution, or do we just 
show up—relieved, happy to be, knowing that in our own potency we'll 
be able to do whatever is required? 
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Understanding the Issue of Death 


As a society we need to understand the issue of death much better 
and get real about it. Today we have all these regulations and laws 
about what we can and cannot do with our bodies, but some countries 
that are more progressive in their thinking have a range of options for 
allowing people to end life if they want to. Suffering is the reason that 
most people choose to end their lives, whether they do so in volitional 
clarity or they do it out of such an erratic frenzy of data that they can- 
not go on. You can guarantee that suffering is coming to an end in 
your life by stamping your moments with open intelligence. That is the 
great act that creates an amnesia of suffering. 


A Better Way to Know and Perceive 


As a society our ways of helping each other are extremely limited and 
primitive, no matter what we may think of ourselves or our efforts. We 
can see that the results of everything that we think we know in gen- 
eral haven’t worked out too well. We have the threat of mass terror- 
ism, with which everyone in the world lives every single day, and this 
is the first time in human history this has ever occurred. 


We have to see that we really need to do things differently. We need 
to really start to look at our basic way of knowing and perceiving and 
see if there is a better way to know and perceive. If there has ever 
been better ways for people to know and perceive, what are those bet- 
ter ways, and how can we use them to correct our course? 


Throughout history there have been magnificent beings who were 
representative of open intelligence, and every single one of these be- 
ings used exactly the same tools. All of you magnificent beings have 
those same tools. No matter what happens—whether it’s global warm- 
ing to the point where we revert back to a hunter-gatherer society, or 
it is some kind of accelerated evolution that is required due to that 
challenge, or it’s some other event—it’s very likely that our intelligence 
will continue to expand in a way that is more and more bodiless. 
Through many, many different scientific and technological means the 
obsessive concerns we have had about the body and its sensations will 
grow increasingly obsolete. 


Regardless of what happens—and that could be anything—open in- 
telligence is where it’s at. If we hear in this moment that there is a su- 
pernova that is going to blow us all to bits in twenty seconds, what are 
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we going to do? How are we going to spend those twenty seconds? 
Flailing around in negativity or relying on open intelligence? 


Depending on the variables involved, the prospect of death brings 
its own data streams. However, once you get into the hum of open in- 
telligence, these great weights aren’t so weighty any longer. They 
loosen up from inside; they’re blown open into an intelligence that is 
resilient and which thrives in all situations, regardless of their descrip- 
tions. 


No matter what we go through in life and death, we want to train up 
in here-and-now open intelligence—not anything else. There’s nowhere 
to get to; that alone is a big relief! There is no special state to get to— 
just whatever is happening here and now. If we try to get into a spe- 
cial state, it will inevitably disappoint us. There will come a time when 
it falls apart completely. The seal of each here-and-now is indestructi- 
ble natural perfection, and that can be counted on without fail. 


As regards scientific advancement, technology and nano-technology, 
we're progressing in a certain way that open intelligence is essential to 
those endeavors. If we’re going to put human intelligence into ma- 
chines, that effort needs to be informed by open intelligence. We al- 
ready are putting human intelligence into machines. This whole room 
is filled with human intelligence put into different kinds of machines— 
extensions and expansions of our intelligence that we don’t even think 
of as our intelligence. The lights, the fan, the microphone, the air con- 
ditioner, the MP3 player are all extensions and expansions of human 
intelligence. 


The advancements in human intelligence will continue to sharply ac- 
celerate. If people replicate things that are sub-valuable in terms of 
benefitting everyone, then those will naturally be deselected from the 
process and the quality offerings will thrive. It’s built into nature. We 
cannot go wrong; nature is indivisibly naturally perfect. Look at the 
mess all of humankind has created, yet here we are, completely con- 
firming natural perfection. So, there’s no way to get out of natural per- 
fection. 


For anyone who is completely relying on open intelligence, it would 
be impossible to simply go along with the regular data, because one 
knows the score. Not only that, there is so much support. Wow, I’m 
very, very happy for all of us. It’s very, very good, because each of us 
can thrive together. We can support each other in really offering our 
strengths, gifts and talents directly from open intelligence rather than 
from micro-managing all the data. 
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The Total Connection 


The need to belong, to feel connected, to fit in, to love and be loved all 
seem to be a part of being a human being. This really raises the ques- 
tions: what is real love and where does it come from? If we really want 
to fulfill those basic human drives to belong, to love and be loved, then 
we really need to know what love is in a very real way that applies to 
every here-and-now. Once we know that, things will be okay, and we 
will have the courage to persist. 


Early on in my own life I had a totally instinctive recognition of natu- 
ral perfection. It was totally real and more reliable than anything else I 
knew about. All around me I heard so many other things that were dif- 
ferent from that recognition; however, I never listened. It doesn’t mat- 
ter what’s going on; open intelligence can never be swayed. When I 
was young and I began my higher education, I showed up for college, 
and I didn’t even last until Christmas. For example, in the physical ed- 
ucation classes they wanted to teach the women the rules of football 
and baseball so that we would make better wives! But I went my own 
way, and over time I met people who really inspired me greatly, and I 
looked to what they had done with their lives, and I knew that I could 
do that too in my own way. 


No matter what happens, we can persist in open intelligence. I had 
certain circumstantial data and my life was a certain way—just like I 
have circumstantial data now—but by the power of open intelligence 
we know what to do. We don’t find love or our sense of belonging in 
delusion and fantasy lands. In open intelligence we find our sense of 
love and belonging and our actual strengths, gifts and talents that give 
ourselves and others a beneficial result. It’s the core training and the 
most fundamental education. It is in fact the most advanced educa- 
tion; any other education that may be attained needs to be informed 
by open intelligence. Without open intelligence the education will be 
weak—a half measure or a partial solution that never delivers the 
goods. 


All of us can live with a sense of belonging and total connection and 
commitment. All of us gathered here together are good friends; we 
have a real connection. I look at you or anyone else and I understand 
you completely. I look at myself, and I understand myself completely. 
That’s what love and belonging are. Many people live their entire lives 
without having even one person that they have that belonging or con- 
nection with, nor will they have it within themselves. To know that 
connection in one’s life is greatly fortunate. 
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The most basic questions we have about living and the most basic 
human longings are satisfied very directly right here in the complete 
identity that is fine with everything exactly as it is, which knows that 
that same okay-ness will apply in whatever comes up in any future 
here-and-now. Even if the sense of increase is very subtle and gradu- 
al; nevertheless, the increase will be obvious. In that way, every mo- 
ment will be a miracle and a wonder, opening more connection, more 
love, more belonging, more skills and qualities, more activities that are 
truly of benefit to oneself and others. 


Whether you’re young or old it doesn’t matter. If you are young, 
wow, you are so lucky. Those of us who are older, we look at you and 
think, “Wow, look at those young ones. They are so lucky, so strong 
and stable, whew! They are really ready to contribute to the world.” 
Some of us have lived a long time and we’ve never seeing anything 
like this. 


A Supportive Community 


As regards all the doom and gloom scenarios that appear every day in 
the news media, none of that can actually make doom and gloom real 
unless you want it to be. The doom and gloom is totally up to us. It 
doesn’t mean we go into some kind of fantasy world where there is no 
doom and gloom. It means that we greet doom and gloom directly as 
it is—indestructible and naturally perfect. 


One of the things that I love about the Four Mainstays is that by us- 
ing them we remain together and connected. No matter what comes 
up, we have a Safety net; we have a sense of real safety and commu- 
nity together with people who understand us completely, and we really 
know it! In that we can place total trust. It isn’t us alone off in our iso- 
lated place trying to make sense out of things but having no idea what 
to do with our doom and gloom when it comes up. We could try to ap- 
ply a band-aid to our doom and gloom, but a band-aid would just fall 
off. 


Instead of that we can connect with supportive community, and we 
know a helping hand is always available and a helping heart is right 
there. We no longer have the worry about trying to find security and 
then keeping it or trying to find the special one who is going to provide 
security and then splitting off with that special one into some kind of 
tiny cocoon to preserve the security. It all opens up much more easily 
and much better than we ever could have imagined while involved in 
seeking security. 
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All the different displays of the things that we can think up and we 
can do have never given us mental and emotional stability. Our intelli- 
gence is not worthy of the name if it will not give mental and emotion- 
al stability. Yet, we see in nature itself that no matter what goes on, it 
is indestructible and stable, indivisibly unified. There isn’t anything 
within nature that has an independent cause. So, what does that say 
about us? The very intelligence by which we know is linked indivisibly 
to a seamless flow of nature’s indestructible natural intelligence. We 
are never a cutoff little creature. 


By the power of short moments we become acquainted with our so- 
lidity and stability through thick and thin. In open intelligence there is 
always knowledge of which action to take that will be of greatest bene- 
fit to all. When an action is of benefit to all, then it automatically in- 
cludes everyone who is considered to be within that ‘all’: you, your 
family members and everyone else. 


This insight naturally opens up the whole question of identity. “Who 
are we and what are we supposed to be? What are the presumptions 
and assumptions by which we must live? How much of the different 
factors that regulate our identity are absolutely necessary to survival? 
How necessary are things like gender identity to fundamental survival? 
What is at the core of survival?” 


What is at the core of survival is of immediate benefit in this mo- 
ment and is not something we need to get to in the future. What is at 
the core of survival is right here and it’s indestructible, so from this in- 
destructible identity we have much more latitude informing identity or 
identities. We can see from this indestructible identity right here that 
there are many kinds of beneficial aspects we can assume. For each of 
us as individuals it is of primary importance, and it is our prime imper- 
ative to know ourselves in this direct way. After getting familiar with 
that we can proceed more and more into the world and be of benefit to 
others. 


A supportive community is the perfect comfort zone to gain that fa- 
miliarity and solidity. Just as you would go to a school to learn any- 
thing—carpentry, cooking or neuroscience—becoming familiar with 
open intelligence requires showing up for a certain period of time to 
become clear and complete and to know what you are doing. You then 
proceed forward in offering your skills in a beneficial way to others. 
How very, very important then is the commitment to our basic identity 
and what we will do to nurture that and allow it to flourish. 
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The Openness of Identity 


The old ways of looking at identity are not such a concern anymore. 
When I was a young girl in the early 1950s, the world was very strictly 
divided into nations, and in Western culture white, Western ideas were 
privileged over all other ideas. They were considered to be the best 
ideas, and there was not much openness whatsoever to any other ide- 
as. Within Western culture itself there were classes just as strict as 
any of the classes in European royalty or in caste systems in India. 
People were divided up into those who were good and those who just 
didn’t make the grade. 


In the time I’ve been alive the whole idea of identity has totally 
opened up. When I was young there were fairly strict gender roles and 
a person lived as a female or a male and adopted the roles specific to 
them. However, if you did not follow the prescribed gender roles, and 
you were to do something like have a same sex lover, it was cause for 
tremendous ostracism. Depending on what society you were in, if your 
skin color wasn’t right, you were completely marginalized to an un- 
bearable degree. Women were quite marginalized as regards the eco- 
nomic work force and denied freedom in terms of reproductive rights. 


Now all of these notions of identity have greatly loosened, and 
they’ve opened up until we have the society we have today—the loos- 
ening up of national boundaries, the movement into a global culture 
and global identity, a movement on the Internet out of all the fixed 
frameworks of who we should be. We can be anything we want to be 
on the Internet—an avatar or something else that has never existed. 
This acquaintance period that we’re having, where we are getting ac- 
quainted with what we can do with the malleability of identity, is a real 
turning point for all of society. Again, the body is not going to remain 
as a primary function of identity, and instead of that, other aspects of 
identity are going to be much more important. 


Things that we can’t even imagine today will quickly become possi- 
ble, like the ability to have elective longevity—to decide how long one 
will live and in what form. What has happened in my lifetime and what 
is happening now is a tremendous shift in all of human civilization. 
Open intelligence allows a person to completely understand how data 
come about and resolve, so the need for a fixed identity or to be a cer- 
tain way isn’t as rigid as it once was. A person who is clear and who 
does not have any resistance is much more likely to be able to adapt 
to what’s coming. If events were to take a particularly unethical direc- 
tion, a person relying on open intelligence would know what to do and 
how to forcefully oppose the unethical circumstance. 
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This openness of identity is real intimacy. We can only find it right 
here—intimacy in this moment, which is the intimacy of open intelli- 
gence appearing as our own data. We’ve been trained to think about 
our data in a certain way: our bodies, our sensations, our thoughts, 
our emotions; however, in open intelligence we find that all those de- 
scriptions are superseded by something much clearer and more com- 
plete. This is a comprehensive order of intelligence, not just for us, but 
for all human beings, and the people who have chosen to thrive by 
understanding intelligence and identity completely are the pioneer 
adopters and adapters of an evolutionary process. 


I really need to emphasize with everyone that open intelligence is 
the answer. By short moments of the power of open intelligence, un- 
ending open intelligence becomes obvious. When we're all mixed up in 
the data, we’re always obsessively thinking about what we’re thinking 
and what other people are thinking, as though we even knew what 
we’re thinking. That takes a lot of work. By the power of open intelli- 
gence we give up that whole fantasy life. “What’s this one thinking? 
What am I supposed to do? Oh dear, I better not do that because then 
they'll think this.” By the power of open intelligence we just know. 


Enjoying Pleasure in Each Instant 


The sexual self-obsession of all of society today really is based on not 
understanding sensations. We've trained ourselves to interpret certain 
sensations and the whole zone of erotics as something that is per- 
verse, but that is a perversion of what our erotic nature is. Our erotic 
nature is open, wild and free—enjoying pleasure in each instant. It is 
the font of indestructible wisdom and joy, the font of indestructible 
ethical action and total emotional stability. 


So, what do we do with that as a society? We put it into ideas about 
what twitch or sensation we’re having and how this means something 
about that one over there, or what twitch they might be having and 
how it relates to us. Aaahh! All of this sexual self-obsession is definite- 
ly going to go away, whether you rely on open intelligence or not— 
because you will get old! You'll be over the hill, and you probably won’t 
be thinking about it much, and no one else will be thinking about you 
in terms of it, because in a sense you become invisible. The older you 
get the more everyone looks alike, men and women! 


When I was a young woman I met some very radical women from 
Berkeley, California. I was very young, and they were all just turning 
sixty, and they were part of the radical lesbian movement. They had 


left their husbands, changed their names, become politicians, and one 
of them wrote a book called Over the Hill. She described the whole ex- 
perience of being a woman in society who is aging and becoming in- 
creasingly invisible to all the attention through which she had identi- 
fied herself. I’m sure there isn’t a person hearing this who does not re- 
late to what I’m saying. 


Many of us gather our sense of identification by the attentions that 
other people pay to us, and we are so wrapped up in sexual attention. 
“Am I sexually attractive to this one or that one?” These thoughts 
come even if we have no plans whatsoever of ever having any kind of 
erotic intercourse with them. 


Open intelligence is where it’s at. If you are very open to people and 
they misinterpret your openness, that’s their problem; you don’t need 
to change. You may need to explain every now and then, but you do 
not need to change. Relax in yourself, and in this way you come to 
know where real pleasure is: it’s within yourself. 


Everything that’s looked for in all these sexual associations is right 
here in the indivisibility of perfect, indestructible open intelligence and 
whatever is appearing—the perfect intercourse, the perfect union, the 
big erotic high that is being sought in so many ways. The here-and- 
now becomes increasingly the place of pleasure, giving one a very 
clear knowledge of what to do and how to act with everyone. 


To become perfectly clear about this takes one out of that situation 
of being like a ping pong ball going back and forth, never knowing 
what’s going on because this twist and twinge is leading this way and 
another one is leading that way. One minute you’re thinking about a 
guy, the next a girl, the next a dog—you don’t know what’s going on! 
We all have the things about us in that regard we don’t want anyone 
to know. We all do. 


Open intelligence education is very important, so allow yourself to 
get totally grounded in that. Thoughts and ideas about what we want 
to do will come up. “Oh, I feel so free now; I could just have sex with 
everyone if I wanted to.” Or, “How do I decide which one to enjoy 
erotic pleasure with, or which ones?” It’s entirely up to you, but with 
any kind of involvement of this nature, it involves you and at least one 
other person. So right away from open intelligence you can see that 
there’s a lot more involved than just satisfying yourself, and that’s 
called wisdom. 


All the flirtatious energy settles in to indestructibility. We don’t need 
attention from others to give us worth; the worth comes from open in- 
telligence and not from the attention others are paying to us. So, 
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make no mistake about that. We naturally become much more cau- 
tious. 


Knowing Which Mountain to Climb 


What mountain do you want to climb? Knowing which mountains to 
climb is wisdom in action. I'll tell you a little story about that. I love 
this story! I have an incredible friend who is now deceased, a very, 
very powerful Tibetan man who was the head of a huge organization. 
He had to flee from Tibet and come to India. He had many, many peo- 
ple he was responsible for, and when he came from Tibet, many of the 
people who knew him there came to where he was in India. He lived 
there for a long time, never doing what anyone expected. First of all, 
where he lived was clean, meaning that there was no cow shit! That by 
itself should be considered a significant miracle in India. Not only that, 
he slept almost all the time. 


Over the years of his living there with his community in India, a 
great phenomenon took place, and no one could understand it. Scien- 
tists came from all over the world to study it. The great phenomenon 
was that the Tibetan women were no longer having babies. No one 
could figure it out. “Oh, is it because they have birth control? Is it be- 
cause they can get a job and support themselves?” But the real reason 
was that through wisdom these women knew which mountains they 
wanted to climb and which they did not want to climb. Open intelli- 
gence was running the show. 


When you are totally relying on open intelligence, it’s natural to feel 
totally settled and not fried by sexual concern. “What does this twinge 
mean, what does that? Should I act on it, should I not? What does it 
mean if I have this thought or that one?” That is severe self-obsession 
with one’s own self-sensations and thoughts. 


Again, if we want any kind of action to take place with any other be- 
ing, we want it to come from open intelligence, and we want that part- 
nership to be one pervaded by open intelligence. That has to be the 
prerequisite for it. Without that there’s no sense in having a relation- 
ship. That is the advice I would give from my heart. 


Even though we may feel wild and free, if we just follow our urges, 
it will involve them too, and they will have all their own data. It is very 
fragile territory. It is also an excellent place to practice wisdom, true 
mental and emotional stability and open intelligence which will not en- 
ter in to any terrain that might be harmful to another in any way. 
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So, with all of the games—the flirtation, the needing to be noticed 
through looking this way or that by which one has identified oneself— 
we need to be crystal clear in the moment. “What am I doing? Is this 
really how I want to identify myself? By whether or not I’m attracted 
to someone or they’re attracted to me?” This is what open intelligence 
is. It’s real intelligence with no bullshit. We get to see what real love 
is, and through that we’re able to make good decisions. 


The responsibility of open intelligence is our core responsibility to 
ourselves. It puts us right where it’s at, so all of our involvement with 
what other people are thinking and doing becomes very solution- 
oriented and profound. We’re not looking at people any longer as ob- 
jects that we need to manipulate like we manipulate our own data. We 
stop needing to manipulate our own data, and we stop needing to ma- 
nipulate others’ data. We show up as a place of service, responsibility 
and benefit. It’s so easy and fun! 


We can still look attractive, that’s fine, but it doesn’t mean that 
we’re doing it to get attention that we desperately need so that we can 
feel like we are somebody. This applies to all of us. 


A Society of Unimaginable Benefit 


It is important especially in this day and age to know how to measure 
ethical value, and the absolute ethical value is in open intelligence. 
Why is that so? Because it provides for the benefit of all, without doing 
anything. Just by its nature it provides for the benefit of all. By stabi- 
lizing ourselves in open intelligence, from that place we’re able to 
make decisions on what to do and what not to do. What action is going 
to be of the greatest benefit to all? We just know what to do. If we 
need to skillfully find a way to remove ourselves from situations we 
don’t want to be in because we really deeply do not feel that it is of 
benefit to all, then we will be able to do that. 


This is part of adaptation. All these old ways of doing things are be- 
ing set aside. We are sharply accelerating our adaptation as a species 
that will quickly leave behind reified intelligence and create a society of 
unimaginable benefit, prosperity and generosity. All the old paradigms 
of decision-making are completely falling apart. How are decisions 
made in this new paradigm? The decision is made by each person who 
chooses to adapt to the perspective of open intelligence, and those 
that don’t adapt will naturally be left behind. This is going to occur in a 
number of ways, but genetically we’re going to select ourselves out of 
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emotional and mental instability. The core decision-making process in 
every moment is open intelligence. 


Right now this is a transition period, and we all have to make these 
decisions. I’ve had to make decisions like this too. Will I go along with 
the way everyone else is doing it or will I not? If I don’t go along with 
what everyone else is doing, open intelligence provides the skillful 
means for handling that. 


As a society we've never had a measure for ethical value, but now 
we do: the immediate benefit of open intelligence provides absolute 
ethical value in this moment of the here-and-now. That’s how we know 
of the inherent benefit and we know of a stability that has never been 
known before en masse. 


The doom and gloom scenarios are all based on reified intelligence. 
Things could very well happen according to the doom and gloom sce- 
narios; however, aS we can already see all over the world, people are 
adapting to a comprehensive order of open intelligence that really can 
solve the doom and gloom scenarios we’ve created from reified intelli- 
gence. The evidence is in all of us when we see that right here in our 
own indestructible intelligence we are able to erase patterns that had 
us by the throat before. 


This transition may happen slowly or it may happen quickly. It may 
happen in quantum leaps: staying still for a while and then making a 
quantum leap, staying still again for a while and then making another 
quantum leap. It doesn’t matter which it is; you are who you are, and 
you have lots of support for whoever you are. There is no one right 
way; each and every individual is honored and privileged. 


I have worked all my life to make this dream come true, and with all 
my heart I thank you for supporting me along the way. I never would 
have made it without each of you. I have such deep gratitude, admira- 
tion and love for every single one of you and am thoroughly awed by 
your majesty and ability.

It made me realize that behavior that 
is based on point of view is just the replaying of our conditioning. 


Short moments is the key to revolutionizing our lives and all of soci- 
ety, enabling humankind, all creatures and the planet to flourish and 
prosper in ways unimaginable from the vantage of point of view. Here, 
in short moments lies the solution to all our problems large and small, 
personal and collective. 


Second Share 


The Four Mainstays—I love this term! I am a sailor, and I know well 
that without a mainstay the boat is sunk! The mainstays hold fast the 
mast and sails and are the core strength of the ship. They are the re- 
assurance that, no matter what comes, the mast will not fall. The 
mainstay provides the unwavering solidity for the mast that allows for 
the storm to be harnessed and for the forceful forward motion to be 
extracted from the turmoil. The mainstays are a soothing comfort. As 
we Sail effortlessly to landfall, we are whole, complete and utterly safe. 
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For me the Four Mainstays have been the opportunity to get uncom- 
fortably and squeamishly naked, with all my flaws and failings on 
show. By allowing myself to be seen in this way by my teachers and by 
myself in clarity, I could see, and experientially realize, that there 
were no failings—only natural perfection, only benefit, again and 
again. 


In a 100% commitment to total relationship with the Four Mainstays 
I was faced with the reality of who I am: wide-open clarity with noth- 
ing held back, no hiding out. All ideas of who I take myself to be or 
who I need to be to be safe are undone again and again. The impulses 
and habits to belittle and disempower myself and others are cut at 
their root. Stability, strength and clarity are left in their place. 


I am not in the mood for bullshit any longer. I am not in the mood 
for any dillydallying around. I am not in the mood for putting up with 
the way things have been. I am not in the mood for complacency. I 
am not in the mood for accepting the consensus that a society built on 
lack and pathology is okay, or that it is okay to continue to put up with 
that and even contribute to it. 


The “afflictive” states that appear generously pour out mountain-like 
stability, confidence and energy to do what needs to be done. It une- 
quivocally directs me to the reality that I can only take responsibility 
for my points of view, and that I am absolutely capable of making a 
direct, clear statement of “only clarity” in all of my relationships and 
leadership roles. 


This life is my responsibility. This is my carefree, playful life of re- 
laxed clarity. My life. Choosing what I want. Nothing else. 


I look at all the afflictive states I have experienced over the last 
three years, and I see that they have each fueled this fire in me, even 
when I did not feel like they were giving me anything but pain. Even 
when I felt I would have given anything—even my life—to rid myself of 
the grief, the sorrow, the loss, the black depression, the failure, the 
unworthiness, the arrogance, the pride, the fear, the sense of impris- 
onment, the fear of rejection, the need to do it right, the physical pain 
and the overwhelming desire and heartbreak. Each time I have relied 
on the solid Four Mainstays, and with their total support these seem- 
ingly ever-circling points of view have spun out, leaving confidence in 
their wake. 


I now welcome my button pushers. Facing everything, avoiding 
nothing, I know so deeply that my afflictive states are giving gener- 
ously to me again and again the opportunity to see things as they real- 
ly are. When this is hard to see I know where to turn: my trustworthy

teachers, my indestructible community, the teaching, and to the in- 
stinctive recognition of naturally present clarity—the rugged Four 
Mainstays uniting us all in great mutuality of only support, only love. 


It is incredible how this reality is being made obvious to us all. We 
are being given the opportunity to let ourselves go wild, to let the co- 
vers be pulled, to give up trying to be someone or to have a life that 
looks like anything at all. In accepting this invitation we free ourselves 
from all ideas whatsoever. We stay with exactly what we are for a sin- 
gle, simple, unbounded moment, and we acknowledge ourselves. With 
all my love and life.
